CURIOSITY STARTED 
HIS COLLECTIONS 


Where do you begin the story of 
a collector’s life? Well this is the sto- 
ry of Collector Alfred E. Newman, 
known as “Pop” to hundreds of peo- 
ple in St. Petersburg, Fla. Some 40 
years ago an eager young graduate 
of Cornell University went to Flor- 
ida, like the bear that went over 
the mountain, to “see what he could 
see.” He got a job at a bank, later 
at a newspaper, and maybe there’s 
where he first got interested in “the 
written word.” Anyway, today his 
collections of newpapers, stamps and 
signatures are right up there among 
top collections. 

He started collecting when he first 
arrived in Florida. He wanted to 
“know something” about the history 
of this land of magic beauty he had 
come to see, and he began at the 
beginning as nearly as he could. His 
newspapers date back to 1661. His 
seven room house holds a collection 
of historical books dating back to 
1620. 

His hobby of collecting autographs 
of prominent historical figures has 
moved along as merrily as a mar- 
riage bell. He has all but four auto- 
graphs of United States presidents. 
And his collection of generals’ signa- 
tures dates from 1776 to 1944, and 
numbers over 300, including that of 
President Eisenhower. But Pop New- 
man’s interest in historical signatures 
went beyond the shores of America. 

And this brings up one“of myriad 
instances when his hobby paid off in 
business and friendship for Pop’s life 
work became advertising. He wanted 
a furniture account from Joe Dew, 
of the Dew Furniture Company of St. 
Petersburg. Mr. Dew had some Louis 
XV furniture to sell. Pop brought 
in one of his treasured old documents, 
actually signed by Louis XV, commis- 
sioning a second lieutenant in the 
French army. It caught Mr. Dew’s 
fancy. He framed it, hung it near 
the furniture, gave Pop the advertis- 
ing’ business, and started the Dew 
collection of old maps which go back 
to 1540. 

It took more shoes than most col- 
lectors could find space to display, 
18 automobiles, and nine.days sick 
leave to get Pop Newman through 
all these active business years in 
Florida. He celebrated his 41st wed- 
ding anniversary this spring with 
his wife and two children— a son 
who is assistant superintendent of 
Brookley AFB, Alabama, and a 
daughter in New York whose hus- 
band is working on jet engines for 
the Navy and Air Force. 

Pop Newman belongs to several 
lodges and clubs, is past president 


of the St. Petersburg Advertising 
‘Club, and is now president of the His- 
torical Society of which he has been 
@ member for over 30 years. Recently 
his friends in the display advertising 
department of the Times gave Pop 
an engraved gold cigar lighter. It 
was a parting token of their affec- 
tion, for Pop retired from his staff 
job there. 

But he has no intention of retiring 
from his collecting hobbies. He is 
still interested in “seeing what he can 
see,” and collecting the written word 
from “other times and other people.” 
He will still continue his work as 
an Official in the Historical Society. 

He has taken an active Interest in 
the St. Petersburg Museum, 1s a past 
president of it, and says, with a twin- 
kle in his brown eyes, “Eventually, 
you know, my collections will go 
there.” 

And what do you bet that his en- 
graved gold cigar lighter won’t some- 
day be the prize foundation item of 
some future Newman collector’s hunt 
for hobby treasures! 

Pop Newman has been a subscriber 
to HOBBIES magazine for many 
years, We hope he is now enjoying 
it more than ever since retirement 
gives him the time to read and fol- 
low his leads and hunches on his fa- 
vorite collections.

The show, called “Eat, Drink and 
Be Wary” displayed foods, drugs and 
cosmetics as they were before the 
passage of the act. And a grocery 
store showed cans and packages of 
food, factory made and shipped, be- 
fore the turn of the century. 

Some of the labels on the patent 
medicine bottles make claims out of 
this world. For the label collector 
there is appeal and inspiration. For 
the historian a story of America’s 
past and of the hardy people who ate 
and drank and were, we hope, merry.

Patti and Others 


As this is written, two new 12” 
Rococo LPs have just made their ap- 
pearance, proudly bearing among oth- 
er rare important historical record- 
ings a veritable prize—Patti’s un- 
published “I] Bacio,” beautifully re- 
produced and in perfect pitch, to boot! 

Folks, even if any of you have all 
the published records of Patti, you 
absolutely cannot afford to miss Ro- 
coco LP R3—a dise devoted exclusive- 
ly to this supreme artist for—it con- 
tains a beloved encore number of 
hers which was never issued. Why 
Patti’s celebrated version of “Il Ba- 
cio” was destined to oblivion is in- 
explicable, for aside from being one 
of her most successful recordings, it 
contains coloratura passages of which 
she left entirely too few on discs. 
Most likely the diva herself thumbed 
down its release, but whatever the 
cause, this record was only available 
years ago on special order from 
HMV;; and that not for long, for in 
order to save the master from wear 
this practice was soon discontinued. 
An addition to the storv (and this 
I have from a very reliable source)

is that the master no longer exists, 
and “I] Bacio” is now preserved only 
on tape, I, myself had a fine copy 
of it on acetate for quite a while, 
but on comparing it with the repro- 
duction on Rococo, find the latter 
even clearer, fuller and more for- 
ward. What’s more, as I already 
pointed out, it’s pitched plumb in 
the middle of D Major—the soprano 
key in which Patti undoubtedly rec- 
orded it—and this makes it a gen- 
uine delight to listen to. 

Like the Arditi Waltz, all record- 
ings on Rococo R3 were made by the 
soprano in 1905: “Marriage of Fi- 
garo” Voi che sapete, “Faust”-Jew- 
el Song, “Robin Adair,” “ ‘Twas 
Within a Mile o’ Edinboro’ Town,” 
Tosti’s “Serenata,” ‘Pur Dicesti,” 
“The Last Rose of Summer,” ‘Com- 
in’ Thro’ the Rye” and “Home, 
Sweet Home.” They are all “Patti,” 
no longer young, but still possessing 
a voice comparable in texture and 
translucency to the finest porcelain— 
and with a trill that is the most 
perfect of all known to us. Due to 
good recording, this paragon of vo- 
cal beauty is caught here amazingly 
natural and lifelike, and with the 
fabled Patti timbre left intact, in 
fact brought out in all its seductive 
allure. 

These records were made when Pat- 
ti was 62 and her voice was but a 
suggestion of its pristine splendor. 
And yet, so much of its exquisite 
quality is still apparent that one can- 
not help but wonder what this extra- 
ordinary vocal organ was like at its 
dazzling youthful best. The celebrated 
‘Clara Louise Kellogg—who certainly 
knew a good voice when she heard it 
—came forth with the following trib- 
ute in her article, “Italian Opera as 
Illustrated by Adeline Patti,” in “The 
Music of the Modern World,” pub- 
lished in 1895; “Patti had none 
of the gifts of the Wagner artist. 
She has said publicly that she would 
not have undertaken Wagner opera 
if she could, because it afforded no 
opportunity for the exercise of her 
art. Her mission was to sing, and for 
thirty-five years she maintained un- 
relaxed her hold upon the affections 
of the musical world. Her voice, su- 
perb beyond the reach of imagina- 
tion, was not made for ‘dramatic

work.’ It was created to be heard 
reverently and thankfully, A voice, 
which has aptly been said to ‘com- 
bine every charm,’ could not be de- 
scribed by one epithet. To give any 
adequate idea of it one must draw 
on every source of suggestion. It 
was rich as a cello. It was luscious. 
It was sweet, with a honeylike con- 
sistency, and it flowed out, full and 
inexhaustible. It was volatile, like a 
perfume—a rich perfume such as 
tuberoses have; but tuberoses cloy. 
Patti’s voice could not cloy—it was 
so free. One could never tire of hear- 
ing it. There wag a subtleness, too, 
in its quality, more like heliotrope, or 
violets, Music has colour . . . Patti’s 
voice always seemed to me of a warm 
violet colour.” 

Was there ever a more beautiful 
appreciation of a voice than this? And 
coming from one singer to another, 
one knows it to be exact and true in 
its analytic description. Patti and Ma- 
rietta Alboni sang Quis est Homo 
from Rosini’s “Stabat Mater” at the 
composer’s funeral, in 1868. Oh, to

While Rococo R8 is dedicated to one 
Golden-Ager, Rococo R4 presents no 
less than ten great vocalists of the 
past; some, perhaps, more famed 
than others, but all equally outstand- 
ing in their respective capacities; 
MARIA DE MACCHI: “Norma” Casta 
diva/Ah! bello a me ritorna, Gto- 
VANNI BATTISTA DE NEGRI: “Otella” 
Ntun mi tena, ANTONIO MAGINI-Co- 
letti: “Cristoforo Colombo” IJ sol per 
me/M’odi! Vestrema e questa, GIOVAN- 
NI ZENATELLO and ADAMO DIDUR: 
“Mefistofele’ Fin da stanotte, Gus-

The brilliant and supple voiced 
Maria de Macchi passed away in 
1909, when she was only 39, after a 
luminous operatic career during which 
she appeared in over forty roles of 
the dramatic soprano repertoire. This 
untimely end has regretfully deprived 
us of whatever further records she 
might have incised, but the eight she 
did make for Fonotipia, including the 
“Norma” extracts on Rococo R4, are 
now prized ag vivid examples of the 
facile and florid singing which dis- 
tinguished the vocal capabilities of 
her day from those of our*own. 

Even though just an obscure name 
now, Giovanni Battista de Negri, 
born in 1850, was one of the top dram- 
atic tenors of his time. With vocal 
attributes powerful and resounding 
enough to challenge those of the 
colossus Tamagno, he nevertheless 


excelled in colorful shading of the 
tone as well. After creating Mascag- 
ni’s “Guglielmo Ratcliff” at La Sca- 
la, in 1895, he sang until 1898, and 
then retired due to serious illness, His 
four extremely rare light blue Zono- 
phones, of which one is the Niun mt

tema, were made in 1902, when his 
infirmity had robbed his voice of a 
great deal of its original glory, but 
left enough of it to attest to his 
former greatness. 

One of the truly prodigious bari- 
tone voices on records is that of An- 
tonio Magini-Coletti. With several 
light blue Zonophones and a goodly 
number of Fonotipias to his credit, 
this exceptionally gifted artist left 
us enough samples worthy of his il- 
lustrious reputation, of which two ex- 
cerpts from Franchetti’s “Cristoforo 
Colombo” are reproduced on R4. Aside 
from sheer dsplay of tonal magnifi- 
cence, here is also found mastery of 
vocal technique that can only be 
achieved through deep study and ulti- 
mate unerring knowledge of the com- 
plex apparatus that produces the hu- 
man voice. 

Although both Giovanni Zenatello 
and Adamo Didur made other record- 
ings later in their careers, it is the 
Fonotipia which preserves some of 
the samples most representative of 
their voices when at the peak of phys- 
ical development, yet still ringing 
with the exuberance of youth. A 
tenor with enviable capabilities and 
a basso par @xcellence second to none, 
they join their superb talents in the 
spirited Fin da stanotte, made for 
Fonotipia around 1906. 

The first band on Side II belongs 
to a real veteran recording artist. 
Gustav Walter, born in 1834, was 71, 
when he made his three known black 
G&Ts, five years previous to his death, 
Not having any written records on 
this venerable singer, I’ll quote from 
the note on him given on the jacket 
of Rococo R4: “For over thirty years 
Walter was principal lyric tenor of 
the Vienna Opera excelling in Mo- 
zart roles. Although he retired from 
opera in 1887, Walter continued as 
a lieder singer and he was persuaded 
to make a few records for the Gra- 
mophone ‘Company in 1905. We are 
fortunate, indeed, to have these me- 
mentos of a great artist.” We most 
certainly are! And no one, not know- 
ing who he is, when listening to his 

Meer” would even dream that 
the firm, youthful lyric tenor be- 
longed to a septuagenarian. But then, 
as the recording indicates, Walter 
sang correctly and without forcing; 
and that easily accounts for the mar- 
velous preservation and longevity of 
his vocal powers. 

A more scrupulous, fastidious and 
conscientious artist than the one and 
only Lilli Lehmann never lived! She 
was a perfectionist in the truest mean- 
ing of the word, Even when after 
long, hard, unceasing work she had 
attained complete technical and artis- 
tic command, she still strove to bet- 
ter her art, even if just by shaping 
a tone differently or adding subtle- 
ness to a nuance... . Think that only 
at 35 did she permit herself to sing 
Norma—before that, she claimed, she 
was not yet ready to undertake such 
a taxing role. I guess that’s why she 
was able to toss off for Odeon this 
recording of Violetta’s tour-de-force 
in the manner she did, at 59 and no 
longer in good health. 

The prototype of the pure contral- 
to voice on records, the example, of 
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what was expected from the lowest 
of female voices in the days of yore 
—that is Guerrina Fabbri. Yes sir, in 
“those days” flowery music was meant 
for all voices, and all of them had to 
cope with it without any ifs or buts 

So, naturally, there had to be 
contraltos like Fabbri to do Arsace 
in “Semiramide” and other similar 
bravura parts. And what a gorgeous, 
luscious, extensive vocal instrument 
was hers judging from this recording, 
to say nothing of the absolute con- 
trol she had over all its required 
functions. The notes on the Rococo R4 
jacket give her year of birth as 1866, 
while Schmid] has it in his “Diziona- 
rio Universale dei Musicisti” as 1850. 
The latter of course, is possible, as 
Fabbri sang much with Patti and her 
contemporaries, If 1850 is the right 
date, then her first 1903 G&T, Ar- 
sace’s Ah! quel giorno, which this 
LP so well reproduces, was made when 
she was 53; and when she died in 
1946 she had reached the age of 96! 

The last selection on this LP is 
very well chosen, for thus the pro- 
gram ends on a humorous note pro- 
vided by the splendid team of Naz- 
zareno de Angelis and Ferruccio Cor- 
radetti, in_the duet of the two bri- 
gands in “Fra Diavolo,” in which the 
very versatile Corradetti imitates Zer- 
lina’s Grazie al ciélo with an amus- 
ing mimicry of the soprano voice, col- 
oratura and all. 

These two are excellent LPs, and 
Rococo may well be proud of the job 
they have done, first in the happy 
choice of the itams, then in the fine 
reproduction of early acoustic discs 
resulting in lifelike voices, and last 
but not least in good pitching. Save 
for a couple of bands which are more 
or less lower than necessary, all selec- 
tions on R4 are pitched pretty well 
on the head. On the Patti R3, I 
would have done “Robin Adair” and 
the “Last Rose” a semitone higher. 
But that is my own personal opinion, 
for in all fairness it must be remem- 
bered that no one knows the keys 
Patti sang her records in, and at best 
they can only be guessed. When I 

gave the speeds of her records in 
er. 1954 HOBBIES, my deductions 
were based not only on the sound 
of her voice, but also on its position 
in relation to the three registers of 
the female voice; and I sincerely be- 
lieve that the keys I gave are cor- 
rect. 

In closing may I add that Rococo 
R3 and R4 somehow convey a grati- 
fying aspect of professional distince- 
tion; an air of dignified know-how 
which is often missing in the private 
long play issues of historical records.

III Parvis’ Recording Career 


I have no intention of attempting a 
detailed analysis of Taurino Parvis 
recordings. Despite my lifelong admi- 
ration, I have heard only a few of 
his discs, However, I have been at 
great pains to compile perhaps the 
most nearly complete list of his rec- 
ords anyone has so far undertaken, 
and I shall quote a few comments 
from record catalogs, trade publica- 
tions and similar sources. Since I have 
anything but a comprehensive knowl- 
edge of the singer’s native language, 
proofreading and correcting my type- 
written copy of his Italian titles has 
been agony, and I fear that some er- 
rors will find their way into print, 
even though I have done my best to be 
accurate. 

Parvis’ first records appear to be 
the single-faced Zon-o-phones with 
dark green labels, which he made in 
the United States from 1904 through 
1906. It is conceivable that he had 
done earlier recording work in Italy, 
but I have no knowledge of any. When 
Parvis made these records, Zon-o- 
phone had already come under Victor 
control, but for some reason he, Eu-

genia Mantelli, Luisa Tetrazzini and 
other afterwards famous singers were 
not added to the Victor Red Seal gal- 
axy. Since Parvis was only 24 or 25 
when he began making Zonos, he may 
have been looked on merely as a prom- 
ising youngster who might some day 
have a great future instead of an al- 
ready established star. 

Zon-o-phone publicity, however, 
hardly bears out that speculation. A 
September, 1906, Zono catalog pub- 
lished in Spanish refers to him as a 
“celebrated artist”? and says that to 
obtain a “dignified” accompaniment, 
suitable to an artist of his eminence, 
the services of the Metropolitan Op- 
era Orchestra had been secured. 

Another distinction Parvis reached 
was that of being the only duet par- 
tner on records of the fabulous Man- 
telli. In the April, 1949, issue of The 
Record Collector (published by J. 
Dennis, 61 Fore Street, Ipswich, Eng- 
gland, and sold to American readers 
at $2.50 a year), Albert Wolf pub- 
lished a Mantelli discography, from 
which I shall extract his comments 
"tied with the Mantelli-Parvis du- 


“Of Zon-0-phone 12572, “Favorita— 
Ah, l’altro ardor,” Wolf says: “The 
voices blend to perfection, the vocal 
line is beautifully preserved through- 
out—a finely controlled and success- 
ful version of this duet.” 

Since January 27, 1956, marked tthe 
200th anniversary of Mozart’s birth, 
there ig topical interest in what Wolf 
says about 12573, “La ci darem la 
mano” from “Don Giovanni”: ‘Both 
performers display lack of finesse and 
understanding, essential to sing the 
music of Mozart well. Mantelli, much 
at ease in the soprano range, contrib- 
utes a few pretty ornaments.” 

Zono No, 12574 contained “Duetto 
delle Rondinelle”’ from “Mignon.” The 
comment: “Mantelli’s voice is light

and limpid, Parvis better than com- 
petent and the result is a duet sung 
with grace and charm.” No. 12575 was 
“Dunque io son,” which was after- 
wards listed as double-faced record 
No. 40072A. Wolf says: “Leaning 
strongly upon the score as well as 
upon tradition, Mantelli’s vocal flex- 
ibility is brilliantly in evidence. This 
contrasts with the rather colorless 
singing of Parvis, who restricts him- 
self to outline the music instead of 
singing it with precision.” 

These four duets were made with 
piano accompaniment. I might add I 
have thought it unnecessary to indi- 
cate in the discography which follows 
this article whether records had piano 
or orchestral accompaniments. 

Next to the Zon-o-phones in possible 
order of issue come more,than 20 Co- 
lumbia single-faced discs with black 
and silver labels. Arthur E. Knight 
of Edgewood, Rhode Island, who 
generously aided me by copying num- 
bers and titles of Parvis records from 
the famous Bauer catalog, says Bau- 
er lists these Columbias as having 
been made in Milan, Italy, in_ 1905. 
Since Bauer is an authority, I sup- 
pose tthe odds are he is right, but in 
view of the fact that Parvis was 
singing with the Metropolitan in 1905, 
the time and place are open to ques- 
tion. I have an idea that instead of 
being sung in Milan in 1905, these 
discs were recorded in London, after 
Parvis had already made a long se- 
ries of American Columbia records.

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The following appeared in the Talk- 
ing Machine News of London for 
December 15, 1906. 

Taurino Parvis, the eminent Italian 
baritone, has entered into an exclu- 
sive contract with the Columbia Pho- 
nograph Company. He is an experi- 
enced record maker, having sung sev- 
eral operat.c arias into the Grapho- 
phone in America while fulfilling an 
engagement at the New York Metro- 
politan Opera House. During the Co- 
vent Garden season, just closed, Par- 
vis was the principal baritone star 
and won most favorable notices in 
the press for his splendid voice and 
acting. Before leaving London he 
made some more Columbia records 
which will be published later. He has 
insisted that none of his records shall 
be published until he has_ tested 
them. 


A few months later the English 'Co- 
lumbia Company began to issue a se- 
ries of Parvis records and they were 
precisely the ones which Bauer lists 
as having been made two years ear- 
lier in Milan! Several appeared in 
the English list for March 1, 1907. 

Early in 1905 Parvis began sing- 
ing for the Columbia Company in 
New York. Here again he won distinc- 
tion by being the duet partner of a 
noted Italian soprano, Gina Ciapa- 
relli, or Gina C. Viafora, as she was 
called, by her married name, on her 
later Victor records, The baritone’s 
first Columbias came out in April, 
1905, and were issued as both two- 
minute cylinders and 10-inch discs. 
They were “Occhi di Fata” (cylinder 
32662; dise, 3080), and the Pagliacci 
Prologue—tylinder 32663; disc 3079. 

The June, 1905 Columbia Record 
contained a picture of Parvis, hand- 
some, youthful and debonair as Figaro 
in “The Barber of Seville”. Under the 
heading, ““Columbia Records for June”, 
the following appeared: 


Taurino Parvis, baritone, who has 
a voice of wondrous beauty... .has 
displayed it to good advantage in Den- 
za’s beautifulcomposition. ‘“Quilia.” 
The solo is in Italian—cylinder No. 
32711. The same artist appears on the 
June list of disc records: his Prologue 
from I Pagliacci—l2-inch disc record 
No. 3141—with orchestra accompani- 
ment—being so realistic as to make 
you imagine you are at the opera 
and listening to the real singer. It is 
a fine illustration of the latest prog- 
ress in the art of record making. 
All of the Prologuetis rendered with 
the orchestral effects exactly as_in 
the opera. Parvis also sings the fa- 
mous Toreador song from ‘‘Carmen”, 
with orchestra accompaniment—dise 
No. 3140 


The 10-inch dise and the cylinder 
of the Prologue issued two months 
previously had piano accompaniments. 
This orchestrally accompanied Pro- 
logue appears to be the first 12-inch 
record Columbia ever made in the 
United States; at least it is the only 
one in the 1906 catalog, although there 
are twelve 14-inch records to fur- 
nish musie for dancing, In the list 
compiled by Arthur Knight, the 12- 
inch Prologue appears as No. 30000, 
and it may have been reissued later 
under that number, although I have 
been unable to find it, so numbered. 
It certainly originally appeared, and 
was catalogued, as 3141, in the same 
sequence as the 10-inch records. 

Parvis may have been the most pro- 
lific operatic recording artist of 1904- 
07. At the time he began singing for 
‘Columbia, that company, which had 
made a splurge early in 1903 with 
10-inch recordings by Marcella Sem- 
brich, Eduoard De Reszke, Ernestine 





Schumann-Heink, Giuseppi Campana- 
ri, Suzanne Adams, Antonio Scotti 
and Charles Gilibert, had no other 
operatic singer. Ciaparelli was added 
in June, 1905, and she and Parvis 
continued for the next year_to hold 
the operatic fort as far as Columbia 
was concerned. The 1903 records were 
poorly recorded and a financial fail- 
ure, which led Columbia’s president. 
E, D. Easton, to decide “there’s no 
money in opera,” and let Victor have 
a monopoly of celebrities. 

The July list contained several oth- 
er Parvis solos, and the Record said: 
“Signor Parvis has gained great pop- 
ularity with Columbia patrons and his 
magnificent voice is heard to good ad- 
vantage in the above selections. All 
are in Italian.” Apparently, it didn’t 
occur to Columbia to give “Signor 
Parvis” celebrity rating, His records 
were sold at the same price as ordi- 
nary discs and cylinders. So were 
those of Ciaparelli and, a little later, 
Marcel Jourret. Perhaps the 1903 de- 
bacle of trying to sell celebrity discs 
at $2 per single-faced 10-inch had 
persuaded Mr. Easton there would be 
a better market if the price was 
held down to $1. That same month, 
Columbia also issued a six-inch cylin- 
der by Parvis of the Prologue. It 
could be used only on a ‘Columbia ma- 
chine with a specially long mandrel 
and had a playing time of about three 
minutes. 

Several months elapsed before Par- 
vis was again mentioned, but the 
March, 1906, Columbia Record said: 
“Six standard songs by Taurino Par- 
vis of the Metropolitan Opera House 
are listed, among which are selections 
from Carmen, Ernani, Rigoletto and 
La Traviata. Mr. Parvis is gifted 
with a clear baritone voice of great 
range and excellent quality. His low 
tones are smooth and melodious, and 
the high tones are given with perfect 
ease and splendid artistic effect.” In 
April, there was this comment on Par- 
vis’ disc record of “Giulia”. “Mr. 
Parvis has a superb voice which he 
uses with all the grace and charm 
that come from study when combined 
with the fine musical taste that marks 
the true artist.” 

When Columbia began to issue dou- 
ble-faced records late in 1908, Parvis’ 
single-faced discs were placed on the 
market in two-faced form. Then noth- 
ing was heard of the baritone in 
domestic listings from 1909 until the 
March, 1918, supplement appeared. 
Under the heading of “Popular Priced 
Operatic Vocal Recordings,” was com- 
hined on A1258, a duet from Boheme 
by Giuseppe Armanini, tenor, and Par- 
vis, with a Rigoletto selection by Rita 
D’Oria, soprano. This was described 
as “a popular priced operatic double 
dise sung by some of the best artists 
of Italy, two of whom, Armanini and 
D’Oria, are singing with signal suc- 
cess this year on the Pacific Coast. 
Parvis is also well-known to the Amer- 
ican public as a baritone of excep- 
tional ability.” 

In April, record A1262 contained “A 
Brilliant Operatic Duet By Italian 
Artists.” This was a two-part Travi- 
ata aria sung by D’Oria and Parvis, 
and was described as: “A new pop- 
ular priced record from Italy sung by 
two of the best artists available, ... 
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The duet is given a forceful and ar- 
tistic rendition of Mme. D’Oria and 
Mr. Parvis.” 

Parvis also was represented by sev- 
eral selections (to be found in the 
appended discography) in the March, 
1914, supplement. The supplement 
said: “The twelve selections here list- 
ed of Columbia Blue Label Double- 
Disc Records are the first of a new 
series of Grand Opera recordings at 
popular prices. They were made in 
our recording laboratories in Milan 
under the shadow of famous La Scala, 
that great temple of music whose 
very bricks and mortar have become 
sanctified through the long years of 
a glorious career as the world’s great- 
est temple of Opera—the Mecca of 
every devotee, the ambition of every 
artist, the foundation of Grand Opera 
itself. In no other institution are the 
highest traditions of Grand Opera 
so reverently preserved, for this is 
their birthplace. The artists who have 
made this new series of records are 
singing leading roles in La Scala to- 
day; it is more than likely that at 
least some of them will be heard in 
this country before long, Each is an 
artist by training and by instinct, 
with the real artist’s knowledge of 
the technique, and the real artist’s 
deep understanding of the spirit of 
his art.” 


Others of the La Scala _ series 
were issued in March, 1915, and that 
ended Parvis’ appearances in the 
American Columbia catalog, unless 
other records of which I have no 
knowledge were included in the green 
label international series. The last 
catalog in which any Parvis records 
appeared was dated 1918. 

The baritone’s disappearance from 
the Columbia catalog coincided with 
his debutinthe Amrican Pathé and 
Edison repertoires. His hill-and-dale 
recordings probably were made dur- 
ing his farewell visit to this country. 
Years ago I found an old copy of the 
long gone humorous magazine, Judge, 
which published a record review de- 
partment conducted by “Disco.” The 
date was either 1919 or 1920. I re- 
call “Disco’s” reviewing one of Par- 
vis’ Pathé records (I’ve. forgotten 
which) and saying it was the best 
thing Pathé had done in a long time. 
And I remember the concluding sen- 
tence of his review: “Parvis, a most 
accomplished baritone, sings it splen- 
didly.” 

That brings us to the end of this 
brief consideration of that “most ac- 
complished baritone’s” career. As I 
said earlier, I do not even know 
whether he ig dead or alive, If alive, 
he can hardly be singing or even, at 
the age of 77, teaching. Even so, I 
thought at once of Parvis a few 
‘months ago when a contributor to the 
New Yorker related a visit he had 
paid to a home for retired opera sing- 
ers at Milan. He said that as he 
strolled along he met two elderly men, 
one of whom threw his head back 
and vociferated some operatic aria 
in a wonderfully well preserved, rich 
baritone voice. I found myself wonder- 
ing, “Can that have been Taurino 
Parvis?” And as I conclude this arti-

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COLLECTORS’ 
RECORDINGS 


It is with great pleasure I am 
able to announce that the first. vol- 
ume of the Comprehensive Cylinder 
Record Index has been _ published. 
This first section covers all the do- 
mestic Edison Amberol recordings 
and I am positive it will shortly be- 
come a cornerstone in the library of 
every collector who has even the 
slightest interest in cylinders. 

The volume is divided into three 
sections. The first of these is the nu- 
merical index of selections which 
gives the release date of every cylin- 
der, The next section is an alphabet- 
ical listing of all selections. And fi- 
nally, there is an artists’ listing. Ev- 
ery release can be looked for by 
either number, title or artist. 

In the popular series Edison issued 
1149 four-minute wax recordings be- 
tween November, 1908 and October, 
1912. At the same time two special 
series were issued for promotional 
reasons, and nearly 200 concert and 
operatic selections appeared, They are 
all to be found in this Index. Even 
the most seasoned collector of “rol 
lers” may well find items he never 
knew about. 

A short time ago I had the great 
luck to be able to purchase a straight 
run of Edison’s New Phonograms from 
Vol. 1, #1, in 1904, to Sept., 1912. 
I thought I was aware of all the cy- 
linders, issued during that time, of 
interest to me. To my surprise, after 
receiving my copy, I found cylinder 
No. 473 was by Ernest Shackelton 
and described his “South Polar Ex- 
pedition.” On re-checking my New 
Phonograms I found this item was 
never listed there, 

A brief perusal of the artists’ sec- 
tion of this Index will serve as a 
good revue of the wealth of talent 
Edison signed up between the years 
1908-1912. The galaxy of opera stars 
that made Edison cylinders is well 
known and there is little point in 
mentioning them. 

Also, it is common knowledge that 
the most popular of all the record- 
ing artists such as Billy Murray, 
Collins and Harlan, Ada Jones, etc., 
were Edison regulars. But that which 
is most interesting to me is the great 
number of vaudeville and other per- 
sonalities who made Edison cylinders. 

In thumbing through the pages of 
the Index one meets such familiar 
names as Digby Bell, Sarah Bern: 
hardt, Grace Cameron, Anna Chan- 
dler, Ray Cox, Edgar L. Davenport. 
Marie Dressler, Harry Fay, Irene 
Franklin, Lottie Gilson, Murray K. 
Hill, Mabel McKinley, Stella May- 
hew, Eddie Morton, Will Oakland,

Maude Raymond, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Jose Sadler, Ernest Shackelton, So- 
phie Tucker, Marshall P. Wilder, Bil- 
ly Williams. Nat Wills, and Bessie 
Wynn. Surely this is a talent roster 
which stands up well with the best 
Victor had to offer at the time. In 
my opinion it surpasses the Columbia 
artists. 

The tedious work of comnilation 
was done by Thomas Grattelo and Du- 
ane D. Deakins to whom we are sure- 
ly all in debt. The work is one of the 
finest examples I have seen so far of 
what careful research in this field 
can accomplish, Let us hope other 
compilers of record indices will use 
this volume as a model. Dr. Deakins 
and Mr. Grattelo are now engaged 
in extending their work to cover all 
the other cylinders released in this 
country. Their forthcoming volumes 
will be awaited eagerlv

lad. This is the finest sounding RCA 
LP I’ve heard of late, minus heavy 
doctoring up of the tone and echo 
chamber hindrance. 

The good transcription and a well 
balanced choice of some of Jeritza’s 
best recordings make this collection of 
the Moravian soprano quite appeal- 
ing. My only personal objections here 
are the artist’s very un-French pro- 
nounciation of the French “e” and 
(there I go again) the faulty pitch- 
ing of some of the electrical bands 
—not the acoustical ones; those are 
strangely in correct pitch, 

There is hardly a collector of a 
few years standing who does not 
have (or, at least, has not heard) 
the deservedly popular set of “I] Tro- 
vatore,” with Maria Carena, Olga de 
Franco, Irene Minghini-Cattaneo, 
Aureliano Pertile, Giordano Callegari, 
Apollo Granforte, Bruno Carmassi, 
Antonio Gelli; and Carlo Sabajno con- 
ducting. Incidentally, when first issued 
here by RCA, in the early ’thirties. 
on 78 r.p.m. discs, this set was priced 
at $22.50; in the ’forties it came 
down to $16.00; and now the com- 
bined price of the two 12” LPs 
'Cal 289 and 290, containing the same 
first class operatic performance, is 
less than four dollars! 

There is really a profusion of the 
standard Italian Grand Opera sing- 
ing in this presentation. Of the cast— 
perhaps Carena’s tops could be more 
in keeping with the rest of her voice; 
but what better Manrico, Azucena

or Count di Luna could be wished 
for than those provided by Pertile, 
Minghini-Cattaneo and Granforte? 
Alas, some of them are no longer 
with us, for among those missing 
are the wonderful Minghini-Cattaneo, 
who was killed in Italy in an air-raid 
during the last war; and Pertile, who 
passed away recently, also in, his na- 
tive Italy.

MUSEUM PIECE IN THREE 
EASY PAYMENTS 


Editorial in the Chicago Tribune 


The American Bankers association 
has sponsored another conference on 
installment credit. This is as it should 
be because the rapid expansion of 
consumer credit is dangerous, as our 
_ have been frequently remind- 
ed. 

It would be a mistake, however, to 
believe that instalment buying was 
unknown before this generation. Over 
in the Chicago Historical society on 
the ground floor, there is clear evi- 
dence to the contrary. 

It seems that early in 1861 a lead- 
ing citizen bought himself a fine 
coach from J. B. Brewster & Co. of 
New York. On the books of the 
company the entry reads, “One Ele- 
gant H-cloth Coach, No. 588.” The 
price was $1,400. H-cloth, the mu- 
seum’s label says, ‘was probably ham- 
mercloth, a fabric for upholstery 
highly regarded by the coachmakers 
of the day. 

The $1,400. was paid in three instal- 
ments. 

The carriage, restored in all its 
shining beauty as a gift from Sterl- 
ing Morton, stands on the floor of 
the museum. You can see the mono- 
gram of the former owner on the 
door. His initials were A. L. His 
name was Abraham Lincoln.

The United 


States Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 





The actual form of a safe is certainly appropriate 
as a savings bank and as we reach No. 47 in our numeri- 
cal classification, The United States Bank, we have an 
accurate representation of a safe. There are only three 
known mechanical banks in the shape of a safe and the 
other two are the Watch Dog Safe and the Fortune 
Teller Savings Bank. The United States Bank is consider- 
ably rarer than either of the other two in the group, and 
it also has better action. 


The United States Bank was patented August 27, 
1880. This date appears in gold stencil on the rear bot- 
tom edge of the bank itself. To the best of the writer’s 
knowledge, however, no patent papers have been found 
so far that cover this bank so the actual designer is not 
known. It is possible that the patent papers covering this 
bank are in some group or class number so far unexplor- 
ed and further future research may bring them to light. 
As to the manufacturer, there are certain characteristics 
that are indicative of the J. and E. Stevens Company of 
Cromwell, Conn. It is fairly reasonable to assume that 
they made the bank. 


The bank shown was obtained by the writer from 
the extensive collection of the late Dr. Arthur E. Corby. 
It is in fine condition and painted an overall green with 
black outlining on the door, the front, the back, both 
sides, and the top. The inside of the top as well as the 
recess in the top are painted white. The name and the 
patent date are in gold stencil and the bead work on the 
door is in gold. The hinges, the coin slots, and other 
details are also highlighted in gold. The picture of. the 
little girl is very colorful and) appropriate to the time 
of the bank’s manufacture. 


The bank as pictured is shown after the action has 
taken place. To operate the bank the top is depressed 
by hand and it clicks into place. When this is done the 
bank looks like an ordinary safe and there is no evidence 
of any mechanical action. A coin inserted into either 
of the two slots causes the top to spring open as shown 
exposing the picture. The weight of the coin causes the 
action to take place by coming into contact with.a spring 
action lever inside the bank. It’s interesting to note 
that this particular specimen,.of the bank has two coin 
slots, one in the door and another in the top front edge. 
Each work equally well. The other examples of this 
bank that the writer has seen only have the single coin 
slot in the door. Coins are removed from the bank by 
unlocking the door by means of a key. 


The United States Bank is a scarce item, and diffi- 
cult for the collector to add to his collection. It may be 
that this bank is unintentionally passed up by dealers

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


Q: Is Bette Leonard still in circus 
business? 


A: As a performer Bette retired 
from the circus ring in 1938, but it 
is doubtful if she will ever be com- 
pletely out of the circus life. She 
still maintains contact with hundreds 
of her old circus friends throughout 
the world and manages to attend sev- 
eral circus performances every sea- 
son. 

For the last ten years Bette has 
been president of the Circus Histor- 
ical Society, an international organ- 
ization, She is active in the work of 
the Circus Fans Association of Amer- 
ica, and also maintains membership, 
both honorary and active, in many 
other. circus groups. 

Bette was an active circus per- 
former for more than 25 years. She 
started her circus career in 1917 in 
a posing act with white horses and 
dogs. She later became an aerialist, 
was a member of a flying act and 
worked elephants, horses, and dogs. 
During her career on the road she 
worked on many of the all-time great 
shows, including Sells-Floto, Hagen- 
beck-Wallace, Gentry Brothers, Chris- 
ty Brothers, Seils-Sterling, Walter L. 
Main, and for two years was with the 
“Big One,” Ringling Bros. and Bar- 
num & Bailey. 

Bette now lives in Wichita, Kansas, 
and collects circus souvenirs as her 
hobby. She has thousands of such 
items as programs, passes, letter- 
heads, posters, and photographs in 
her home, She is truly one of the 
all-time Greats and a gracious lady 
who has a smile and a kind word for 
everyone she meets. 


Q: Recently I’ve been reading that 
the circus is almost a thing of the 
past and that soon there will not be 
any left. Is this true? 


A: Personally, I believe there will 
always be a circus. It may change in 
form somewhat, but I believe that 
there are enough interested people in 
this country to make sure that the 
circus never dies, 

No doubt the recent attention given 
to the folding of the Clyde Beatty Cir- 
cus on the West Coast has prompted 
many persons to write that the circus 
is doomed. But the circus has fallen 
on evil days before and has man- 
aged to come through.

The Beatty show closed because of 
money problems. Daily expenses were 
more than the daily grosses. The clos- 
ing of this show means that there 
ig now just one railroad show on the 
road—Ringling Bros. and Barnum & 
Bailey. 

Rising costs and_ transportation 
problems via railroad have certainly 
increased the financial hazards of the 
big shows that traveled by rail, but 
it must not be forgotten that there 
are many excellent shows that still 
operate overland by trucks. It is quite 
possible that we are witnessing the 
fading of the colorful era of the large 
three-train circuses, but this doesn’t 
mean that the circus is doomed. Pat- 
ronize the equally colorful truck cir- 
cuses that play in your vicinity, they 
are “real” circus, too. 


Q: Was the Cole Bros. Circus on 
the road in 1945? 


A: Yes. They opened in Louisville, 
Kentucky, on April 19. They closed at 
Clarksdale, Mississippi, November 1. 
They were on tour 198 days that sea- 
son, visited 17 states, played 162 
cities, gave 351 performances, used 
36 railroads to transport their equip- 
ment, and missed only 8 stands. 

On July 27, while enroute to Brai- 
nerd, Minnesota, on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, the Cole Bros. Cir- 
cus train was wrecked. Five flat-cars 
were piled up and damaged together 
with sixteen baggage wagons which 
were completely destroyed. Fortu- 
nately no one was injured seriously 
and no animals were hurt. 

The wreck was caused by a faulty 
journal on one of the flat cars. Sev- 
en stands were cancelled in order to 
make repairs at the Northern Pacific 
shops in Brainerd. Business was re- 
sumed at Duluth, Minnesota, Au- 
gust 3. 

Harry J. McFarlan was Equestrian 
Director that year, Edward Woecke- 
ner had the Big Top Band, Paul 
Nelson was director of the Program, 
and ‘Colonel Harry Thomas was the 
Producer and Official Announcer.

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Q: Was the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Circus ever wrecked? 


A: In June of 1918, this show fig- 
ured in one of the great disasters 
in circus history. Eighty-five people 
were killed and 150 were hurt in the 
wreck of this show train as it was 
enroute from Michigan ‘City to Ham- 
mond, Indiana. 

The accident occurred to the second 
train and the third or equipment 
train. The first section of the train 
was not in the wreck. Just outside 
of Gary, Indiana, a hot box was spot- 
ted on the second train. The section 
was stopped and trainmen put out 
their warning flares and signals up 
and down the tracks. 

For some reason (it was later be- 
lieved that the engineer of the equip- 
ment train was either sick or asleep) 
the third section of the train crashed 
into the section ahead of it at fifty 
miles an hour. Before it stopped it 
had ripped through four circus cars 
and demolished the fifth car which 
was filled with sleeping circus per- 
sonnel. 


Q:Did Tim McCoy, the famous Hol- 
lywood cowboy, ever have a circus? 


A: Yes, although it was not long 
on the road. In 1938, Col. Tim McCoy’s 
Real Wild West went into the hands 
of the receivers in Washington, D. C. 
It was a splendidly equipped 30-car 
show. 


Q: How did the Ringling Bros. Cir- 
cus get the added name of Barnum 
& Bailey? 


A: The Ringling Show purchased 
the right to the great name, Barnum 
& Bailey, from Mrs, J. A. Bailey in 
1 


Q: What is circus jargon? 


A: Cireus Jargon means the way a 
circus talks among its own kind. The 
vocabulary of the circus is a combina- 
tion of the ancient and the new. Some 
words are dropped; new ones are 
coined each season. One of the old- 
est is “jakes”. A “jakes” is a clown 
who lets himself be squirted by wa- 
ter by another clown. 


Q: Are circus people superstitious? 


A: Yes, to about the same degree 
that anyone else is. Circus supersti- 
tions have been publicized more than 
the grocer’s or the banker’s or the 
real estate man’s. As a result it 
sometimes seems circus people are 
more taken with the hocus-pocus of 
superstition than others, 

Some of the superstitions, for ex- 
ample, concern trunks and whistling. 
Some performers would never permit 
a humpback trunk to be brought in- 
to a dressing room. And whistling in 
a dressing room was believed to be 
bad luck. It was once considered bad 
luck to wear a yellow costume, al- 
though yellow ig no longer frowned 
upon for a wardrobe.

Valley Antique Car Society; and Ar- 
thur C, Lohman, President, Rochester 
Association of Automobile Dealers 
who served as toastmaster.

A special regard 
for the soul of man, an almost Gothic 
pre-occupation with inner meaning, 
characterized German art. 

The full stream of ‘the modern Ger- 
man Expressionist School as it came 
to be called coalesced several move- 
ments that sprang up consecutively. 
In 1911 a group comprising members 
of previous movements and other 
major artists gathered at Munich. 
Their leaders, Kandinsky and Marc, 
set forth a program proclaiming that 
the visual arts should be relieved of 
the needs to slavishly imitate the ob- 
jective world, that color and form 
should be the vehicles of the unham- 
pered creative imagination, parallel- 
ing the aims of music. Leaning heav- 
ily toward abstraction the movement 
culminated in the non-objective art 
of the post-war period that was first 
termed expressionism by this group. 

After World War I the surviving 
artists continued to produce prolific-

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ally receiving a public and official ac- 
ceptance unknown by contemporaries 
in other countries. But the disillu- 
sionment resulting from the war was 
apparent in Kaethe Kollwitz’s deeply 
felt sketches of suffering peoples, in 
the more brutal and distorted rendi- 
tions of Beckmann, and in tthe satir- 
ical social criticism implied in the 
“verism” of Grosz and Dix. Germany 
had its share of post-war dadaists, 
with Max Ernst as its most impor- 
tant representative. 

Creative activity came to an end 
with the advent of the Nazi regime 
but as this exhibition suggested 
through inclusion of works by Bau- 
meister, Gilles, Hartung, Heileger, 
Matare, Meistermann, Nay, Nesch, 
Uhlmann, Werner and Winter, there 
hag been a notable resurgence of ar- 
tistic production in Germany since 
1945 


The exhibition was sponsored by 
the Federal Republic of Germany and 
circulated by the American Federa- 
tion of Arts.

‘Twenty-eight watercolors by Henry 
Wood Elliott (1846-1930), naturalist, 
painter, and secretary to Joseph 
Henry, the first Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, are being 


circulated among United States and 
Canadian museums by the Smithson- 
ian Institution Traveling Exhibition 
Service. 

Lent by the Cleveland Museum of 
Natural History, these works con- 
stitute the first pictorial record ever 
made of the seal herds that populat- 
ed the Pribilof Islands in the 1870’s. 
At the age of 26, Elliott was sent to 
these islands, part of America’s pur-

chase of Alaska in 1867, to secure 
as much information as possible a- 
bout the fur seals. His powers of ob- 
servation were tremendous. He wrote 
freely and in great detail, and his ex- 
traordinary talent with the brush en- 
abled him to illustrate his reports 
with sketches and paintings. Though 
not formally educated in the natural 
sciences, his diligence and alertness 
quickly gave him high rank among 
field observers. 


Elliott devoted the rest of his life 
to the preservation of the fur seal, 
which he feared was becoming ex- 
tinct, and it is in part due to his 
devotion that the only important fur- 
seal herd in the world is now pre- 
served and that the American Gov- 
ernment today harvests more than 
two-million dollars worth of pelts 
from these islands annually. 

Through the years, Elliott became 
a familiar figure in the halls of Con- 
gress, where he appeared at session 
after session to seek legislation that 
would protect the fur seals. The bat- 
tle was long and hard, and Elliott 
returned to the Bering Sea Islands 
on several occasions to verify his 
opinions. Each time, upon his return, 
he was subject to criticism and in- 
quiry by those who sought to dis- 
credit him. 


William TT. Hornadav, one of 
America’s foremost conservationists, 
sought to help Elliott, and did all in 
his power to reveal to the public 
the true nature of the sealing ques- 
tion. In 1896, after vears of wrang- 
ling, Secretary of State John Hay 
finally joined the fight and helped 
draft the Hay-Elliott Treaty. Hay 
died in 1906, and it was not until 
1911 that final passage of the Treaty 
took place. At that time a 5-year 
stoppage on all sealing was ordered, 
and the herds began to build up 
from an all-time low of 130,000. 
Elliott estimated that when he first 
saw the Pribilofs, an estimated three 
million seals populated the Islands. 
By 1948, under strict governmental 
regulation of the harvest provided 
by his bill, the number of seals reach- 
ed an all-time high of almost four 
million.

A casual reference to Gitchi Nagamo in 
our column some time ago has brought 
repeated request for a more complete 
story about this romantic bell.

No one can study the history of 
the world’s great bells without hav- 
ing a queer conviction that from 
their very foundry cradles they were 
called to be Bells of Destiny. This 
applies to every noted bell cast to 
play a great part in the life of the 
people—from historic Old Liberty at 
Philadelphia to beloved Big Ben of 
London; from ancient Roland of 
Ghent to romantic Gitchi Nagamo, 
the Poets’ Bell, of Abbey Dawn, 
younger “child” in the noble family 
of world-famous bells. 

The story of Gitchi Nagamo is as 
delightful as a fairy tale, and almost 
as fantastic. One longs to start it 
with “Once upon a time there was 
a poet called Wallace Havelock Robb, 
who asked the fairjes to bring him a 
bell to hang in his bird garden... .” 

But Robb is no imaginary char- 
acter from a storied past. He is a 
present-day, very real Canadian, who 
did want to own “one big bell’? more 
than anything else in all the world. 

He knew he’d never have enough 
money to buy himself a carillon, or 
even a chime, because poets are al- 
ways poor in money no matter how

rich they are in more important 
things. But, sighed Robb, if he could 
buy just one Great Big Bell to hang 
in his sanctuary, how wonderful life 
would be! 

So that’s just what he did. It was 
cast in a famous English foundry, 
and when it arrived in Kingston, On- 
tario, one fateful day in 1936, the 
Canadian Government frowned on it! 
It wasn’t for a cathedral , .. a col- 
lege . .. or a national shrine . It 
wag just for a poet’s garden. 

All of which left the customs offi- 
cials quite cold. They held the bell 
for taxes and duty amounting to one 
hundred and thirty-five dollars! 

It was an outrageous “cultural 
fine,” protested the poet. But all ap- 
peals to the Premier proved in vain. 
The poet, having spent his all on the 
bell, had to borrow money to pay 
the tax. 

By the time he reached the rail- 
way shed a crowd had collected 
eager to see this goofy chap who had 
bought himself a big bell which had 
got him into financial difficulty with 
the government. What in the name 
of common sense did the fellow want 
with a bell weighing almost a ton? 
With no place to hang it in but a tree! 

Poor badgered bard! Good hard 
common sense is not the predominat- 
ing characteristic of any poet. He 
thought longingly of Abbey Dawn, his 
home, and wished both he and his 
beautiful Gitchi Nagamo were safely 
there on the lawn, under the maple 
tree. Then the news men closed in 
on him to shoot a barrage of ques- 
tions, all stodgily sane, sensible and 
soul-less, 

“For what particular purpose did 
you buy thig bell?” demanded one. 

“Poets have always loved bells. I 
wanted this one just to make a sweet 
sound at eventide. 

They chuckled. This was going to 
be good. 

“What’s your ringing order?” an- 
other shot at him. “Will you ring it 
on the King’s birthday, at bigh noon, 
as a curfew, or what?” 

The poet was tired and annoyed. 


“T’ll ring it when I feel in the 
mood,” he said testily. 

“That’s all we want to know!” 
chortled they, and the whimsical story 
went winging its way over the sea 
to tell of the poor Canadian poet 
who had bought himself one great 
bronze bell, naming it Gitchi Naga- 
mo, meaning “A Beautiful Song.” 
And how he was going to ring it when 
he felt like it! 

But who has not held in his heart 
some lovely foolish dream? Here was 
a man who had not let life snuff it 
out. Here was a man who had hung 
onto his dream for years, in spite 
of many disappointments and that 
more cruel thing, derision: and now 
—see! It had come true! Was he so 
foolish, then, that poet? 

The little newspaper story, sent 
out to get a laugh, drew instead a 
sigh. And soon visitors from far and 
wide came seeking Abbey Dawn Sanc- 
tuary to ask, with a trace of wistful- 
ness in, their voices, to see and hear 
the Poet’s Bell. Many who could not 
come, sent greetings in verse. Poems 
from every state in America came 
flooding into Abbey Dawn, some signed 
by illustrious names, to honor this 
great bell named in the Algonquin

1006 Se. Michigan Avenue, Chicago, Illinois 
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Gitchi Nagamo has outlasted its original pine tree tower. It now hangs, as pictured, 
on a high pinnacle overlooking the distant Adirondacks and commanding the most mag- 
nificent panorama between Montreal and Toronto. A single peal of the bell has been 
heard twenty-five miles away in New York state. Along the trail Champlain once trod, 
Canadian poet Wallace Havelock Robb stands gazing upon his beloved bell. 





Indian tongue Gitchi Nagamo or 
“Beautiful Song.” 

Even poets from distant lands 
across the sea came to claim the 
right of their calling, to ring Gitchi 
Nagamo! And from that time on, Git- 
chi Nagamo took its rightful place 
among the other bells of the world, 
which are great, not because of their 
bulk but because of the beauty of 
their symbolism in the lives of the 
peoole. 

Our story is not complete without 
telling of the role played by Kamiel 
Lefévere, who helped WaHace Have- 
lock Robb find the Poets’ Bell. It was 
high up in the belfry of Riverside 
Church, where the great Kamie] Lefé- 
vere plays the Rockefeller carillon, 
largest in the world, that the Poets’ 
Bell first emerged from misty dreams 
and began to take on definite form. 

For three years Robb had been 
climbing Canadian church towers, 
trying to find out tone, weight and— 
especially—cost of one big bell. But 
always he had come away defeated. 

Called to Radio City to broadcast, 


Robb seized the chance to seek out 
Kamiel Lefévere at Riverside 'Church 
and tell him about his quest for “one 
big bell with a sweet tone,” to com- 
plete his sanctuary. 

Robb stood there, with his wife, 
very afraid that the great Lefévere 
might not understand. So few people 
did. But this time the unexpected 
happened. Lefévere was not only sym- 
pathetic, he was thrilled. “But this 
is an astonishing development in 
hells!” the great artist was exclaim- 
ing, “something entirely new! Bells 
and bells for hundreds of years but 
nobody ever thought of a poets’ bell 
before!” 

Robb stared at him in dazed de- 
light. He understood? 

“Yes, yes, I understand it all; for 
I, too, am a poet. We must make no 
mistake, for this will be the first 
bell of the kind in the world—a new 
servant of humanity, to beautify the 
common day. Come, let us scund and 
select your Poets’ Bell.” 

And up there in that lofty New 
York belfry, high above the teeming 
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city, sat those two extraordinary peo- 
ple, the poet of Abbey Dawn breath- 
lessly listening while the great caril- 
lonneur softly sounded bell after 
bell, translating a bell founder’s cata- 
logue of pounds and prices into mu- 
sic. 

“His was the only comprehending 
heart my dream had ever encoun- 
tered,” Robb claimed. “It was as 
though Lefévere and I had known 
each other always... .” 

And so Wailace Havelock Robb’s 
quest was ended. From his five hun- 
dred acres of natural park, world fa- 
mous as Abbey Dawn Sanctuary, @ 
large sweet-voiced bell soon gave 
forth a ringing welcome from a pine 
tree tower. 

And just when will Gitchi Nagamo 
ring?” asked neighbors, friends, visi- 
tors, 

“When there’s a rainbow in the 
sky,” smiled Robb. “At dawn and 
again in the magic quietude of the 
gloaming. In haying and harvest time, 
after a long and very lovely day it 
may ring a double peal. Or, on a 
dull, dreary day, not at all.” 


* * * * * 


TWENTY YEARS LATER... 
and Gitchi Nagamo is still ringing a 
song into man’s heart. The fame of 
Abbey Dawn has spread far and wide 
and the lovely bell itself has taken 
on international status, It is now, in 
response to popular request, rung as 
a Pastoral about 4:30 each afternoon; 
and it is rung for all special calendar 
days both in Canada and in the 
United States, 

Over two hundred poets have sent 
tributes to “their” bell, dedicated to 
all poets everywhere as_ perennial 
seekers of happiness. 

During World War II scores of 
brides came with their husbands in 
uniform, and it has now become some- 
thing of a tradition that brides be 
permitted to sound the bell of ‘““Beau- 
tiful Song” for themselves. 

Ordinarily the affable Abbé of Ab- 
bey Dawn, as Mr. Robb is affectionate- 
ly called, will peal the bell for his 
guests without their assistance. Often 
on pleasant days the guests are bus 
loads of school children accompanied 
by their nuns or teachers. Often the 
are tourists from distant places, all 
come to see for themselves the nat- 
ural and the romantic history abound- 
ing at this Canadian sanctuary. 

Today the Algonquin Indian name 
of Gitchi Nagamo seems an even 
more fitting name for the Poets’ Bell 
than it was twenty years ago. For 
from the historic region over which 
it rings have come many, many In- 
dian relics. Mr. Robb has hhad these 
carefully authenticated and arranged 
in his North American Indian Mu- 
seum, Too, some of poet Robb’s dram- 
atic interpretations now most in de- 
mand for public recitals are those like 
his Tecumseh, created from the In- 
dian lore of his surroundings, 

This enthusiasm of his, coupled with 
the interests inherent in Abbey Dawn 
Sanctuary itself, has created for Git- 
chi Nagamo an appropriate setting 
difficult to duplicate.

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NEW EXHIBITS AT GLOISTERS 


A selection of the medieval treas- 
ures acquired for The Cloisters dur- 
ing the last year and a half is on view 
throughout the summer in_ the Spe- 
cial Exhibition Room at The Clois- 
ters, uptown branch of The Metro- 
— Museum devoted to medieval 
art. 


An unusually important acquisition, 
a 13th century silver-gilt reliquary 
statuette of Saint Stephen, is also on 
view in the Romanesque Hall, From 
the valley of the Meuse in Belgium, 
where goldsmiths’ work of unsur- 
passed quality was made during the 
12th and 13th Centuries, this gleam- 
ing statuette was catalogued for a 
Bruges exhibition in 1902 as “a pre- 
cious monument of Mosan goidsmith’s 
work.” 


Gems and filigree ornament the bor- 
ders of Saint Stephen’s robes and the 
edges of the plaque against which he 
stands. An engraving of the Saint’s 
martyrdom appears on the reverse 
of the ~— one of the most poign- 
ant and dramatic representations of 
the stoning of Saint Stephen that 
the Middle Ages ever produced. Above 
the scene of the martyrdom is de- 
picted the Saint’s vision, in which his 
crowned spirit is being’ presented to 
Christ by an angel. 


A magnificent Hispano-Flemish al- 
tarpiece of the 15th Century is among 
the finest of the new accessions. The 
gilt frame of this work stands seven 
feet high, enclosing half-life-size fig- 
ures, in nearly three-dimensional re- 
lief, of the Virgin, Saint John and 
the Magdalen mourning the body of 
Christ, and the two mourning Marys 
in high relief. Above the figures is 
a background painting of Jerusalem. 
This painting was discovered in the 
process of cleaning the altarpiece with 
the removal of layers of paint and 
pages of an 18th Century book which 
had been used as patching. 


A rare silver-gilt Italian 15th 'Cen- 
tury reliquary bust was given to his 
church by Poggio Bracciolini, one of 
the brilliant renaissance humanists. 
The names of Poggio and his wife, 
Vaggia, are inscribed on enameled 
silver plaques on the base, where 
there are also four enameled shields 
be the arms of Poggio and his 
wife. 


Also among the precious reliquaries 
is the small, silver and silver-gilt re- 
liquary of Saint Barbara which rep- 
resents the Saint in her tower, fash- 
ioned in minute detail as a Gothic 
cathedral. 


A painted lindenwood statue of a 
saint, perhaps Saint Catherine, wear- 
ing a modish costume, with only a 
book and a crown as her attributes, 
are shown, The graceful figure, made 
in South Germany in the early 16th 
Century, still retains most of the orig+ 
inal paint and the finely drawn pat- 
terns on the Saint’s garments. Anoth- 
er richly colored sculpture is a 15th 


Century relief believed to represent 
Saint Lawrence presenting the poor 
as the true treasures of the, Church, 
with a kneeling figure of Hippolytus, 
the soldier who first imprisoned Saint 
Lawrence and then was converted by 
him to Christianity. An alabaster re- 
lief of the Assumption of the Virgin, 
and an alabaster statuette of an Apos- 
tle are also among The Cloisters’ new 
sculptures. 


Two 15th Century boxes are carved 
with lively subjects, one with an ele- 
phant carrying a castle on his back, 
and a unicorn, both symbols of chas- 
tity, and monster musicians, a fox’s 
tail and a maiden tempting the uni- 
corn, symbols of sin. The other, a 
Swiss box of walnut, is carved with 
a unicorn, acorns and stylized roses, 
intended chiefly as symbols of chaste 
love. A 16th Century Dutch fire bel- 
lows of painted oak and leather is 
carved with the Flight into Egypt 
and the Miracle of the Wheatfield, 
a rarely illustrated subject. 


English silver spoons exhibited show 
the development in form and dec- 
oration from the 14th Century’s ear- 
ly acorn type through examples of 
the 15th ‘Century decorated with busts 
and heads, to the early 16th Century 
Apostle spoons, the handles of which 
are surmounted with minute figures 
of Apostles. 


Ironwork of the 15th Century in- 
cludes ingenious forms for a door 
knocker and a chest lock. The chest 
lock, covered with intricate patterns 
of finely wrought Gothic tracery, con- 
ceals the keyhole beneath a hinged 
latch bearing the coat of arms of 
France. Serving as a door knocker 
is a slender Gothic figure of an Apos- 
tle, mounted on a richly sculptured 
iron base. 


Among the handsome ecclesiastical 
vestments is a velvet cope brocaded 
in gold with an exceptional hood 
bearing a magnificent ‘‘needle paint- 
ing” of the Dormition and the As- 
sumption of the Virgin, embroidered 
in silk and gold threads.

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‘‘The Old Clock on the Stairs” 


During the past several years 
clocks have occasionally been the sub- 
ject of popular songs, several of 
which have continued in favor, These 
cannot help but recall the all too 
few examples of songs and poems of 
the past in which timepieces have 
been featured. Perhaps the most fa- 
mous of these, and one which is 
dear to every American childhood, 
is the poem by Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow entitled “The Old Clock 
On The Stairs.” 

Re-reading the familiar lines, one 
eannot help but wonder’ whether 
such a clock ever existed, and if so, 
what became of it. The fire that rav- 
aged the Wavside Inn at South Sud- 
bul iass.. early this year made the 
headlines throughout the country. 
Many accounts stated that among the 
priceless historic treasures of this old 
hostel, made famous by Longfellow,

was the celebrated clock of the poem. 
It was this statement that embarked 
us on the search for the original 
clock which the poet described. 

The Wayside Inn Staff advised that 
this clock had never been part of 
their furnishings. The search moved 
on to Craigie House at 105 Brattle 
Street in Cambridge, Mass., Long- 
fellow’s former home, Thomas H. de 
Valcourt, the custodian, has provided 
invaluable assistance in tracing the 
clock’s history and made available 
the poet’s manuscripts for study. 

The clock that inspired the poem 
was originally part of the furnish- 
ings of the Gold mansion in Pitts- 
field, Mass.. which had been built in 
1790 by Thomas Gold. The Golds 
were the maternal grandparents of 
Longfellow’s wife and the poet and 
his bride spent part of their honey- 
moon at the Gold residence and it 


was then that Longfellow first saw 
the clock that added to his fame. 

When the Gold mansion was sold 
in 18538 the clock was removed and 
later inherited by Thomas Gold Ap- 
pleton, Mrs. Longfellow’s brother. 
He installed it in his home on Com- 
monwealth Avenue in Boston. 

From Mr, Appleton the clock passed 
to the poet’s son, Ernest W. Long- 
fellow, who moved it to his house in 
Manchester. It has come down through 
the family to the present owner, 
Richard H. Dana, Jr. of New York 
City. He is Longfellow’s great-grand- 
son. 

An examination of Longfellow’s 
private papers reveals several inter- 
esting items in connection with the 
poem, These papers are part of the 
collection of Craigie House and are 


at present deposited on loan at the 
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Houghton Library of Harvard Uni- 
versity. 

The very first reference to the po- 
em “The Old Clock On The Stairs 
appears 1n Longfellow’s Journal in an 
entry made for Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 12, 1845: 

“November 12, 1845: Began a po- 
em en a clock, with the words, ‘‘For- 
ever, never” as the burden, suggested 
by the words of Bridaine, the old 
French missionary, who said of eter- 
nity, ‘C’est une pendule dont !e bal- 
ancier dir et redit sans cesse ces de- 
ux Mots seuiement dans le slience des 
tombeux—Toujours, jamais! Jamais, 
toujours! Et pendant ces effroyables 
revolutions, un  reprouve _s‘ecrie, 
‘Quelle heure est il, et la voix d’un 
autre miserable lui repond, ’L’Eter- 
mite.’ °° 


Almost two weeks later, on Novem- 
ber 24th, the poet stated that he 
“Got my last proof from the print- 
er; so that my second boy and my 
fourth volume of poems “The Belfry 
of Bruges’’ and other Poems come in- 
to the world about the same time.” 


In the next month, on December 
80th, Longfellow added another note 
in ‘his journal: 

“The Belfry is succeeding famous- 
ly well. ‘he poem “lo A Child’ and 
‘The Old Clock On The Stains’, seem 
to be the favorites.”

Many generations of Americans 
remember the familiar lines of the 
poem which they first heard or read 
as children. It is interesting to dis- 
cover that Longfellow had written 
another first stanza which was never 
published. Originally the poem had 
begun with the words: 

“When the sound of footsteps died away 
And noisy children were tired of play, 
Through summer noon-tide still and 
warm 

In pauses of the wintry storm. se 
In the hush that followed the family 
prayers 

We heard the old clock on the stairs 
Forever! never! 

Forever! never!’ 


In the two manuscripts of the po- 
em which exist there are a number of 
changes and juxtapositions of the fa- 
mous lines. Another stanza which the 
poet had originally included and which 
was deleted before publication and 
replaced by the present sixth stanza 
was the following: 


“There in ‘childhood once we played 
There in youth we dreamed and strayed 
There together still we stood 

In manhood and in womanhood, 

And as a miser counts his gold 

The old clock every moment told, 
Forever — never! 

Forever — never!” 


A study of the manuscripts brings 
to light the fact that in both copies 
penned by Longfellow the refrain was 
constantly 

“Forever — never! 
Forever — never!” 


In the published version the phrase 
is reversed when repeated. 


No great purpose is served by this 
review of the story behind the poem, 
but some inkling is gained of the 
poet’s method of work as he wrote 
and rewrote every line to present the 
exact effect he desired in sound and 
meaning. 


And what of the clock itself? “The 
Old Clock On The Stairs” is still in 
existence, and continues to tick on 
as it did for more than a century. 
To be sure, it no longer occupies its 
place halfway up the stairs of an old 
New England mansion. Instead it is 
keeping up with the times in a New 
York City apartment, incessantly re- 
peating its old refrain, “Forever — 
never!” 





Rembrandt belongs to the breed 
of artists which can have no pos- 
terity. His place is with the Mich- 
elangelos, the Shakespears, the 
Beethovens. An artistic Prome- 
theus, he stole the celestial fire, 
and with it put life into what was 
inert, and expressed the immater- 
ial and evasive sides of nature 
in his breathing forms.

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WATCHMAKERS’ 
GUILDS 


From “The Voice of the People”, 
Chicago Tribune 


Waterloo, Ia., May 29—In the news 
columns of my daily Chicago Tribune 
recently I read an interesting descrip- 
tion of the activities of a brother 
horologist (watchmaker) of your city. 
However, I noted with regret that 
the efforts of members of this profes- 
sion to improve the standards of the 
profession in the United States were 
not mentioned. 


As an officer of the Horological As- 
sociation of Iowa I feel that proper 
information would be helpful to your 
writer. In various cities and country 
areas of different states many per- 
sons have associated themselves into 
watchmakers guilds. These guilds 
should not be confused with any type 
of labor union, Membership is about 
equally divided between employees and 
employers. The chief object and sub- 
ject of discussion at these meetings 
is new designs of watches and clocks, 
how best to service, maintain, and re- 
pair them. Members of local guilds 
also maintain membership in state 
associations and also in a national or- 
ganization. 


The most successful effort to raise 
the standards of workmanship has 
been thru the enactment of laws in 
various states setting up licensing 
boards of qualified horologists to ex- 
amine and license watchmakers. The 
prerequisite to application for the re- 
quired license is usually 18 months of 
schooling in recognized horological 
school, of which there are many, fol- 
lowed by an equal period as a regis- 
tered apprentice under the wing of 
a licensed watchmaker. 


Unfortunately the citizens of Illi- 
nois are without this protection 
which is provided for their neighbors 
through the efforts of these organiza- 
tions. This seems odd as more watch 
and clock manufacturers have oper- 


ated in Illinois than in any other 
state.

DRINKING VESSELS 


It was said in the early days of 
America that the great social vice 
was that of tippling, and we might 
claim that this vice has not abated 
in our own day. Then, as now, it was 
thought to do much to promote 
good fellowship and the helping-hand 
policy which was so prevalent in the 
colonies. Then, and often now, no 
business transaction was completed, 
marriage celebrated, or funeral cere- 
mony performed without the lavish 
consumption of liquor. Beer and malt 
liquors had accompanied the Pilgrims 
from England, and their consumption 
afforded practically the only diversion 
indulged in by the early settlers. A 
law against drinking healths proved 
to be impossible of enforcement, and

was repealed by the Massachusetts 
General Court in 1645. Cider presses 
became abundant by 1650 and as- 
tonishing amounts of this truly 
American drink were consumed at 
every meal. 

No drinking vessel was more popu- 
lar in New England in the seven- 
teenth century than the tankard. 
Those often were six to eight and 
one-half inches high, broad at the 
base with straight tapering sides, flat 
top, and S handle reinforced occasion- 
ally by a rib down the side. Later a 
mid-band or bands ‘were added, the 
covers domed with finials added and 
often the lids were engraved with in- 
tricate floral designs. In some sec- 
tions the tankard handles were ela- 
borately decorated while in others 
they were plain with occasional flut- 
ing. The cherub’s head or other masks 
which often were applied to the tip 
were generally skillfully modeled and 
tooled for tankards were produced 
with pride and care by the silver- 
smiths for their patrons. 

Flagons a larger form of the tank- 
ard, and probably used for keeping 
them filled came into use with the 
communion cup and were almost sole- 
ly made for use in churches. These 
generally had a plain barrel and tall 
concave neck rising to a helmet- 
shaped rim; broad splayed foot and S 
handle; the covers with a thumb 
piece or purchase, were flat at first 
and later became more domed with 
tall finials. By the end of the eight- 
eenth century jug or barrel-shaped 
flagons were more popular. 

A drinking vessel ‘which was in 
common use when the first settlers 
set out for the New World was the 
beaker. The emigrants from, Holland 
and Scotland were particularly fond 
of their shape and in their countries 
they had been used primarily for 
communion cups. Beakers however, 
do not seem to have been in common 
use as a domestic utensil. The simpl- 
est form was a plain tumbler-shaped 
cup, hammered out of a flat piece of 
silver, tapering towards the bottom. 
Later a plain molding or splayed foot 
was added, and after that came the 
molded foot with the lower part of 
the cup gadrooned. 

Caudle cups were for a warm drink 
usually consisting of thin gruel mixed 
with wine or ale and sweetened and 
sviced. Many believe they were intro- 
duced into the colonies by John Hull 
when he returned from England in 
1663 as there is little evidence to 
show they ‘were made in the colonies 
before that date. These cups were of 
a somewhat bulbous form with two 
handles and had a short incurved 
neck. There are many plain examples 
but they were generally decorated 
with flat-chased or embossed work. 
At the end of the seventeenth century 
the bulbous shape began to be re- 
placed by the straight-sided type with 
te rounded bottom and slightly flaring 


Another necessary silver article 
were the porringers with their flat 
open-work handles curiously wrought 
in various patterns and often inscrib- 
ed with the initials of husband and 
wife. Some say the porringer was 
used for heating brandy and other 
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liquors but that hardly seems possible 
as the open fires would have damaged 
the shallow bowls and it would have 
been impossible to hold the handle 
after the contents had become hot, 
and it would furthermore be difficult 
to pour from a porringer as the sides 
of the interior of the| body are con- 
cave. The probable use in those early 
days, as now, was for children’s food 
of a soft nature and also as a con- 
venience in time of illness for serv- 
ing broth and soft foods. It is also 
probable that by the beginning of 
the eighteenth century they were 
used in the colonies for sugar bowls. 

The teapots used in the colonies re- 
mind us by their diminutive sizes of 
the early days when tea was sold at a 
price which only allowed of its brew- 
ing and serving in tiny portions. Bo- 
hea tea sold at Boston in 1666 at 60 
cents a pound. Many of these teapots 
made by colonial silversmiths were 

shorter in type than the taller Eng- 

lish lantern-shaped teapots, and were 
- . definitely rounded or pear-shaped 
style. 

The scarcity of early candlesticks 
is possibly explained by the great cost 
of wax candles, a luxury which many 
of the early settlers felt unnecessary. 

The business of a silversmith was 
from the first a profitable one and 
many of the early silversmiths held 
important civic positions, were active 
in the councils of the colonies, and by 
their energies contributed much to 
the upbuilding of the nation.

Collector of Jewelry 
Emerald and Ruby 


At gift giving time the lover, to 
show his devotion to the lady of his 
choice will often choose a jewel for 
her delight. It is probable he will 
wish to present her with a ruby while 
she secretly may prefer an emerald. 
Either one is listed among the so 
designated “four precious stones.” 

From ancient times the ruby has 
been coveted. Burma is known as 
the home of the true ruby and 
the King of Burma used to be called 
“Lord of Rubies” and claimed the 
large rubies found in the Burma 
mines, 

Marco Polo tells us that the King 
of Ceylon had the finest ruby ever 
seen. “It is a span long, as thick as 
a man’s arm, and without a flaw.” 
Kublai-Khan offered the value of a 
city for it, but the king answered 
that he would not part with it if 
all the treasures of the world were 
laid at his feet. Besides being called 
the philosopher’s stone, the ancients 
considered the ruby to be an antidote 
of poison, to preserve persons from 

lague, to repress the ill effects of 
uxuries, and to divert the mind from 
evil thoughts. In Episcopal rings the 
ruby is used in uncut form ag in- 
dicating “glory”. 

Color is not always a true guide 
to value. As a rule the true ruby is 
blood-red, sometimes called “pigeon 
blood”; the spinel ruby is scarlet; 
and the minor variety, the balas ru- 
by, is rose-red. 

Cellini declared the Value of the 
ruby to be eight times that of the 
diamond. Uncut rubies have been 
worn by both savage races and cul- 
tured women with good effect as they 
look wonderfully well on lace and 
light-colored fabrics. A ruby or an 
emerald if larger than ten carats, if 
flawless and of fine color, is so rare 
that it is considered of a higher value 
than the fine diamond of the same 
size. Very rarely a ruby will show 
a six-rayed star; but the cloudy ap- 
pearance makes it less valuable than 
the clear ruby. There is, however, a 
star ruby weighing one hundred car- 
ats, and said to be the largest known 
of its kind, in the American Muse- 
um of Natural History, It is named, 
as most famous stones are, The Edith 
Haggin de Long Star in,honor of the 
lady who presented it to the Mu- 
seum. Many of us do not know that 
rubies are found in this country too;

there are some which come from the 
Cowee Valley, Macon County, North 
Carolina, and are known as the 
“Cowee Creek” rubies. 

During ‘Cleopatra’s time the Eme- 
rald mines of Upper Egypt became 
famous. Since then mines of emeralds 
have been found in South America, 
Mexico (where in Prescott’s Conquest 
of Mexico, we find mention of the 
large brilliant emeralds which the 
Aztecs had carved in charming shapes 
of fishes and flowers), Australia, Si- 
beria, New South Wales, and some 
have been found in the United States. 

Emeralds were familiar in ancient 
times and are mentioned in the Bible, 
in Exodus is one instance, Often the 
stone was sliced and the flat pieces 
were then mounted without any fur- 
ther cutting. The Greeks cut their 
emeralds flat too and delighted in 
using the jewel to ornament the head 
of their walking sticks. Heroditus 
and Plato both mention emeralds and 
in Pliny’s day the emerald was treas- 
ured above the ruby. For the mem- 
bers of the clergy, the emerald, green 
like the verdure of the earth, meant 
tranquility. Rare indeed is the flaw- 
less emerald and its highest stand- 
ard of color is the clear deep green. 
Sometimes there is found a green 
garnet which is mistaken for the 
emerald.

On Costuming 


Some Mid-Nineteenth Century Dolls 


If you want to dress an old doll 
and do not know her exact date— 
and who does unless it has been 
handed down in the family—try to 
match the hairdo with old engrav- 
ings. In that way it is possible to 
approximate the date, for dolls have 
always followed the prevailing fash- 
ion-in hair style as well as costume. 
The writer has spent hours—and it 
was such fun—matching hair styles 
of old dolls with engravings in such 
magazines as Peterson’s and Godey’s, 
and on page 48 are sketches of some 
of her findings. Compare the coif- 
fure of the doll Annabell—see sketch 
—with the lady in the picture named 
“In the Country,” Les Medes Paris- 
iennes copied from the July, 1855. 
issue of Peterson’s Magazine. The 
original is in color and shows a pink 
dress with darker pink figures. The 
cape is white, and the bonnet, held 
in the hand, is white with pink rib-

Hair arrangment on 
some of these old dolls completely 
covered the ear. , 

Miss Godey is modelling one of the 
ever prevalent cloaks of the mid- 
nineteenth century, The Barcelona. 
It is one of the many varieties in 
Godey’s Bound Book for 1854. The 
explanation is as follows: “As satin 
cloaks now usurp a very large place 
which cloths or velvets almost exclu- 
sively occupied, we have chosen one 
for this page. It is made of choco- 
late-colored satin, and appears ex- 
ceedingly simple in construction, be- 
ing a plain sack back, set, with con- 
siderable fullness at the bottom of 
the skirt, upon a cape, the outline of 
which is bordered by an exquisitely 


rich plush galloon, and finished by 
a fringe. A cape twelve inches deep 
at the back, where it is slightly 
pointed, is continued over the sack 
back to the front; it does not meet 
at the neck by about five inches— 
this space being occupied by the 
breast of the cloak. It is carried in 
a straight line to the widest breadth 
of the chest—about ten inches—the 
line of the seam being marked by 
the drop buttons which will be ob- 
served in the plate, which connect 
it with the front portion of the cloak. 
A pelerine thence falls with a straight 
edge, forming a covering for the arm- 
holes. This is fringed as far as to 
the point to which the cape extends. 
The front is perfectly smooth A 
smooth band, five inches wide, occu- 
pies the centre of the front; this is 
covered with the same galloon that 
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trims the pelerine. Altogether, it is 
a most convenient and dressy gar- 
ment.” Notice the off-the-face bon- 
net, which style was “all the rage” 
in the fabulous fifties of the last 
century. 

Miss Peterson, see sketch, gives us 
a side view of her bonnet. Her walk- 
ing outfit is typical of the period. 
She was sketched originally for Peter- 
son’s Magazine September issue, 1855. 

It would take a large volume to 
give even the highlights of costume 
in this rich period of women’s attire. 
We can give here only a glimpse to 
invite further study. Fashion will 
never again be quite the same.

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Pewter and “‘Lead- 
Pewter” Buttons 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Pewter is defined as “an alloy, mainly of tin, with 
varying quantities of lead, bismuth, antimony or cop- 
per.” The proportions of these ingredients vary, result- 
ing in different colors and qualities of pewter. Common 
pewter contains four parts of tin to one of lead. Britan- 
nia metal, a “super-pewter,” contains no lead. “Lead- 
pewter’’* is a name given to buttons which contain a high 
proportion of lead. These tend to be duller than buttons 
made of higher grade pewter, and some of them will 
make a maik, like a pencil mark, on paper. 

In the 16th and 17th centuries, pewter vessels were 
popular for church use in England; but by the 18th 
century, the metal had come into common use, taking 
the place of more valuable substances which it could 
satisfactorily imitate. It is popularly believed that dur- 
ing the American Revolution (and other wars) all kinds 
of pewter implements, because of their high lead con- 
tent, were melted down to make bullets. It is known 
that worn-out household articles were sometimes melted 
down to make buttons. Molds for this were supplied by 
traveling tinkers or were privately owned. 

Nowadays, although still made and used, pewter is 
regarded as an old-fashioned metal, and is generally 
valued more for its antiquity than its intrinsic worth. 

Pewter and Lead-pewter buttons are still very plenti- 
ful and most of them are attractive. Their designs are 
often simple but are almost always good; and while 
many of them have dulled or darkened with the years, 
they have a characteristic charm. They may be _ sub- 
classified by type or approximate content, but I am 
satisfied to simply recognize and appreciate the most 
common varieties, of which the following selection is 
fairly representative: 

No. 1. “Old” pewter button (late 18th or early 19th 
century), flat, one-piece, with design in low relief. Many 
“one-piece” types have shanks of copper wire, soldered 
on; others are cast or molded in one piece, shank and all. 
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Pewter shanks (of “dome” or “bridge” type) were 
often used on buttons of Composition Vegetable Ivory, 


etc, 

No. 2. Flat, one-piece “modern” pewter button, cast 
from an old mold at the Essex Institute, Salem, Mass., 
it hag characteristic heavy shank and mold marks. 

No. 3. Concave, one-piece, with raised design and red 
glass “berry” in center. Worn on a wedding gown, circa 
1865. 

No. 4. Uniform button of the (British) 69th Foot, 
c. 1800 (?) Convex, one-piece with raised design, Let- 
tering on back is indecipherable. Regimental numbers 
first appeared on British uniform buttons in 1767. The 
earlier brass and pewter buttons were solid, one-piece 
for the men, wood or bone-backed for the officers. 

No. 5. Pewter, like steel, was often combined with 
pearl and other substances. This flat button has a pew- 
ter back and escutcheon with pear] disk between. 

No. 6. Flat, one-piece, with raised design. Some pew- 
ter buttons, like the gilt “Golden Ages,” were chased 
or otherwise decorated by hand. 

No. 7. Flat, one-piece, rose-tinted pewter, with cut- 
out background various colors were used for tinting: 
black, rose, red-brown, green, yellow, violet and differ- 
ent tones of blue. 

No. 8. “Hector,” rendered in Lead-pewter with tin 
border and back. Two and three-part buttons are later 
— the one-piece types, and include most pewter “Pic- 
ures.” 

No. 9. One-piece Hole button, slightly convex with 
concave center, raised design, dark background. Pewter 
Hole buttons are not nearly as plentiful as shank types. 

No. 10. Flat, one-piece buttons of this style are found 
in a number of similar designs, usually bi-colored and 
often chased. 

No. 11..A common but attractive Hole button, with 
design in low relief against a black or colored ground. 

No. 12. One-piece Modern pewter button (from Gift 
Shop in Rockport, Mass.) c, 1945. 

No. 13. A beautiful example of Tinted pewter at its 
best: one-piece, convex, with rose-tinted raised design, 
cut-out background. 

No. 14. One-piece Concave, with bright chased de- 
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sign against a black ground: a particularly attractive and 
characteristic variety. 

Pewter and Lead-pewter buttons still provide a hap- 
py hunting ground for the appreciative. Less valuable 
than silver, less durable than brass or steel, they have 
a fascination of their own, due partly to their excellent 
designs, partly to their authenticity. I prefer my pewter 
buttons ‘as is,” dull in some cases, brighter in others. 


* These ‘isrttons are called “Plumbago” by David Johnson, 
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But they all may be polished, if desired. An ordinary 
pencil or ink eraser will brighten dull surfaces, especially 
of ‘‘Lead-pewters.” 

Beauty like pleasure, is where you find it; and both 
beauty and pleasure await the discriminating collector 
of pewter buttons. Although most of their designs are 
floral or conventional, their variety is surprising and 
their charm is individual and unique.

THE LINCOLN SET OF BUTTONS

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Antique Bath Tubs 
and a Biography of the Bath 


The Long Fight for Cleanliness and Convenience from Prehistory to 1956 


You can’t disassociate bathing and 
people —they’ve been doing it now 
for several millenniums. How they’ve 
been doing it ig not only amusing 
and informative, but downright unbe- 
lievable. When humans first started 
to take the plunge, they had to do 
so without benefit of soap. They used 
the nearest source of water — a 
stream, river, or lake — and never 
even dreamed about hot water, 

Religion introduced some of the 
early peoples to baths of a sort. Rites, 
however, demanded a pouring of wa- 
ter over the body but there was no 
thought about removing dirt. The an- 
cient Scythians developed a technique 
of bathing that started somewhere 
around 500 B.C. and eventually led 
to the modern steam bath or “sauna” 
in Finland. On _ special occasions, 
these early tribesmen,scrubbed and 
rinsed their heads and then crawled 
into little tents made of fleece draped 
over improvised wooden tripods. In- 
side were red-hot stones on which 
the bather threw hempseed. Smoke 
resulted and so did the vapor-bath. 

It’s a verity that the role bathing 
plays within a culture reveals that 
culture’s attitude toward relaxation. 
The Greeks and Romans—taking the 
cue from their Egyptian neighbors — 
truly perfected the bath as a social, 
cleansing, beauty, and physical activ- 
ity. They carved a crude form of our 
modern tub from marble; they insti- 
tuted a convenient, close-to-the-sur- 
face type of plumbing and drainage 
systems; they tried their hand at a 
simple form of shower; they learned 
how to annoint and perfume the body. 
But even they still did not possess the 
secret of making a lathering agent 
—let alone such fine soaps as we 
enjoy today. 

The Greeks were fond of a home- 
style tub shaped like a modern bird 
bath. They loved to splash water on 
the body and enjoyed the relaxing 


pleasure of eating and drinking while 
bathing. But Greek bathing never at- 
tained the refinements of Roman bath- 
ing. 

The Roman era of bathing was the 
most progressive, with the exception 
of 20th Century from 1920 to the 
present day. The Roman _ Ther- 
mae (or baths) were monuments to a 
nation that controlled the material 
wealth and culture of the known 
world. Every craftsman perfected his 
trade in helping to make the baths 
the most attractive structures in the 
Roman world. Private baths came 
into prominence at this time and were 
especially fashionable with women, In 
fact, “the ladies thought nothing of 
wallowing in asses’ milk—or even in 
a concoction of ‘20 pounds’ of crushed 
strawberries and two pounds of 
crushed raspberries’ ”—but still “no 
soap!” The man of the household, 
however, preferred the company and 
games of the local bathhouse gang. 
He often did exercises and then sat 
and perspired on the tiers of bench- 
es in the Hot-Room (Caldarium or 
the Steam Room (Sudatorium) at an 
elaborate public bath. Then he 
plunged into warm water under the 
soaring dome of the Temperate Room 
(tepidarium). Finally, he finished his 
lengthy bathing visit in a cold swim- 
ming pool (Natatorium). Curved 
scrapers (strigils) were commonly 
used on the skin to erase dirt, and 
many bathers also used natural spon- 
ges and towels afterwards. 

The Roman business world made 
deals at the bathhouse, the art world 
discussed new theories, the athletic 
world improved their skills in the 
gymnasia, and others listened to the 
soothing music of stringed instru- 
ments. For a few coppers, a bather 
could bask in the services of sev- 
eral bath attendants—or if wealthy 
enough, could bring personal servants. 

Not unlike the portable showers 


which the U. S. Army provided for 
front line soldiers in Korea, the Ro- 
mans built portable baths for their 
legions in the field. The Roman gen- 
erals knew that tired soldierg never 
conquer an enemy. 

Legend claims that the reason Rome 
fell was because the Romans spent 
too much time in their baths—but 
the Arabs, a century later, ignored 
this gossip and copied the Roman 
baths. Another legend claims that the 
valuable books destroyed in the li- 
brary at Alexandria were used as 
fuel to feed fires to heat water used 
in the new Arab baths. Succeeding 
generations of Arabs built beautiful, 
extensive, and comfortable baths and 
people who patronized the baths reg- 
ularly were exempt from paying tax- 
es. The Islamic baths, or “hammams,” 
attained the heights of refinement in 
the 15th ‘Century. They were found 
in the Balkans, Persia, Asia Minor, 
and in Africa from Egypt to Moroc- 
co, Why, as early as the year 1,000 
there were 900 public baths in Cor- 
dova, Spain, 

The barbarian hordes that invaded 
Rome permitted the baths to fall in- 
to ruins. The aqueducts were not 
maintained in working order, so that 
drainage and plumbing systems de- 
cayed during the long period of the 
Dark Ages. Not until the late 1800’s 
did the world once again conceive of 
and achieve a satisfactory system of 
plumbing. 

The Arabs passed their bathing 
know-how on to the Moors during the 
Dark Ages, and soon bathing became 
a “Turkish delight.” Naturally, when 
the Moors conquered other lands, 
baths were constructed for their 
convenience—differing only slightly 
from the Arab “hammams.” Bathing 
was preceded by joint manipulation 
or a form of chiropraction; then the 
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bather lathered with palm fiber, rinsed 
off, and dressed. Thus a feeling of 
well-being followed bathing. 

Thig high culture of the bath was 
too much a symbol of Moorish ways 
to be accepted by some of the con- 
quered peoples. A Queen of the oc- 
cupied Spanish province of Aragon— 
a girl who could have benefited great- 
ly from today’s beauty preparations— 
boasted she had nevey bathed, being 
especially exempt as a privilege due 
to her royal birth and marriage. As 
a Christian country, Spain was in no 
mood to adopt the Islamic cult of 
bodily joy and zest for living. 

However, some of the more fasti- 
dious citizens of the times did try 
to keep up with cleanliness. Most 
medieval bathtubs were privately 
owned—either round or oval shallow 
basing made of wood. Luxury models 
had canopies and curtains—but no 
running or hot water. Instead, a staff 
of servants might form a bucket bri- 
gade to provide tepid water toted 
through the drafty corridors. Accord- 
ing to a text of the day, the duties 
of a 15th Century chamberlain were 
detailed as follows: “If your lord 
wishes to bathe and wash his body 
clean, hang sheets round the roof, 
every one ful] of flowers and sweet 
green herbs, and have five or six 
sponges to sit or lean upon, and see 
that you have one big sponge to sit 
upon, and a sheet over so that he 
may bathe there for a while, and have 
a sponge also for under his feet, if 
there be any to spare, and always 
be careful that the door is shut. 
Have a basin full of hot fresh herbs 
and wash his body with a soft sponge, 
rinse him with fair-warm rose-water, 
and throw it over him; then let 
him go to bed.” 

Of course, anyone who grew bored 
in the 15th Century could step into 
a wooden tub, place a type of bun- 
dling board down the middle, and 
entertain a caller over the bubbles. 
By this time, soap was in at least 
limited use. 

Soap as we know it*was not used 
until the 9th Century. Mention of 
soap or “sapo” is credited to an 
Arabian alchemist, Ibn Hajan Dscha- 
bir, during that century. Export of 
soap from the Orient was considerable, 
but at high prices. Soap boilers became 
craftsmen in France under Charles 
the Great, and their products were 
supplied by edict to royal estates. 
Marseille was the center of this busi-

ness, and it wasn’t until the 14th 
‘Century that Venice captured the 
soap-making crown. 

During this time, vegetable and ani- 
mal oils were used ‘for soap-making 
throughout the so-called civilized 
countries, and there were attempts 
to improve its odor. Symbols (trade 
marks of their time) were carved 
on the surface of the soap—such as 
spheres, sun, half moon, and lilies, 
with ‘the latter symbolizing a really 
lush perfumed soap. 

But soap was still available only 
to those who could pay ithe heavy 
stipend. However, in England soap 
was given freely to a young warrior 
about to be inducted into Knight- 
hood. At least once in his life he was 
given a thorough bath in cold water 
while a knight lectured him on the 
rules and traditions of the Order. 
The tub was linen-lined, a small 
comfort in a chilly castle corridor. 

The evolution of the tub continued 
through the Middle Ages. Many tubs 
were oval rather than circular—not 
for the bather’s comfort, but to ac- 
commodate a companion. Some cities 
wera beginning to take pride in the 
condition of their streets. Florentines 
boasted about the cleanliness of their 
city. London started to install under- 
ground sewers and cesspools, and pro- 
vided public baths. The pestilence 
and plagues of earlier generations 
were starting to abate—cleanliness 
was beginning to serve as a preven- 
tive of disease. 

The 17th and 18th Centuries were 
considered enlightened, but it was 
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Left 
EARLY ROMAN TUB: Circa 4th—Ist Cen- 
tury B. C. According to the best information 
available, this is the oldest known movable 
bathtub in existence. This type and style 
tub was used by the Romans several centuries 
B. C. and A. D. The main border of this tub 
is known as the anthemion motif, based on 
the lotus palmetto; the lower border is a 
variant of this same motif. Incidentally, the 
borders came out of the mists of time— 
the Romans borrowed the design from the 
Greeks and they, in turn, borrowed it from 
the Egyptians. The tub, made of white 
marble, is tilted slightly upward at each 
end, stands on a pedestal base, and has a 
rolled edge around the rim. Its overall 
length is only about 414 feet. Since the tub 
has no drainage system, water had to be 
poured into it and then dipped out by hand. 
The Romans used a scraper to cleanse their 
skin while bathing, oiled their bodies, and 
frequently dined during the bath.

BRIG. GENERAL NATHANIEL WOOD- 
HULL’S COPPER TUB: American, circa 1700- 
1800. This was the personal property of 
Brig, Gen. Nathaniel Woodhull of Revolution- 
ary fame. Made entirely of copper now tar- 
nished, and dulled by time, it is shaped like 
a violin case—wide and rounded at one 
end, tapering to a rounded point at the 
other end. There’s a handle at one end so 
that the tub could be carried or hung on a 
peg. Bathing was difficult because water 
had to be heated and then poured into the 
tub; a small outlet at the rounded wide end 
served as a drain. 
Gen. Woodhull fought in the battle of Long 
Island, was captured at Hollis, and taken 
aboard a prison ship in Gravesend Bay. 
Ordered by the British to say “God Save 
the King,” he is presumed to have replied, 
“God Save Us All.” Born in 1722, died 
September 20, 1776, at Utrecht, buried at 
Mestie Acres, Long !sland.

AMERICAN HAT TUB: Probably circa 1840- 
1850. This American bathtub invention, 
which resembles a lady’s upturned leghorn 
Straw hat, might be described today as a 
flying saucer! It is about the same size as 
a modern galvanized tub, As the bather sat 
on a raised seat set into the rim of the tub, 
water was poured into the “crown” of the 
hat and he merely splashed water and soap 
onto his person. There was a simple drain 
arrangement, and also a hook so the tub 
could be huna on the wall. The underside 
ot the tub w~s painted dark green and the 
inside white. Ladies durina this period crush- 
ed strawberries and added them to the bath 
water as a beauty treatment. 
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FRENCH SETTEE TUB (BAIGNOIRE): Circa 
late 18th Century. This tub, used as a 
chaise or settee, is the first of the double- 
duty or two-way tubs. It is made from wormy 
chestnut, decorated with cane panels; the 
zinc tub itself is artfully concealed by wood 
panels set with cane. A hinged lid covers 
the top and it has a simple chair back with 
leather-covered armrests at cne end. This 
tub was considered to be a most sinful one. 
It is really deep and has no drain so water 
had to bailed out. With lid drawn up over 
the bather like a quilt, it was possible to 
eat, drink, and entertain friends while suas- 
ing. This was also the tirst tub that aia 
not have to be hidden because it could pass 
as a formal piece of furniture.

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the mind that was cultivated rather 
than the body. For all its gilded tubs, 
red rose petal baths, and secretive 
chaise tubs, the palace at Versailles 
was dirtier than the crowded streets 
of medieval France. The stunting of 
the cleanliness instinct was stronger 
at this time than at any other period 
in history. During the Reformation, 
and the Counter Reformation, 
nakedness was regarded as a sin, 
and nakedness and bathing were con- 
sidered to be synonymous. Therefore, 
the art of bathing almost perished 
in a period when the arts and in- 
tellectual pursuits attained great 
heights. Perfume and scents replaced 
soap and water. Sumptuous_ bath- 
rooms were constructed for monarchs 
but never used. A stream for swim- 
ming took care of the need for some 
rudimentary form of cleanliness in 
summer, but nothing at all was done 
about it in winter. The bath was so 
surrounded with prejudices, that it 
wasn’t possible to shake off the ef- 
fects of this influence until recent 
years. According to a legend of the 
period, Charlotte Corday murdered 
Marat, leader of the French terror- 
ists, in his ‘‘sabot” or slipper tub. 
Late in the 18th Century, the more 
familiar form of bathtub appeared. 
The main receptacle was extremely 
shallow, and there was often a high

AMERICAN VIRGINIA STOOL SHOWER: 
American, probably circa 1830-1840. This 
“Rube Goldberg invention” type of shower 
might well have been the invention of the 
ingenious Ben Franklin or Thomas Jefterson. 
The shower is made of walnut with a revolv- 
ing seat fashioned like a piano stool. When 
worked back and forth, a lever on the right 
pumped water up through the hose attached 
at the back of the shower over the bather's 
head or shoulder. At the same time, the 
hand action worked a scrub brush up and 
down the bather’s back. The hose end and 
slim back pole of the shower rest in a pail 
or basin which serves as the source of water 
supply. The shower, about 2% to 4 feet 
high, has a small wooden soap dish attach- 
ed. Ladies of that day. bathing with this 
type shower, might well have used eggs and 
rose water which were made into a paste 
for beautifying the skin. Crude homemade 
vellow soap was the usual cleansing agent 
and the water was probably cold.

EUROPEAN EMPIRE TUB: Probably Italian 
or French, early 19th Century. This ornate 
ivory and gold leaf tub—consisting of a 
zinc basin encased 
signed, 
plaster over wood) shell—approximates the 
size and shape of contemporary tubs. It is 
considerably raised above the floor—about 
1% feet; has a tiny center hole tor drain- 
age; and there is a carved, gilded “keel” 
underneath. Superb 
flowing manes, ornament the front and 
gradually dissolve 
paw feet which support the tub; a cupid 
head adds decor to each end. This style 
tub marked the beginning of the trend to- 
ward the modern bath. It presented the 
beauty of the tub without interference trom 
utilitarian fittings. 
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CLOSET TUB: Probably circa 1880. This 
strictly American two-way bath could told 
up into its own closet or open down to serve 
as a spacious tub. There were several varie- 
ties of this tub between 1870 and 1890, 
ranging from a catalogue version similar to 
this one priced at $11.50 up to a plush tub 
priced at $60.00. This tub, framed in pine, 
is supported by ornate wrought iron legs 
when open. There was no drainage system 
per se except for a small standard drain at 
the end of the tub that allowed water to 
run oft into a flat basin; otherwise, the 
water had to be dipped out. However, this 
Is a tirst attempt at providing “built in” hot 
water for the bath. Completing the bath 
unit are a heater or “geyser,” faucets, and 
a soap dish. The tub, which folded up into 
a telephone booth-like cabinet—a la Mur- 
phy bed because there were tew provisions 
tor bathrooms during its era—was thus cam- 
outlaged as a wardrobe. Ladies wore bath- 
ing outfits in the tub and thev loved to use 
ha sponaes.

But Americang were independent— 
Not only in politics, but in design. 
Bathtubs assumed weird shapes and 
inventive minds, such as Ben Frank- 
lin’s, turned towards improving the 
bathtub. Shoe tubs, hat tubs, strange 
wooden showers that looked like a 
“Rube Goldberg invention,” fancy 
closet tubs, and convertible furniture 
tubs blossomed through the 1800’s. 
The White House took notice of the 
tub in 1851, and then only in the face 
of firm opposition. Tubs bounced on 
the backs of covered 'Conestoga wa- 
gons, hung on the side of frontier 
eabins, crowded Dad out Gf the liv- 
ing room, and generally cluttered up 
the house. No formal bathrooms were 
installed until the late 1800’s, and 
even then plumbing and heating pre- 
sented difficult problems. The closet 
tub represented progress because it 
contained its own heater or “geyser,” 
but convenient and sanitary bathing 
just wasn’t possible without a proper 
drainage system. 


While the Americans who colonized 
the new world were working on bath- 
tub inventions and demonstrating 
that “he who bathes last, bathes best,” 
the Europeans were devising show- 
ers. Some were mere basins perched 
atop a set or poles over a Sitz tub 
fitted with a, pump device. Some were 
intricate tubing affairs that sprayed 
the body from all directions, with 
the entire shower device enclosed in 
a cubicle. Still others, used as equip- 
ment in physician’s offices during the 
1860’s, looked much like modern show- 
ers except that they were used for 
medicinal purposes. It was rare in- 
deeid to find a person who did not suf- 
fer palpitation or show fear while 
being treated with a doctor’s show- 
er. 


When the turn of the century came, 
the tub found a room of its own at 
last. Plumbing and water supplies 
were so improved in the 1900’s that 


running water couid be piped to any 
floor, and thus the enameled tub fi- 
nally became a solid fixture. The claw- 
foot Victorian tub, in whatever hor-- 
rible decorative version, marked the 
beginning of a new Roman bathing 
era—improved with adequate water 
supplies central heating, tiled floors 
and walls, and economy. 

As Americans grew progressively 
more and more bath conscious, the 
mass production of bathtubs soared in 
the United States, which now leads the 
world in the production of bathing and 
cleanliness equipment. Soap, too, be- 
came cheaper with mass production. 
It also became both more efficient 
and more glamorous as the result of 
research, technical progress, and 
modern manufacturing techniques. 
This utility combined with beauty, 
and economy combined with conven- 
ience, represent an important facet 
of our high standard of living. We 
no longer need to go to the water 
supply—it comes to us, and in the 
way we want it. Let’s never go back 
to B. B. (before bathtuhs).

Spotlighted in the Catskill Mountain Region 


Acclaim comes very frequently to 
collectors, and for Mrs. Gertrude 
Speenburgh, author of the newly pub- 
lished book, “The Arts of the Tiffa- 
nys,” acclaim has come that disproves 
the adage, “A prophet is not without 
honor save in his own country, and 
in his own house.” Mrs. Speenburgh 
has recently been spotlighted in the 
Catskill Mountain region where she 
resides by a commendable article in 
the Catskill Mountain News which we 
reprint in part by permission of the 
publisher. :

“After much research and scien- 
tific experimentation, he perfected 
a new process of glass making and 
constructed the first stained window» 
made in America of American-made 
glass. This led to the making of glass 
mosaics such as were never made 
fore like the large mural in the Cur- 
tis Publishing company building in 
Philadelphia and the incomparable 
stage curtain in the Mexico National 
Theatre in Mexico City, as well as 
many ecclesiastical treatments in the 
United States. The many church 
windows throughout the land are 
probably Mr. Louis C. Tiffany’s great- 
est contribution to New World arts 
and crafts. The Good Shepherd win- 
dow in the Dutch Reformed church at 
Roxbury is a Tiffany window. 

“An endless variety of small art 
objects and utilitarian glassware is 
perhaps better known because it came 
within the reach of the people and 
adorned many homes of the plush Vic- 
torian era. Specimens of Favrile glass 
bearing the Tiffany signature now 
are sought and appreciated by collec- 
tors, These arts and crafts, as well 
as the many other accomplishments 
of this versatile artist are described 
in this book and well illustrated with 
photographs of typical examples of 
his work. 

“Intimate glimpses of his social 
and family life recall the lavishness 
of a by-gone day, especially certain 


parties which astounded even the so- 
phisticated city of New York with 
their originality and the artistry and 
opulence of their pageantry. Photo- 
graphs taken inside and out at Laurel- 
ton hall reveal the magnificent way 
of life at Mr. Louis C. Tiffany’s 
exotic and palatial home on the gold 
coast of Long Island. 

“Arts of the Tiffany’s is a chron- 
icle of a fabulous era—the story of 
the father and son, both patrons of 
the fine arts, who made fine crafts- 
manship and the industrial arts im- 
portant phases in ‘tthe progress of 
America.

“Mrs. George Speenburgh, then 
Gertrude Willa Smith, came to 
Fleischmanns to teach in 1910, Three 
years later she married George Speen- 
burgh. She was born on the ‘Eastern 
Shore’ of Maryland at Clifton House, 
a plantation overlooking Chesapeake 
Bay near Princess Anne. She grew 
up in Philadelphia, Pa., and Camden, 
N. J, and summered at Big Indian 
from early childhood. 

“Her secondary education was ac- 
quired in high school at 'Camden, N. 
J., and Margaretville, and at King- 
ston academy. She took special cour- 
ses at Cortland normal and Oneonta 
normal, studied art at New Jersey 
State School of Industrial Arts, Tren- 
‘ton N. J., spent a summer of study at 
Chautauqua Institute under a scholar- 
—_ and finished at Rutgers Univer- 
sity. 

“Since her marriage she has shared 
Mr.Speenburgh’sg interest in almost 
every civic and social activity in 
Fleischmanns and Delaware county. 
During two World Wars both were 
active on the home front, participat- 
ing in Red Cross work and many oth- 
er civilian services. Through the Home 
Service committee they traced miss- 
ing boys and misplaced parents, se- 
cured extra leaves for boys when sick- 
ness or death struck their families 
and reported on AWOLs. During 
World War I Mrs. Speenburgh was 
workroom chairman with supervision 
over garments, surgical dressings and 
first aid courses. Besides other respon- 
sibilities in this war, Mrs. Speen- 
burgh organized and managed a gala 
recital which presented some of the 
best talent in the United States which 
gave the area a real musical treat 
and realized a large sum for the Red 
Cross treasury. In World War II 
she organized and was chairman of 
the Community War Council which 
correlated the war efforts of all the 
organizations in the village, each 
assuming a designated share of the 
work and responsibility. 

“As a member of Belleayre Chap- 
ter, OES, Gertrude Speenburgh filled 
all the chairs including Worthy Ma- 
tron and served as District Deputy 
Grand Matron of the Delaware-Sul- 
livan district. She organized the wom- 
an’s Fortnightly club and served in- 
termittently for a number of years 
as its president. On its 25th anniver- 
sary the club recognized her interest 
in its behalf by placing her name on 
the state honor roll. Her special in- 
terest in club work were “Better Ra- 
dio Programs for Children” and “Stu- 
dent Aid for Deserving Girls.” As 
county commandant in the State Field 
Army to Fight Cancer, she organized 
the first cancer committee in Dela- 
ware county. 
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“Skene Library in Fleischmanns 
has been one of her interests. She 
became president of ‘the board of trus- 
tees in 1915 and except the war years 
when other obligations seemed more 
urgent, she served in that capacity 
until her recent resignation. In con- 
nection with this activity she inter- 
ested the voters of Fleischmanns to 
appropriate funds for improving the 
building and the facilities of the li- 
brary. This she supplemented with a 
gift solicited from Mrs. Andrew ‘Car- 
negie and supervised the job of trans- 
forming the library into a modern in- 
stitution to serve the community more 
adequately than it had heretofore. 
A heating system was installed, the 
interior redecorated and refurnished. 
New equipment included more shelv- 
ing in the stock room and reading 
room, better lighting, and the cata- 
loguing system was completely reor- 
ganized. Paint on the exterior and a 
new roof completed the project. Mrs. 
Speenburgh emphasizes that all this 
was not accomplished without the 
wholehearted cooperation of many in- 
dividuals and committees. 

“The column printed weekly for sev- 
eral years by the Catskill Mountain 
News under the by-line ‘Observations 
—by The Lady with a Notebook’ was 
written by Mrs, Speenburgh. She con- 
tributed a monthly page to the maga- 
zine, ‘Heirlooms’ until the publication 
was discontinued due to shortages 
during World War II. An article, ‘The 
Goblins Will Get You If You Don’t 
Watch Out,’ a plea for better radio 
programs for children, was published 
by the State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs magazine. Various articles have 
appeared in HOBBIES magazine, the 
columns of city newspapers. Book re- 
views and short contributions have 
been used. 

“The book, Arts of the Tiffanys, 
was begun five years ago and has con- 
sumed a lot of spare time in visits, 
interviews, research and correspond- 
ence. It was a most informative and 
interesting project, Many sources were 
explored; much of the information 
has never before appeared in print 
nor has it before been brought to- 
gether in one work. 

“During the time that Mrs. Speen- 
burgh has lived in the Catskills, she 
has assembled a comprehensive col- 
lection of books, folklore, pictures, 
and miscellaneous data on the re- 
gion. Now that the Tiffany book is 
out of the way she hopes to embody 
some of this material in a book on 
the Catskills.”

Federal Food & 
Drug Act 


The Smithsonian Institution and 
the Food and Drug Administration 
jointly announce the opening of a 
new exhibit commemorating the 50th 
anniversary of the passage of the 
original Federal Food and Drug Act. 
This legislation was signed into law 
by President Theodore Roosevelt on 
June 30, 1906. 

The exhibit, located in the Smithso- 
nian’s gallery of medical history was 
opened May 4, at special ceremonies 
at the Institution by Dr. Leonard ‘Car- 
michael, Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institution, Assistaut Secretary Brad- 
shaw Mintner of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare, and Commissioner George P. 
Larrick of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. 

The exhibit highlights the story of 
the 23-year battle carried on by Dr. 
Wiley to secure a Federal law which 
would curb the sale of contaminated 
foods and harmful drugs. Dr. Wiley 
came from Purdue University in 1883 
to be Chief of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. One of his first official acts 
was to assign several chemists to 
study food adulteration. Their work 
was reported in the Bureau’s famous 
“Bulletin 13,” a 1,400 page document 
which was issued in 10 parts. cover- 
ing 15 vears of research. This scien- 
tific indictment was the basis of Wi- 
case for a Federal pure-food 
aw. 

This period was the heydey of the 
“natent medicines.” Typical products, 
shown in the Smithsonian exhibit, 
carried extravagant claims of effec- 
tiveness for every disease known to 
man, Labels gave no hint of the pres- 
ence of dangerous or habit-forming 
ingredients; warnings against exces- 
sive use or misuse were unheard of, 
and ineffective products were labeled 
as sure cures for the most serious 
conditions. 

In 1903 Dr. Wiley opened what be- 
came the world’s most famous “board- 
ing house.” Officially it was known 
as the “hygienic table,” but popularly 
it was described as the “Poison 
Squad.” A group of young men volun- 
teered to eat all their meals at a 
dining room in the Bureau’s Wash- 
ington headquarters where they were 
served food containing measured 
amounts of the chemical preservatives 
then in use. Medical records were kept 
of the reactions and symptoms of the 
“human guinea pigs.” These records, 
with pictures of the “Squad.” and Wi- 
ley’s original balance (used to weigh 
the chemicals), are included in the 
Smithsonian exhibit, along with car- 
toons and magazine articles by cru- 
sading journalists who joined in his 
campaign. 

A second section of the exhibit, ti- 
tled “50 Years of Progress in Food 
and Drug Protection,” includes dis- 
plays showing improvements brought 
about by the Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act of 1988 (the present 
law). Under this law official standards 
were established for food products: 
safety of new drugs must be proved 
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before they are put on sale; medical 
devices and cosmetics are required 
to be safe and to bear truthful labels, 
and warnings against misuse are re- 
quired on drug labels. Packages illus- 
trating these requirements are includ- 
ed in the Smithsonian exhibit. 

A third section of the Smithsonian 
display describes how the Food and 
Drug Administration protects the 
consumer today. It features special 
tools used by food and drug inspec- 
tors for sampling various products, 
including equipment for detecting 
filth-contaminated foods by ultra- 
violet light and portable scales used 
to check the net weight of packaged 
products, 

In the event of atomic attack the 
Food and Drug Administration is re- 
sponsible for determining the safety 
of foods and drugs exposed to danger- 
ous radiation. Packages in the ex- 
hibit show how containers are affect- 
ed by atomic blast and heat, Exam- 
ples-of-flood-damaged foods and drugs 
are also shown. Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration inspectors routinely fol- 
low up in disaster areas to prevent 
salvage of goods which may be dan- 
gerous to health. 

The new exhibit was prepared un- 
der the direction of George Griffen- 
hagen, acting curator of the Smith- 
sonian’s division of medicine, and 
Wallace F. Janssen, assistant to the 
Commissioner, Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration. It is located in the 
Smithsonian’s Arts and _ Industries 
Building, 9th Street and Jefferson 
Drive, SW., and will be open to the 
public for the remainder of the year.

Galena, Illinois, 
Historic Tour 


Mrs. Jule C. Durant daughter of 
the first white child born at Galena, 
Illinois, has her vase collection ready 
for its annual display in a Main 
Street store window for the Tour of 
Historic Homes, September 29 and 
80. The collection includes antique 
Satin, Bohemian, Milk, Bristol, and 
Mercury glass, among other treas- 
ured items. 

The Tour, which ‘was taken last 
year by Governor and Mrs. William 
G. Stratton, is sponsored by the Guild 
of the First Presbyterian Church, 
built, 1838, in continuous service for 
118 years, and a point of visit. The 
Dowling house, 1831, has been restor- 
ed and furnished with authentic 
period furniture. 

Chalatain Acres, built in 18382, 
was the scenic country home of Gen- 
eral Augustus L. Chetlain. Captain 
Sam. Grant’s home while he worked 
in his father’s leather store, before 
he became General U. S. Grant, is 
open for this tour. So is the 1843 
rose brick hilltop mansion of Lucius 
Felt. pioneer merchant in this once 
wealthiest community of Illinois. 

The Rock House of Galena’s first 
mayor, is furnished in primitive an- 
tiques of the 1845 Americana days. 
So is Miners Double Cottage, each 
side of which has three rooms and 
two fireplaces. 

Other visiting points include Gal- 
ena Historical Museum, the Old 
Market House, the Old Stockade, the 
Old City Cemetery, Grant & Perkins 
Leather Store, Grace Episcopal 
Church of 1847, South Presbyterian 
Church, 1848, St. Michael’s Church, 
1842, St. Mary’s Church, 1856, the 
Court House, 1839, Grant’s Leather

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Fourth Century Frescoes Found 


© Marvels of the medieval world 
which some have called “the dark 
ages”, continue to come to light un- 
der the excavator’s pick and shovel 
and the archaeologists tender fingers 
and fine screening, Recently in Rome, 
Italy, a 4th Century catacomb was 
uncovered under the direction of Fath- 
er Antonia Ferrua, a Jesuit, who 
said, “Nothing like this has ever been 
found in early Christian cemetery.” 

_This underground meeting and bu- 
rial place of early Christians is on- 
ly 158 x 89 feet in size but it carries 
many painted frescoes from the Old 
and New Testament and from con- 
temporary life of ancient Rome, one 
of which shows a surgeon perform- 
ing an operation for the instruction 
of students. Another shows Cleopatra 
in a garden of flowers holding the 
asp to her bosom. 

Old Testament scenes show Adam 
and Eve expelled from the Garden, 
the Flood, Lot fleeing from Sodom 
with his daughters while his wife be- 
comes a pillar of salt, the Sacrifice 
of Isaac, Moses, saved from the wa- 
ters of the Nile, Absalom hanging 
from the oak tree, and others. 

Scenes from the New Testament are 
considered especially lovely, In them 
Jesus is shown with his disciples, 
and, according to E. E- Tucker, au- 
thor of children’s books, teacher of 
fiction at Northwestern’s School of 
Journalism, and special writer on the 
Chicago American, the paintings of 
Jesus show him without a beard. He 
is seated between Peter and Paul in

His possessions were scattered in 
the cycle of the years, but the D.A.R.

must have had his portrait painted: 

It is through such circumstances 
as these that fortunes in happiness 
and sometimes even in money are 
made, so if you come up with a 
painting of “a man of commanding 
figure” in your century old attic, you 
may be finding the FitzSimons por- 
trait which the D.A.R. is seeking.

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BOOKS REVIEWED 


Lincoln and The Tools of War by Robert 
Vv. Bruce. Foreword by BenJamin P. 
Thomas. The Bobbs-Merrill Company, 
Inc., Publishers, Indianapolis, New 
York. Copyright 1956. Price $5.00. 


Lincoln and The Tools of War is 
a book about Lincoln’s desperate ef- 
fort to arm the Union army with 
weapons that would win the Civil 
War. It is the story of the inven- 
tion and testing of weapons that 
afterwards became famous names in 
the history of rifles and guns—the 
Colt Company’s revolving rifles, 
Sharps rifles, and Spencer carbines. 
It is the story of the first machine 
gun, called then “the pepper box,” 
and its use in the Shenandoah Valley 
by the Union army where it “was 
brought to bear on a squadron of 
cavalry at 800 yards and it cut them 
to pieces terribly, quickly forcing them 
to fly.” 

It is the story of breech loading 
eannon, of rockets, of a submarine, 
of the iron-surfaced vessels that would 
turn the enemy’s gunfire, the James 
B, Eads, “iron clads,’”’ and Erricson’s. 
It is a story of flame throwers that 
McClelland said were not suited to 
honorable warfare, but which the in- 
ventor called “Greek Fire” as it had 
been used centuries before by the 
Greeks, and he claimed it would 
blanket the ground over a radius of 
150 feet with fire. 


It is the story of everybody trying 
to invent something and sell it to 
the government and get rich from 
it as well as help the Union, It is 
the story of officers trying to get 
“modern” weapons for their soldiers. 
It is a book of Americana told in 
swift dramatic bird’s eye views, epi- 
sode after episode, inventor after in- 
ventor, gun after gun, tried out and 
sometimes ordered, and, it is the 
story of inventors succeeding and 
failing. 


It is the story of a fear-ridden, war- 
frenzied Washington filled with pa- 
triots, with money grabbers, with pol- 
iticians, with the ambitious, with stub- 
born uncooperating department heads. 
And a homespun President whittled 
a piece of wood into a sight which 
he put on a Spencer carbine and 
tried out himself, shooting at a piece 
of Congressional stationery fixed to 
a woodpile in Treasury’ Park, to see 
if the gun wouldn’t “shoot better” 
with a sight, and it did. 


Through the whole pook are inci- 
dents of history, of the President’s 
dry, homespun humor, of the people 
who gathered to watch important pub- 
lic tests of weapons. Here is a touch 
of the way they dressed and looked. 
Here are their reactions to the suc- 
cess and failures of the tests. 


McClelland and Fremontand Grant 
and Jackson and Morgan, who made 
cavalry of his infantry to get it to 
his battlefields, have their moments 
on the pages, and others great and 
near great. But always the great tow- 





ering figure of Lincoln moves through 
the pages, asking for tests, ordering 
tests, suggesting purchases, tag eed 
—s off to test out weapons him- 
self. 


It is a book for gun collectors for 
bits of history of the Sharps, the 
Spencer, and the Colt are here. It is 
a book for Lincolniana fans, for he 
lives and breathes and scatters his 
quips on page after page. It is a book 
that belongs in every library in Amer- 
ica for it is the beginning of mod- 
ern weapons, it is “behind the scenes” 
in Civil War Washington, and, on 
every page, it is “Americana” in the 


making.

The Federal style was in vogue from 
about 1785 to 1820 during the first 
days of the Republic. Work of ‘this 
period wag in excellent taste and rep- 
resented the work of Chippendale, 
Duncan Phyfe, Samuel McIntire and 
others. Motifs in decoration of fur- 
niture, windows and doorways, man- 
tels, etc. revert to those of classical 
Greece and Rome for their inspi- 
ration. The Empire style which was 
in vogue here from about 1820 to 
1850 was influenced by the French 
style and ig noted for its heavier de- 
signs—more massive in feeling than 
the Federal. The numerous line draw- 
ings in the book are excellent and 
there are many photographs also 
which help in identifying these pe- 
riods in American taste.

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Campaign Plates 


In this election year the good peo- 
ple of the United States will once 
more be exhorted by almost every 
means known, to exercise their basic 
right to vote. Let us hope that the 
politicians will once more use the 
Campaign Plate. 

The illustration on the cover of 
this issue shows a few of these plates 
available to collectors in this field. 
While they cannot be said to have 
great beauty, they certainly have as 
much historic appeal ag an early wa- 
ter works. They show, if nothing else, 
the last stand of those men who re- 
belled against the daily routine of 
soap and razor, 

The eight-and-one-fourth inch plate 
(lower left) with a gold band set in 
one-fourth inch from the edge shows a 
campaign likeness of Garfield done in 
black, with his signature under the 
portrait. 

James A. Garfield was born in Ohio, 
graduated from Williams College in 
1856, then studied for the Law. He 
was appointed Lt. Colonel of the 42nd

Ohio Volunteers, and was promoted 
to the grade of Major General for 
gallantry in action at 'Chickamauga. 
After election to Congress in Decem- 
ber 1868, he resigned his commission. 

A Representative until 1880, at 
which time he was elected to the Sen- 
ate, Garfield can safely be classed 
as a Radical Republican. When ‘the 
Republican Convention seemed hope- 
lessly deadlocked, with Grant and 
Blaine each in control of sufficient 
votes to block the other, Garfield was 
nominated. He was inaugurated March 
4th, was shot in Washington, D. C., 
a uly 2nd, and died September 19th, 


This plate hag an almost perfect 
glaze. It is somewhat heavier and 
thicker than the Cleveland and Har- 
rison plates, and carries, on the re- 
verse side, the black transfer mark 
of the New Jersey Pottery Company, 
Trenton, N. J., 1869-1883 (Thorns, 
POTTERY MARKS). The plate 
shows a somewhat younger Garfield

y officer, relaxes in his hobby room 


than the Memorial Plates and may be 
safely catalogued as of 1880. 

The eight-inch (upper right) black 
and white plate shows a very good 
likeness of Winfield S. Hancock, “the 
Superb”. Unfortunately, the plate is 
unmarked, although undoubtedly 
American. The glaze is poor and the 
whole surface is covered with minute 
marks. The entry, “For President,” 
over Hancock’s name, on the face of 
the plate, definitely dates this plate 
as of 1880 vintage. 

Hancock, a graduate of West Point 
and a Regular Army officer, fought 
in the Mexican War and in the War 
between the States. He was in all the 
great eastern battles and was wound- 
ed severai times before Appomattox. 

Entering the war as a Captain, he 
was a Major General of Volunteers 
and a Brigadier General in the Reg- 
ular Army at its close. In August, 
1867, Hancock was assigned to the 
Fifth Military District, comprising 
Louisiana and Texas, and proved his 
outstanding ability in administration. 

Though he lost the election by 
7,000 votes there can be little question 
that he would have made a better 
President than Garfield. A compari- 
son of their military and administra- 
tive records supports my findings, 

However, Garfield was elected, assas- 
sinated, and went on to join the im- 
mortals. The General died February 
9, 1886, so, had he been elected, it 
is possible that James E. English, 
his Vice Presidential candidate, now 
a forgotten man, would have been 
numbered among our Presidents as 
were Johnson, Arthur, and Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

The two eight-inch plates (at left 
of center row) with leaf, vine and 
flower border in black show under- 
glaze pictures of 'Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks. Grover Cleveland was a Dem- 
ocrat and a lawyer from Buffalo, New 
York. Two versions of his Civil War 
record were published during his 
Campaign for the Presidency. Accord- 
ing to the Democratic version, the 
three Cleveland brothers drew lots 
at the start of the war, one to stay 
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home to care for their mother. Ste- 
phen Grover, who later dropped the 
name Stephen, was chosen by lot to 
remain at home. Later, when drafted, 
he hired a substitute to do his fight- 
ing for him. The Republican version 
failed to mention the lottery. 

Gioednal was elected to the Presi- 
dency in 1884 and 1892. He was nom- 
inated for that office in 1888 but was 
defeated by Harrison. 

The second plate of this pair, shows 
a picture of Thomas Andrews Hen- 
dricks of Indiana (1819-1885). He 
was a Democratic Representative in 
Congress from 1851-55, U, S. Senator 
1863-73, Governor of Indiana 1873-77, 
a candidate for the Presidency in 
1872, and a candidate for the Vice 
Presidency in 1876. He was elected 
Vice President in 1884. Hendricks 
might well be styled “The man that 
arrived too late” as, when finally 
elected, he died, November 25th, 1885. 

The inclusion of these two plates in 
a group of Campaign Plates may be 
questioned on the basis that a 'Cam- 
paign Plate would certainly carry the 
name of the candidate. In opposition 
to this, the following reasons support 
a Campaign origin: 

1. The plates were found in New 
York. Cleveland wag a well known 
Governor of that state. 

2. The size of the plates and their 
material make them a very reason- 
able item for sale, if not a give- 
away item. 

8. Hendricks’ picture shows a much 
younger man than do his pictures as 
Vice President—a favorite Campaign 
strategy. 

4. Hendricks lived only a short time 
after the Inauguration. 

5. Date of marks. (See data be- 
low). 

These two plates are somewhat 
lighter than the earlier Campaign 
Plates, are well glazed, and show 
little use. The reverse Side has an 
impressed mark, under glaze, of a dou- 
ble circle with a bar acrosg the cen- 
ter which carries the initials of the 
Company, “B.M.&Co.” Above the 
circle appears the word “Extra,” and 
below, “Quality.” Thorn gives credit 
for this mark to Burroughs & Mount- 
ford, Trenton, N. J., 1879-1882, and 
Kovel gives the same company but 
dates the mark Circa 1880. 

The eight-and-one-fourth inch gold- 
edged white plate (center top row) 
shows a peculiar likeness of James 
G. Blaine, “the Plumed Knight,” who 
was nominated for the Presidency by 
the Republicans, at 'Chicago, in June, 
1884. Blaine was a wealthy man, with 
a summer home at Bar Harbor, and 
a winter residence in Washing‘ton, so 
it is rather amusing to see his col- 
lar button showing, his tie,askew and 
poorly tied, and one side of his collar 
escaping above the tie, The explana- 
tion can only be that this error in 
the sartorial perfection of a past and 
future Secretary of State was staged 
as an appeal to Conkling’s following 
in New York. The appeal failed, as 
Cleveland and Hendricks carried’ the 
Solid South, New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Indiana, receiving 
219 votes in the electoral college to 
Blaine and Logan’s 182. 

Jameg G. Blaine died in Washing- 
ton, D. C. having retired from politics 


when Harrison was defeated by 
Cleveland, 

This plate, like the Hancock plate 
is thoroughly crazed both front and 
back. It is marked on the reverse 
with the impressed mark of the 
World with the words “Warranted” 
across the center, MERCER above, 
and ‘CHINA below the World.* This 
plate, while not made by the same 
company that manufactured the Lo- 
gan plate, is So similar that they can 
both be dated as Campaign Plates of 
1884. (*Thorn authenticates this 
mark as belonging to the Mercer Pot- 
tery Company, Trenton, N. J., estab- 
lished 1868 or 1869). 

The eight-inch gold-edge white plate 
(upper left) displays a large black 
transfer of a gentleman with han- 
dlebar mustaches. Underneath the 
picture, just inside a narrow gold- 
liner band, is the name of the candi- 
date, John A, Logan. 

He was born in Illinois in 1826, 
served in the Mexican War, and, 
while a member of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, fought at Bull Run, al- 
though unattached and unenlisted— 
a Civil War Minute Man. Logan then 
resigned from Congress and rose from 
Colonel to Major General of Volun- 
teers before the close of the War. 

He was Commander of the Grand 
Army of the Republic from 1868 to 
1871, a Representative 1867 to 1871, 
a Senator 1871 to 1877, and again 
from 1879 until his death. Logan was 
nominated in 1884 for the Vice Presi- 
dency, but with Blaine, went down 
in defeat. 

This plate is well glazed. Unlike 
the Blaine plate, it shows no crazing. 
On the reverse side it carries the 
impressed mark of the WILLETTS 
Mfg. Company, Trenton, N. J., es- 
tablished 1879 (Thorn, Porcelain 
Marks). The interlaced “W & Co.” 
with “OPAQUE” above, and “POR- 
'CELAIN” below, is an early mark, 
if not the first mark of this company. 
The plate, without doubt, may be 
placed beside the Blaine ‘plate and 
dated 1884. 

The two eight-and-one-fourth inch 
plates (at right of middle row) show 
the Republican candidates of 1888. 
This pair of Campaign Plates in se 
pia, are severely plain except for the 
whirligigs framing the names of the 
candidates. 

Benjamin Harrison (1833-1901), the 
23rd President, was the grandson of 
William Henry Harrison, the ninth

s of old French Haviland Patterns. 
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President of the United States. He 
was promoted from 2nd Lieutenant to 
Colonel, and was breveted a Briga- 
dier General during the Civil War. 
He was elected to the Senate in 1881 
and declined a position in Garfield’s 
Cabinet. 

A defeated candidate for re-elec- 
tion to the Senate in 1887, he was 
nominated for the Presidency and 
elected in 1888 over Cleveland. Nom- 
inated again in 1892, he was defeated 
by_ Cleveland. 

Levi Parsons Morton (1824-1920) 
was the nominee for Vice President 
in 1888. A native of Vermont, he 
was a successful New York banker, 
U. S. Representative 1879-81, U. S. 
Minister to France 1881-85, and, re- 
versing the usual custom, was Gov- 
ernor of New York in 1895-96, after 
being Vice President. 

_The perfection of Morton’s sarto- 
rial get-up compares rather favorably 
with Blaine’s, to say the least, Har- 
rison’s collar and tie are thoroughly 
covered by the last full beard to grace 
the White House. 

On the reverse side of these plates, 
there is a very lightly impressed 
mark of a globe. Across the equator 
of this globe is the word: “WAR- 
RANTED.” And in two parallel 
lines, above and below, are the words 
“UNION,” and “CHINA.” This mark 
is quite different from the Mercer 
mark, and possibly belongs to the 
Union Pottery Company of East Liv- 
erpool, Ohio. 

_ Since Morton was not renominated 
in 1892, these plates are safely dated 
1887 or 1888. 

The seven-and-one-fourth inch plate 
(middle of bottom row) with a forma- 
lized gold design around the edge, 
has a sepia colored picture of Neb- 
raska’s three-time candidate, William 
Jennings Bryan, “the Boy Orator of 
the Platte.” Lincoln, Nebr., became the 
home of Bryan when he moved there in 
1891. He was born in Illinois in 1860, 
graduated from Illinois College in 
1881, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1883 after studying at Union Col- 
lege in Chicago. 

Nominated for President by the 
Democratic Party in 1896, 1900, and 
1908, he was twice defeated by McKin- 
ley and once by Taft. He was appoint- 
ed a Colonel and authorized to raise 
a regiment in Nebraska during the 
Spanish-American War. He took his 
regiment as far as Florida, but like 
Roosevelt in a later war, was not 
able to get into action. Democratic 
military records were not desirable 
at that time, but his service did in- 
sure his burial with the immortals, 
and so this Nebraskan, William Jen- 
nings Bryan, was buried at Arlington 
National Cemetery, 

The reverse of the Bryan plate 
shows a fleur-de-lis and SEVRES in

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green. Thorn gives the Sevres China 
Company of East Liverpool, Ohio, as 
the owner of this mark, and gives 
the date of establishment as 1900. 
The 1900 date eliminates the 1896 
campaign as a source of this plate. 
This is supported by a comparison of 
Bryan’s likeness with campaign pic- 
tures used in 1896 which show a 
much younger Bryan. 

I was present at Bryan’s home- 
coming after his resignation as Sec- 
retary of State under Wilson.’ Also 
I attended one of his birthday din- 
ners. So I believe this is a 1900 cam- 
paign likeness of Bryan, although it 
is possible that a tg of a young- 
er Bryan might have been used in 
1908. 

The eight-and-three-fourths inch 
plate (at right of lower row) with 
a gold edge, shows a slightly slender- 
ized William Howard Taft. Under his 
picture is “Our Choice 1908.” 

Taft, selected by Theodore Roose- 
velt as his successor, wag elected in

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1908, the first Republican without a 
war record of some kind to be elected 
to the presidency. Nominated again 
in 1912, he was defeated by Woodrow 
Wilson who had the inadvertent as- 
sistance of Theodore Roosevelt, who 
first tried for the Republican nomina- 
tion, and failing, bolted the Party 
with his Bull Moosers. 

This shallow saucer-shaped plate 
shows some crazing, especially about 
and through Taft’s picture which is 
brownish to lavender in color. On 
the reverse, in green and under glaze, 
is a double circle surmounted by a 
crown. Inside the circles is an eagle 
with spread wings, and between the 
two circles are, “CARROLLTON CHI- 
NA,” a 1907 or 1908 item. 


It would be interesting to know 
who started the Campaign Plate idea. 
It seems to me that glass items, such 
as bottles, may have been first in the 
field, although a Jackson plate, if 
a campaign item, may prove that con- 
clusion in error.

Collect Pipes 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


Tobacco’s a musician, 

And in a pipe delighteth; 

It descends in a close, 

Through the organ of the nose, 
With a relish that inviteth.

In 1586 Capt. Lane taught Sir 
Walter Raleigh the art of smoking, 
and in fact English smoking in Gen- 
eral is attributed to him. 


Bulwer speaks of it: A pipe! it is 
a great soother, a pleasant comforter ; 
blue devils fly before its honest 
breath; it ripens the heart; and the 
man who smokes thinks like a sage 
and acts like a Samaratin.” 


King James of England “That wis- 
est fool in Christendom” was a mon- 
arch who lashed the use of tobacco 
(Virginia Weed), with all his feeble 

wers. His Counterblast against 

‘obacco was a famous bvok in its 
day and brought forth replies from 
the various wits in prose and poetry. 
Tobacco, however outlived the wit- 
lings and became one of the neces- 
sities of life. 

Light tongs with a long rivet, re- 
sembling tailors’ shears with a che. wi 
to make them close, were introduce 
for the more readily reaching and 

assing around the piece of hot coal 
or a light. These, no doubt, were 
of polished steel, very bright, the 
end which held the coal filed and 
fashioned like a lady’s hand. 


Chambers’s Journal of Oct. 21 
1882 says, “The snuff-box with all 
its historical and classical associa- 
tions is doomed and collections of 
these articles are even now to be met 
with in the possession of people 
whose particular fancy it is to es- 
tablish private museums of different 
things.” 


Snuff-boxes were favorite gifts to 
ladies. Marie Antoinette’s trousseau 
contained fifty-two gold snuff-boxes. 


Snuff-taking was a habit which 
the two sexes had in common and 
it was hinted that some of the fair 
ladies “smoked not, little fairy Pa- 
quitas, but heavy clay pipes.” 


It was strange how ladies allowed 
it, for it was the custom in society 
for gentlemen to kiss all ladies pres- 
ent. 


In 1651, Hugh Gauntlett in a letter 
to Mr. Dixy Taylor at Bedford 
House in the Strand, London says, 
“I have according to your desire sent 
you a gross of pipes according to 
your pattern. The proce _and the 
box come to 18 s, 6d, which pray 
pay to the bearer that shall deliver 
the pipes. You may send to me 


every Thursday or Friday by the 
wain-men that lie at the King’s Arms 
in Holborn. Thus, with my service 


remembered to you unknown, and my 
service to Mr. Massey, I remain,” 
Your servant io serve you, 
Hugh Gauntlett.

By 1695, they were cheaper yet. 
The most expensive pipes were only 
£1, 16s. od for twelve gross and a 
cheaper kind could be bought for £1, 
4s, od. for twelve gross. 


With tobacco came touchwood for 
lighting pipes, which cost sixpence 
fe panne. and boxed for holding the 
ea 


In 1686 a tortoise-shell box cost 4s, 
and one of the same material in 
1698 cost five shillings. 

_In 1892 the Blackshear Times, car- 
ried an article about a fad sweeping 
South Georgia. Farmers were ex- 
perimenting with tobacco, but not 
until 1918 did the farmers really 
catch “tobacco fever.” 


On August 1, 1918, one of the first 
tobacco sales was held. In 1919 the 
Brantky Co. constructed the first 
warehouse 12 Blackshear, Ga., which 
was completed in time for the market 
on July 17, 1919, under the manage- 
ment of E. L. Morgan Co. Prices 
‘were 75c a pound during the season. 


Tobacco has been grown in Florida 
for more than one-hundred years. In 
1850 that state produced more than 
a million pounds. Indians were grow- 
ing tobacco there when the white 
man arrived, but it was not until 1828 
that the crop amounted to much. In 
that year Gov. Duval introduced 
Cuban variety, which was known as 
“little Duval,” tobacco. 


The first experiment with Cuban 
tobacco as a crop was made in 1830. 


When the War Between the States 
wiped out the tobacco industry, Eur- 
ope had to find another market for 
their smokes.

$150,000 PAINTINGS 
SOLD AS BARGAINS

Two paintings, picked up for $40 
at a country auction two years ago, 
will be reunited today with a pair 
from which they were parted twenty- 
five years ago. ‘The four are now 
estimated to be worth $150,000. 

The foursome, two of which belong 
to Museum of Modern Art and two 
to the Solomon R, Guggenheim Mu- 
seum, will be on exhibition at the 


’ Modern Museum through Amgust 5. 


Brilliant, decorative panels painted 
by Wassily Kandinsky for a New 
York business man in 1914, the set 
initially cost $469.20. The two in 
the Modern Museum were sold in a 
Connecticut auction to two customers 
for $15 and $25. 

It is not known what the museum 
paid, but it was made clear that the 
deal was uncommonly easy on mu- 
seum finances. According to opinion 
in art circles, the pair belonging to 
the Guggenheim was also a “find.” 

Today, the series would ‘interest 
art collectors at about $150,000, Syd- 
ney Janis, New York art dealer, said 
yesterday. 

The authorship of the paintings 
has been clear to both museums, but 
their history has been a mystery, 
only now solved. 

The set was commissioned in 1914 
by Edwin R. Campbell for the foyer 
of his apartment at 635 Park Avenue. 
Kandinsky, who has since been titled 
the “father of the modern abstract 
expressionist movement,” was be- 
ginning to be recognized as an “in- 
vestment” back in 1914, 

Mr. Campbell, one of the founders 
of the Chevrolet Company, put in his 
order to the artist, who lived in Ger- 
many. He gave specifications for 
panels 64 inches high and in widths 
varying from about 31 to 48 inches. 

All four were signed with the ini- 
tial “K” and dated. Mr. Campbell, 
‘who received his panels in 1916, 
moved from the Park Avenue apart- 
ment in 1921, and died in 1929. 

Some years later, a Campbell house 
in Palm ‘Beach, Fla. was sold. At 
the suggestion of a cleaning woman, 
an artist, Murray Hoffman, bought 
two enormous canvases stored there. 
The artist’s wife didn’t like the paint- 
ings and refused to hang them. On 
a trip to New York, Mr. Hoffman 
saw work by Kandinsky and realized 
what he had. He sold the pair to a 
dealer here for $400, and the dealer 
later sold it to the Guggenheim Mu- 
seum.

Life is hard by the yard but by the 
inch it’s a cinch. 

Everything is interesting if we 
take an interest in it. 

He is constantly busy in printing 
these Great Thoughts in a dozen 
different ways to make and keep 
friends as Contact Cards, Enclosures, 
Greeting and post cards, Place Fa- 
vors and Posters of various kinds. 
He is also asked to address Service 
and Book Clubs, Schools and other 
organizations, to show how anyone 
can also enjoy this helpful Hobby 
of giving away the gems and jewels 
of literature, at anytime, anywhere, 
for it makes people happy to have 
some way to help others. 

Hunsinger’s mottos are seen all 
over Flat Rock, Ohio, where he lives. 
There he has a four-room “hobby 
house“ behind his home—there’s a 
sign on it reading “May this be a 
House of Inspiration”—and it’s here 
he does his mottoing. 

Hunsinger’s study of mottos is se- 
rious business. He arranges them ac- 
cording to subject matter. 

He’s made up special sets for 
school teachers and for nurses. And 
there’s a group he calls the “Happy 
Home” mottos, which he believes 
“will make a house a home.” 

But perhaps his greatest artistic 
achievement is the Big Eight. He de- 
cided that there were eight general 
kinds of trouble, and he printed 
cards to counteract them.

A Unique Collection Given 
TO Lightner Museum 


Stanley Malecki, 76, of Pound, Wis., 
decided to “call it quits” on his hob- 
by, probably the only one like it in 
the world created by an individual; 
and the Lightner Museum of Hobbies 
became the beneficiary of a most 
unique collection. 

Mr. Malecki was a collector of ci- 
gar box covers and so far as he has 
been able to learn, he is the only 
person who ever selected that cate- 
gory of collecting. One thousand cov- 
ers were given to the Lightner Mu- 
seum of Hobbies and 1,000 were set 
aside for the Wisconsin Historical So- 
ciety. He has retained 275 for him- 
self. The collection has been exhibited 
quite extensively and received 1st 
prize awards in many national events. 

This collection has several interest- 
ing human interest sidelights asso- 
ciated with it, other than its unique- 
ness. The story began in 1906, when 
Mr. Malecki was married. 

For that occasion he bought seven 
boxes of cigars to give to the wed- 
ding guests. Each box top had, what 
seemed to him, a beautiful picture 
on the inside, so he kept the boxes. 
Aside from the attractive pictures, 
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Stanley Malecki, Pound, Wis., is pictured standing amid the 1,000 cigar box 
covers collection he recently donated to the Lightner Museum of Hobbies. 


they were identified with a happy 
event in his life. 

As often happeng with keepsakes 
the cigar boxes received only casual 
notice for a time. Then a most sigt 
nificant happening caused them to 
again be a center of attention. The 
first baby came to the Maleckis. They 
pondered the question of selecting a 
name for the beautiful infant girl. 
Out came the cigar boxes. 

The brand names on the covers at- 
tracted the new parents. Malecki 
knew nothing about the quality of the 
cigars but somehow their names 
seemed to offer possibilities in the sit- 
uation then under consideration, Af- 
ter careful study of the covers the 
name Ottinia got the mod; and thus 
the Maleckis had done something 
never before employed by parents, 
naming a child after a cigar. Three 
other children followed the first-born 
and the cigar box covers were again 
reviewed in each instance. Following 
the procedure adopted for the first 
infant, the succeeding three were 
named Wanda, Estella and Peter Pan. 
Ironically, the Maleckis have 22 
grandchildren and not one was named 
for a cigar! 

Mr. Malecki turned to collecting in 
earnest in 1947, following the death 
of his wife. He traveled extensively 
seeking covers, endeavoring at the 
same time to learn if there were any 
other people of the same avocation as 
his. His efforts showed his collection 
to be the only one of its kind created 
by an individual. He now feels that 
he has about exhausted the field so 
he has “called it quits” on the cigar 
box covers and has given them to 
museums where they will be perma- 
nently displayed. One entire room 
has been set aside for the covers 
that were donated to the Lightner 
Museum of Hobbies and it has recent- 
ly been opened for public viewing. 
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This 


is but a section of the room that has been devoted to the collection. The old- 
time cigar store Indian was furnished by the Museum as “color.”

There is another unusual aspect to 
Mr. Malecki and his cigar box cov- 
ers collection: for years his interest 
was in a product associated with to- 
bacco . . . and he has been a non- 
smoker all his life! 

Mr. Malecki is sticking to the old 
adage, “once a collector, always a 
collector.” . . . He is now after the 
grandmas’ hatpins of 50 or more 
years ago.

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“Asian Artists in Crystal’ 


The Corning Museum of Glass will 
present “Asian Artists in Crystal” 
this summer as the feature exhibition 
of the Corning Glass Center’s fifth 
anniversary year. 

The exhibition includes 36 crystal 
forms designed and engraved by 
Steuben Glass from drawings by lead- 
ing contemporary artists of the Far 
and Near East. It will be exhib- 
ited by the museum through Septem- 
ber 23. 

The crystal pieces were engraved 
from drawings by artists of 16 Asian 
nations: Nationalist China, Japan, 
Korea, The Philippines, Vietnam, In- 
donesia, Thailand, Burma, India, Cey- 
lon, Pakistan, Iraq, Iran, Syria, Tur- 
key and Egypt. 


Also to be shown will be the ar- ~- 


tists’ drawings, lent by The New 
York Public Library. The drawings 
were commissioned on behalf of Steu- 
ben Glass by Karl Kup, chief of 
the library’s Art and Architecture 
Division, on an extensive trip through. 
out Asia in 1954-55. They were 
later given to The New York Public 
Library by Steuben in appreciation 
of the library’s assistance in the 
project. 

The collection is the result of a 
unique form of cooperation between 
artists of the East and craftsmen of 
the West. Asian artists prepared the 
drawings; American designers cap- 
tured the mood of the drawings in 
crystal forms; and American crafts- 
men interpreted the drawings in en- 
graving ‘the crystal. 

One of Formosa’s most prominent 
painters has done a lively depiction 
of “New Year In Formosa,” en- 
graved on a covered bow! of tradi- 
tional Chinese form. Ran In-ting, the 
artist, was schooled in his native 
land, attended the Tokyo Academy 
of Fine Arts and has traveled ex- 
tensively, acquiring a deep interest 
in Western art. : 

Among the Indian designs is 
“Spring Festival of Krishna and Rad- 
ha” by Rama Maharana, one of the 
most gifted and imaginative artists 
of the chitro-karo caste of traditional 
Hindu painters. His design presents 
one of the favorite themes from Hin- 
du lore in rich and sumptuous de- 
tail. 

“Lions Rampant,” by Parviz Mofidi 
of Iran, is derived from prehistoric 
bronzes of Luristan and possesses the 
timeless, almost abstract quality of 
its prototypes.; Parviz Mofidi, now 
secretary of the Iran-American So- 
ciety, is an artist already worthy of 
the great tradition of his country. 


Another outstanding work in the 
exhibition is “Lovers on Shemm-en- 
Neseem” by Hamed Abdalla of Egypt. 
He describes his principle as similar 
to that of “the Oriental and folk- 
lorist artist.” Adapted in crystal on 
a modern, rectangular form, the de- 
sign indicates the close alliance be- 
tween ancient artistic traditions of 
= _— and the modern art of the 

est. 


Other works in the exhibition are 
equally important. Each expresses in 
the radiant medium of crystal one 
aspect of the great culture flourish- 
ing in the regions of Buddhist, Hin- 
du and Moslem thought, as _ inter- 
preted by a leading contemporary 
Asian artist, 

Each of the crystal pieces is illus- 
trated in an 83-page catalogue which 
will be on sale at the Corning Glass 
Center during the exhibition. The 
catalogue includes biographical data 
on the artists and text by Karl Kup 
and John M. Gates, vice president of 
Steuben Glass. 

Steuben Glass has made two sets 
of the 386 crystal pieces. One set 
will be exhibited under the auspices 
of the United States Information 
Agency in leading museums and na- 


tional institutions of the 16 coun-, 


tries from which the drawings were 
obtained. The first overseas exhibi- 


tion was scheduled to take place in, 


Seoul, Korea, in July. 

“Asian Artists in 'Crystal” has won 
high acclaim at two month-long show- 
ings earlier this year; first at the Na- 
tional Gallery of Art in Washington, 
D. C., where it was viewed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, and later at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York. Attendance at the two exhibi- 
tions totaled more than 65,000. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, who opened the exhibition in 
Washington, stated that “the sym- 
bolic meaning of what we see here 
will have its effect and spread its 
influence throughout the whole 
world.” 

Dag Hammarskjold, in opening the 
exhibition at the Metropolitan, said, 
“As Secretary-General of the United 
Nations, I have recently traveled 
through a great number of Asian 
countries. I have returned with 
strengthened appreciation of the im- 
portance of efforts for which this ex- 
hibition may stand as a symbol; ef- 
forts to work hand in hand, each one 
bringing to the joint task the best 
of his skill and of his spiritual heri- 


tage.” 
The Corning Museum of Glass is a 
non-profit educational institution, 


chartered by the New York Board of 
Regents and housed in the Corning 
Center.

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CORNING ACQUIRES 
McKEARIN COLLECTION 


The most important acquisition in 
the history of The Corning’ Museum 
of Glass at the Corning Glass Cen- 
ter was recently announced by Tho- 
mas S. Buechner, director: Two-hun- 
dred fifty-three masterpieces of Am- 
erican blown glass from the great 
private collection of George S. Mc- 
Kearin, noted glass collector and 
glass historian. 

Mr. McKearin and his daughter, 
Helen, have been closely associated 
with the Corning Museum since its 
conception in 1950. The original col- 
lection of 523 pieces of American 
glass was assembled by Mr. McKearin 
and catalogued by his daughter, who 
was also responsible for originally 
cataloguing the five other divisions 
of the Corning collections. European, 
Near Eastern, Far Eastern, English- 
Irish and South American. 


During the next five years The 
Museum continued to add to its Am- 
erican collection through gifts and 
purchases, ‘often from ‘Mr. McKearin. 
Some of the pieces acquired during 
this: period are of. considerable im- 
portance, such as the pair of “George 
Trisler goblets,” dated 1793, made 
by John Frederick Amelung, the fore- 
most 18th century American glass- 
maker. 

The current acquisition of 253 of 
the greatest pieces remaining ini the 
McKearin collection came about 
through a fortunate combination of 
circumstances. The Corning Museum 
of Glass had decided to develop its 
American collection in order to pro- 
vide the most comprehensive visual 
history possible. 

Mr. McKearin, who wanted to keep 
intact the unique collection recorded 
in “Two Hundred Years of American 
Blown Glass,” offered it to The Mu- 
seum. 

The resulting purchase, plus the 
original collection and interim acqui- 
sitions, comprise a collection far su- 
perior to any now on public exhibi- 
tion. 

The Museum’s American glass col- 
lection now contains 14538 articles, in- 
cluding every McKearin piece illus- 
trated in their recent book. 

The pieces comprising the new ac- 
quisition have been installed as a 
study collection in the library. in close 
proximity to books, catalogues and 
photo reference files, forming in 
combination an unprecedented re- 
search tool in the field of American 
glass. 

Almost all the newly acquired piec- 
es are unique examples of American 
glass blowing between 1750 and 1850 
and are exceptional even for pieces 
in their own rare classifications, such 
as the only pair of Stiegel-type tum- 
blers bearing English inscriptions. 

The Museum’s collection now in- 
cludes the largest group of engraved 
Amelung presentation pieces, among 
which is the “Tobias and the Angel” 
covered flip glass, dated 1788. Other 
outstanding engraved pieces are the 
“Merrimac and Monitor” vase and 
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SUGAR BOWL, covered, late 18th century, believed to have been made in Philagelphia- 
Baltimore area. It is of clear non-lead glass. The bow! is decorated with shallow copper 
wheel engraving of leaf spray on each side. Has 18th C set in cover with wide flanged 
rim. It is exceptionally well-formed and large swan finiol.

To tell the story of American glass 
to as large an audience as possible, 
The Museum has presented special 
exhibitions and _ traveling shows. 
Among these were: “The Story of 
American Historical Flasks”; “Press- 
ed Glass of the-Lacy Period”; and 
“The Story of American Glass”, an 
exhibition which circulated in this 
country ‘and traveled abroad under 
the auspices of the State Department 
and the Smithsonian Traveling Exhi- 
bition Service. 


MASTERPIECES FROM THE 
GEORGE S. McKEARIN 
COLLECTION 


Although the new acquisition in 
the Corning Museum includes all out- 
standing types of early American 
blown glass, the group can be divided 
into three general areas: South Jer- 
sey, Stiegel-type and Midwestern. 

The South Jersey glass includes 
21 lily-pad objects in aquamarine, 
sapphire blue and amber. The most 
impressive among these is a covered 
chicken finial sugar bow] with coins 
in the knop and finial dated 1835 
and 1829, respectively. 

The collection includes all three 
kinds of Stiegel-type glass; copper 
wheel-engraved, enameled and pat- 


tern molded. Among the latter are 
two snuff bottles, one blown in ‘the 
Daisy-Diamond pattern and the oth- 
er in a Daisy-Hexagon pattern. These 
molded patterns have been attrib- 
uted directly to the romantic Baron 
Stiegel. 

The Midwestern section includes a 
variety of shapes such as a sugar 
bowl, salt, goblet and bottle in bril- 
liant orange-amber. 

Among the impressively large num- 
ber of rare blown-three-mold objects 
is a small inkwell embellished with 
three freely shaned chickens. 


THE McKEARINS 


George S. McKearin, Dean of Am- 
erican Glass’ Collectors and the fore- 
most authority on American Glass 
was born in Hoosick Falls, N. Y., 
in 1875 and has lived there all his 
life. Aside from his pre-eminence in 
the world of antique glass, Mr. Mc- 
Kearin is an insurance executive with 
an imposing record in the business 
world. With the enthusiastic assist- 
ance of his daughter Helen, George 
McKearin has made a great contri- 
bution to our knowledge of American 
glass. 


His collecting activities began when 
he moved his family of five children 
into an old Georgian home in Hoosick 
Falls which he furnished with au- 
thentic American pieces. As his 


collection of furniture grew, his in- 
terest and enthusiasm began to focus 
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on glass and he devoted his time 
and energies to the quest of informa- 
tion and objects in this field. One 
of the more important of his early 
acquisitions was a flask collection, 
which he procured from Clifford 
Kaufman. Another early important 
acquisition was a collection of blown 
and blown-molded glass which had 
been assembled by Louie G. Myers. 

Mr. McKearin’s great contribution 
in the field of American Antique 
Glass is the direct result of his own 
insatiable curiosity about the ever 
increasing number of objects he ac- 
quired. His interest was communi- 
cated to his daughter Helen who as- 
sisted him in cataloging and describ- 
ing the collection as it grew and to- 
gether they have been able to re- 
construct the early history of glass- 
making in this country in astounding 
detail. This has been achieved by 
more than twenty years of intensive 
research in newspaper files, munici- 
pal archives and other historical re- 
cords. As a result of the McKearins’ 
work and study, they have come to 
be recognized in this country and 
abroad as authorities on American 
Glass. 

Although George McKearin has 
maintained a shop in Hoosick Falls 
as well as booths at the various 
antique fairs, his daughter Helen’s 
interest is devoted more to the study 
and writing than to the buying and 
selling of Antique Glass. However, 
during her father’s recent illness, she 
and her sister Betty Green are again 
involved in the family’s Antiaue Glass 
business. 

As a consequence of their desire 
to record and make available their 
findings, the McKearins published 
their first book entitled AMERICAN 
GLASS to illustrate and describe as 
many of the known forms and decora- 
tive techniques as possible. The pub- 
lic’s reception of this publication both 
here and abroad has made it one of 
the greatest text books on Ameri- 
can Glass. A few years later the 
McKearins were invited to incorpor- 
ate their latest finding in a hand- 


somely produced History entitled 
“200 Years of American Blown 
Glass.” It is the McKearin pieces 


illustrated in this book which com- 
prise The Corning Museum of Glass 
acquisitions.

Then, as you 
will notice there is furniture of vari- 
ous styles, jewelry, silver, dolls, but- 
tons, Oriental antiques, Early Amer- 
icana and many other items.

When farmers, having a flock of 
sheep, would always have a black 
one. The house wife would always 
mix a little of the black wool with 
the white, which would make gray 
stockings. 
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My mother, Mrs. Julia A. Purnell, 
was born in Snow Hill, Md., in 1843, 
and passed on in 1943 at the age 
of one hundred years, one month 
and twenty-five days. 


When she became an invalid, at the 
age of eighty-five, and was confined 
to her chair, remaining so the remain- 
der of her life, she started doing 
needle-work as a hobby; she made 
more than two-thousand pieces, giv- 
ing many to her friends. 


At ninety-seven she sent her 
needle-work to the Philadelphia Hob- 
by Show, receiving the First Prize, 
also The Grand Award. 


At ninety-eight, she received The 
Citizens Award as being the out- 
standing citizen in the communitv. 


Noted Collector Dies 


As we go to press with this August 
issue, we have a short note from 
Mrs, George S. Cuthbertson of Flint, 
Mich., telling of the death of her 
husband, one of our most faithful 
and devoted readers through the 
years, 


Mr. Cuthbertson died in his sleep 
on June 27 after a long illness. A re- 
tired businessman, he was known far 
and wide for his historical collections. 


Former advertising manager at 
Smith-Bridgman ‘Co., Mr. Cuthbert- 
son was a writer of short stories 
and verse as a young man and had 
by the time he retired in January, 
1946, filled five roomg in--his home 
with historical relics and souvenirs 
accumulated during his lifetime, ac- 
cording to a story in the Flint, Mich. 
Journal. He was an active member of 
the Genesee County Historical and 
Museum Society. 


He had collected since the age of 
ten, making a total of 69 years seek- 
ing out historical material. 


F In 1895 he began writing short sto- 
ries and some verse for the Detroit 
Free Press, American Youth, Michi- 
gan Farmer, and the Ladies World, 
drawing undoubtedly on his collecting 
background for his interest. 

He began his business career in 
Flint in 1901, and became a stock- 
holder, director and secretary of a 
new company that took over in 1906 


His business career included adver- 
tising manager of the O. M. Smith 
Company, and also of the Smith 
Bridgman Co. 


In all of his collecting years, he 
was aided and abetted by Mrs, Cuth- 
bertson, who says: “We enjoyed HOB- 
BIES Magazine together for many 
years, and I hope to continue with it.”

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield has announced two new 
3-cent commemorative stamps for 
early release. 

The new three-cent “Wheatland” 
commemorative will be first placed 
on sale at Lancaster, Pa., on August 
5 


The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimension, arranged hori- 
zontally* in a double outline frame, 
printed by the rotary process, elec- 
tric-eye perforated, and issued in 
sheets of 50. The color of the stamp 
will be announced later. The print- 
ing of 120,000,000 3-cent “Wheat- 
land” stamps has been authorized. 

The central design of the stamp 
was reproduced from a photograph 
of “Wheatland”, the home of James 
Buchanan. The wording “United 
States Postage” and the denomina- 
tion “3¢” are arranged across the 
top of the stamp in one line and 
the descriptive title “Wheatland The 
Home of James Buchanan” is ar- 
ranged in two lines at the bottom. 
All lettering is in modified Architect- 
ural Roman. ‘ 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the 3-cent “Wheat- 
land” stamp may send addressed en- 
velopes to the Postmaster, Lancast- 
er, Pennsylvania, with money order 
remittance to cover the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. An enclosure 
of medium weight should be placed 
in each envelope and the flap either 
turned in or sealed. The outside en- 
velope to the Postmaster should be 
endorsed “First Day Covers.”

The 3-cent commemorative for the 
200th anniversary of Nassau Hall 
will be first placed on sale at Prince- 
ton, N. J., on September 22. 

The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimension, arranged hori- 
zontally with a double outline frame, 
printed by the rotary process, elec- 
tric-eye perforated, and issued in 
sheets of 50. The stamp will be prin- 
ted in black on orange coated paper. 
The printing of 120,000,000 3-cent 
a Hall stamps has been author- 
ized. 


The central design of the stamp, 
which features Nassau Hall, was re- 
produced from a photographic print 
of the Dawkins Engraving of 1764. 
The wording “200th Anniversary of 
Nassau Hall 1756-1956,” in dark face 
Roman, is arranged in two lines 
across the top of the stamp, and “3c 
United States Postage 3c,” in white 
face Roman, appears at the bottom 
of the stamp. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the 3-cent Nassau 
Hall commemorative stamp may send 
addressed envelopes to the Postmas- 
ter, Princeton, N. J., with money 
order remittance to cover the cost 
of ‘the stamps to be affixed. An en- 
closure of medium weight should be 
placed in each envelope and the flap 
either sealed or turned in. The out- 
side envelope to the Postmaster 
should be endorsed “First Day Cov- 
ers.

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield announced on June 20 
that the Post Office Department is 
taking prompt steps to supply 10,000 
first and second-class post offices 
with cancellation dies carrying the 
slogan “Pray for Peace.” 

“This motto ‘Pray for Peace’ epi- 
tomizes the highest aspirations of the 
American people,” Mr. Summerfield 
said. “I believe that by repeating 
this message on millions of letters 
and other mailed matter passing 
through the cancellation machines, 
we will reaffirm our faith in prayer 
to achieve the nation’s most cherished 
hope — everlasting world peace.” 

“Authorization for these special 
‘Pray for Peace’ dies for first and 
second class post offices (those with 
annual receipts of $8,000 or more 
which normally handle about 97 ner 
cent of U.S. mail volume) is given 
in the bill, H.R. 692, signed into 
law today by President Eisenhower.” 


——— 

Something new will be added in 
each of the 37,863 United States 
Post Offices come September 1. Each 
office will be supplied with ball-point 
pens for use on desks in their lob- 
dies. according to Postmaster Genera! 
Summerfield. 

Contracts have been signed, after 
competitive bidding by pen manufac- 
turers, for 500,000 ball-point pens, 
500,000 pen refills, and 300,000 metal 
— for attaching the pens to the 

esks. 


Each pen will write in a continuous 
line at least 8,000 feet, or nearly half 
a mile in length. Each pen is stamp- 
ed, “Property of the Post Office.” 

Costs involve $64,750 or 18 cents 
apiece for the pens; $24,450, or 5 


cents apiece, for the refills, and 
$11,550 or slightly less than 4 cents 
apiece for the chains.

Another cornerstone of Americana 
crumbled when Alben Barkley col- 
lapsed while giving a sample polit- 
ical speech before a group of student 
leaders of tomorrow. Not since the 
death of Will Rogers has the nation 
as a whole so clearly felt the pass- 
ing of another link with the past. 
The lariat and homespun Americana 
of Rogers was cut from the same bolt 
of calico as the polished, logical 
speeches of Barkley. 

Barkley was as modern as next 
year’s social security, and as true to 
the old school of systematic logic as 
Abe Lincoln. A Kentucky collector, in 
discussing Barkley commented, “In 
Kentucky we stand with one foot 
in the fertile valley and the other 
foot on the mountain side for greater 
stability. And we like to keep one foot 
in the past and one foot in the fu- 
ture, to make sure of our direction.” 

The public interest in things of 
Americana is a reminder to all col- 
lectors that we are not dealing with 
strange exotic merchandise, but with 
the history of people.

A pudgy little man with a flexible 
conscience, a synthetic broad smile 
and a fistfull 6f vodka has appar- 
ently made the greatest and most far 
reaching speech of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Winston Churchill’s war time 
speech now takes second place. 

Any caustic remark Harry Truman 
may have made later about “Good 
Old Joe” is a mild slap on the wrist 
compared with the heavy slugging 
knockout blow “Comrade K,” gave to 
the Stalin myth. 

In a twentieth century that has 
been going nuts all over the world 
deifying and glorifying itg leaders of 
the moment it is surprising to have 
the most clear cut exposure of per- 
sonal power come from behind the 
iron curtain, Let us give this chubby 
devil his dues. In the language of the 
street, he “said a mouthful.” He re- 
peated the speech Brutus made in 
Rome nineteen hundred years ago, 
and brought it up to date. But is 
he a modern Brutus, dedicated to re- 
publican government, or merely anoth- 
er grinning Mark Anthony in dis- 
guise? To glorify “Comrade K” be- 
cause he made one great speech would 

be a sad, sad mistake indeed. 


Recently we have happened onto 
far too many speculations as to what 
George Washington, Thomas Jeffer- 
son, John Marshall, Abraham Lin- 
coln, and various other great his- 
torical characters would think or say 
about our present day domestic and 
foreign problems. Our patience was 
growing thin when we happened on 
a speculation on what Leonardo da 
Vinci would probably be doing in 
this modern atomic world, That one 
really tossed the book in the air. 

The great men of history were 
those who could see most clearly the 
basic problems of their own day, 
reduce them to the greatest simplicity 
and explain them most clearly to 
the people of their own day. Few of 
them were concerned with their his- 
torical immortality. Most of them 
were trying hard to simplify the 
basic problems of the day, and state 
them so simply and so clearly that 

eople could understand. Few of them 
impressed the people of their day 
as “brilliant.” What they said and 
did simply added up tc common 
sense. Who among us can safely say 
what a person with simple good com- 
mon sense would see in our prob- 
lems today? ; 

We can try to detect what is com- 
mon sense 1n what we hear and read 
on present problems. We can attempt 
to avoid following the flights of fancy 
of those who brilliantly delude both 
themselves and us with their com- 
plex visions of either danger or 
glory. 

Back to the bitters bottle goes the 
best brains in medical research today, 
searching, ever searching for that ob- 
vious but elusive something that may 
trace down cancer, arthritis or other 
leading public enemies. Drugs! Drugs! 
Drugs! is the war cry today of med- 
ical research. They do not exnvect to 
find the answer in mineral drugs, but 
in the highly complicated organic 
compounds produced by various 
plants, or which may be refined or 
processed from such compounds. 

In the long grey winters with much 
of vitamin C, riboflavin or vitamin D 
a myriad of symptoms arose and ear- 
ly Americana hit the bitters bottle— 
for some relief of the symptoms if 
not a slight chance of correcting the 
cause. Doctor so and so who had had

some luck with Luke and Maggie and 
John with his mixture would get to- 
gether some bottles and cork ’em up. 
Some of these mixtures gradually be- 
came famous in the neighborhood and 
later in a much wider area. They 
relieved many uncomfortable symp- 
toms and made life a bit happier. No 
doubt they actually cured some things. 
Many of them contained portions of 
drugs long respected by medical schol- 
ars, and still respected today. 

Take away the bitters bottles from 
the history of Americana and the 
whole book might have to be re-writ- 
ten, with last chapters quite different 
from what they are.

Paperweights might seem rather 
silly little baubles to the inexperi- 
enced until they come to trace the 
tremendous significance of these 
things in history. In these blobs of 
glass is preserved ‘the beginnings and 
progress of a great industry from 
— well back in B.C. to the present 

ay. 

The term “paperweight” is probably 
largely a sneak appeal to our utili- 
tarian instincts, suitable for keeping 
a highly decorative gem on a Puritan 
parlor table in old New England, 

When some degree of color and 
clarity was achieved in glass in Baby- 
lon and along the Nile these brilliant 
new gems outshone and outpriced all 
other gems on ‘the market. We doubt 
if at that time anyone considered call- 
ing them papyrus weights. They were 
a new artistic creation and received 
as such. From ‘that day on the histo- 
ry of glass is written in collectors’ 
paperweights. The advent, control and 
multiplication of color is written 
there. The principles of etching and 
carving are shown in these collections. 
The principle of overlay develops 
along with incidental pattern and fig- 
ures that date the piece in history. 

Color, transparency, and light re- 
fraction of glass is one of the great 
fundamental changes ‘that has come 
to most of the world in modern times. 
Who can place a value on a brilliant 
piece of glass glinting through the 
long dark winter of early Americana? 
Who can say that the early Indian 
did not drive a sharp bargain when 
he got a whole string of colored beads 
for an ordinary pile of beaver pelts?

Money of Yesteryear 


There have been a great many re- 
gional conventions of coin collectors 
and coin clubs recently and 1 have 
attended quite a few of them. The 
Central States Numismatic Conven- 
tion held the latter part of April in 
Indianapolis, Ind., was a gala affair 
well attended by collectors and deal- 
ers of the Central States area. Many 
important people in the numismatic 
world were there from Chicago, Cleve- 
land, St. Louis, and from many out- 
lying districts. A few came from as 
far away as California, Florida and 
the East. 

By tar the greatest activity was in 
the buying and selling of recent Unit- 
ed States proof sets. One of the en- 
terprising dealers who had a bourse 
(table to do business) at the conven- 
tion secured a black board and listed 
the “buy” and “sell” prices of these 
sets similar to the manner in which 
stock market quotations are given. 
While some thought this was too 
much like speculation, activity cer- 
tainly centered around these sets, and 
they began to rise in price to an 
astourding degree. By the close of 
the convention the “bid” prices were 
as follows: 1986, $325; 19387, $95; 
1938, $50; 1939, $40; 1940, $33.50; 
1941, $25; 1942, $25; 1950, $40; 1951, 
$30; 1952, $21; 1953, $8.50; 1954, 
$5.50; 1955, $4.25; 1956, $2.30. 

One of the outstanding transactions 
was the purchase by one man of three 
1936 proof sets for $1,000. 

The Auction Sale that always is 
held at such conventions was conduc- 
ted by a well-known dealer and was 
very successful for both buyers and 
sellers. The banquet was attended 
by well over 200 and the hotel served 
an excellent fillet mignon dinner. En- 
tertainment consisted of prizes don- 
ated by dealers, an excellent magi- 
cian, and some very entertaining dan- 
cers and musicians. As usual the 
entire convention was a success. 

The following week saw another 
convention conducted by the Metro- 
politan Numismatic Association at 
the Park Sheraton Hotel in New York 
City. The displays there were won- 
derful, with the beautiful coin collec- 
tion of Cardinal Spellman being one 
of the very best. Again the dealers 
had their bourses, and activity in buy- 
ing and selling exceeded all expecta- 
tion. 

The Auction Sale featured one of 
the finest collections of large cents 
known in the country and was an ex- 
cellent success. These rare, beauti- 


ful specimens made new record-high 
prices, for the most part. The chair- 
man had arranged to have the ban-

quet at the Sheraton Astor Hotel. 
The several hundred in attendance 
went there in taxis. As was the case 
in Indianapolis, the food was excel- 
lent and prizes and entertainment the 
best. 

The week of May 12th and 13th 
found the next convention at Albany, 
N. Y., conducted by the Empire State 
Numismatic Association. It started 
with a reception given by the Albany 
Numismatic Society as hosts to the 
Empire State Numismatic Associa- 
tion on Friday night, honoring 
ESNA’s first and retiring President. 
Dr. Kenneth J. Sartoris, well-known 
numismatist. Among those present 
was Mayor Erastus B. Corning of 
Albany. The bourse was well attend- 
ed by dealers and collectors, many of 
whom came from a long way off. 
The convention and banquet were held 
at the Sheraton Ten Eyck Hotel. Mu- 
sic was the entertainment, also prizes 
and awards for the displays. The 
Convention was held during Albany’s 
Tulip Festival and the Tulip Queen 
visited the convention during the ban- 
quet. Mrs. French and I conducted 
the Auction Sale. It was held both 
Saturday and Sunday afternoons. 
Around twenty thousand _ dollars 
worth of rare coins were sold. 

These coin conventions are a great 
boon to the coin world. As they are 
spotted all over the country. they en- 
able collectors from everywhere to 
attend at least one convention, and 
meet the dealers they have been doing 
business with through the mail, and 
vice versa. Any collector is entitled 
to place on display his coin collection. 
Convention committees have avail- 
able excellent cases for this purpose. 
Collectors not displaying are afford- 
ed the opportunity of inspecting many 
fine collections and rare coins thev 
otherwise would not see. All in all 
conventions are a good thing for the 
hobby.

When you take up a hobby one of 
two things can happen. Hither you 
possess a hobby, or your hobby pos- 
sesses you. In one instance you 
derive pleasure from it; in the other 
it becomes more or less a business. 
The collecting of coins, known as nu- 
mismatics can be either. Naturally 
coins being in many instances of ne- 
gotiable value in the amount for 
which they were issued, there is al- 
ways the danger of the hobby possess- 
ing you rather than you possessing 
the hobby. 

If we approach this subject from 
the standpoint of the pleasure to be 
derived, we can place ourselves on a 


magic carpet, whisk back through se- 
veral thousand years, and see a very 
complete record of the activities of 
mankind during that time. The stu- 
dent will find written in coins, his- 
torical data showing the rise and fall 
of ancient empires, stories of con- 
quest, defeat, and victory, and the 
numerous changes in monetary valu- 
es. Coins present to those who look 
for it the most complete record of the 
activities of civilized man, with the 
exception, perhaps, of the architec- 
tural and structural wonders of an- 
cient Greece, Egypt, Rome, and other 
early civilizations. 

Suppose we jump on our carpet 
and start our journey. Our first 
stopping place might well be on the 
Aegina Island. near Athens, in the 
time about 600 to 700 years B.C. 
The rulers of this island were among 
the first to issue silver money. Silver 
was mined on this island and it na- 
turally became the metal for their 
coinage. The work was crude and the 
designs irregular. Their coins car- 
ried, among others, a turtle design. 
Mary of these coins exist today, giv- 
ing us a clue to the history of that 
time. There are records and speci- 
mens of coins from. other ancient 
Greek locations, such as Lydia, Cor- 
inth, Athens, and Syracuse. The 
coins of these cities and states, pro- 
vinces of early Greece, can be regard- 
ed as the start of the use of coins 
and means of exchange made of metal 
in our Western Civilization. 

Again stepping onto our magic ¢ar- 
pet we move through the centuries 
and come to the historically well 
known’ Alexander the Great. His 
coins show us with great detail just 
how he looked. Many of his coins 
are preserved today in perfect condi- 
tion for the student to study. 

Skipping some of the many stops 
we could make, we take ancient Rome 
as our next point of interest. To 
discuss the many beautiful and well 
designed coins of this ancient Em- 
pire is beyond the scope of this paper. 
We do know of Julius Caesar and the 
many Roman emperors, some of whom 
were cruel tyrants while others at- 
tempted ‘to exhibit mercy and kindli- 
ness. These latter usually were very 
short lived since the conquering ten- 
dency of Rome, its emperors and sol- 
diers, was conductive of tyranny rath- 
er than kindness. When the disinteg- 
ration of the Roman Empire began 
many of the subject nations and coun- 
tries started issuing their own coins.

impractical poet and the practical 
scientist; the poetic unreality of a 
hoped for future glamorizing the re- 
ality of a prosaic past. Greek myths 
and the epics of Homer ‘take us back 
to a golden age of man, a _ heroic 
age of brute strength and cunning 
plus some miraculous magie that has 
been lost in the shuffle of time. Some- 
times our passion for Greek histery 
comes to an end and we are a bit 
shocked when we find a Spartan gen- 
eral dining on bread and onions sit- 
ting on the ground beneath a tree. 
Even General Marion, the Swamp 
Fox, and his sweet potatoes is a bet- 
ter told story. It reminds one of the 
hard-tack and bully beef that tock 
some of the fun out of our early at- 
tempts at seeking’ adventure. 

In spite of all the machines anc 
gadgets of the present day, television. 
etc., many of us are bored over the 
standardization of products and the 
regimentation of our lives into a 
standard mould. We have fast trans- 
portation but no where to go, no rea- 
son for going for we would find noth- 
ing there that we can’t find at home. 
We still long for action and adven- 
ture on a Homeric scale. Though 
many of us have taken part in two 
of the greatest wars in history, few 
of us, although often exposed to great 
danger, had the privilege of doing 
battle at close quarters, to test our 


strength and brains against a worthy 
opponent like David against Goliath, 
etc. We killed or were killed from a 
distance by mechanical devices sim- 
ple to use or robot controlled. We 
may be amused by plots in the movies 
or on ‘television but this is not per- 
sonal adventure. It does not stir us 
as the old ballad of Davy Crockett 
which takes us back to the days 
when men were men, ete. Of course, 
the debunkers have come out to prove 
that Davy was over-rated and like 
Kit Carson and Buffalo Bill of the 
old dime novels more fictitious than 
real. Alj the world loves a hero and 
it is very annoying to find some 
smart Aleck prying into the private 
life of a hero and coming up with 
such things as Washington had store 
teeth. 

There is a charm about the old 
legends of Ireland which were per- 
haps nothing more than cattle raids 
on the scale of local range wars 
in recent years in our own Far West. 
The numbers of those participating 
in the old Gaelic battles was exagger- 
ated and even the fleas were given 
personalities to make the battles seem 
bigger and better than anything in 
all the world. The glamor lies in the 
impossible feats performed by heroes 
under the spell of a seemingly now 
lost magic.

a better story increasing the stature 
of the hero. The king who had the 
better bard to sing of his deeds lived 
longest in the memory of his people 
and his history increased with time 
with borrowed deeds of valor invent- 
ed after his death, better than he 
could have dreamed of in all his 
mortal years. 

In present day novels with the 
Freudian touch, based on neuroses 
adults cannot find that appeal that 
lies in fairy tale and myth. We are 
not interested in the conquering of 
ourselves, In fact, it is those ‘things 
that itch and bother us that make 
life interesting and save us from 
boredom. Like soap operas that give a 
woman a chance to ery they may have 
some appeal but for the young at 
heart perhaps science-fiction gives a 
better deal. The spacemen fill a void 
that came when we were ‘too old for 
bedtime stories and when we learned 
that Santa Claus was legendary. 
Many are seeking an escape back to 
the wonderland we were born into 
before we were disillusioned by our 
practical parents. It was better to 
believe that the Queen of Spain had 
no legs than to read that the Queen 
of England was annoyed by a run 
in her stocking. 

Even in the new fantasies of space 
ships and almost immortal heroes of 
the future our admiration is often 
slowed down by the taint of scien- 
tific reality which attempts to explain 
how these things could really be done 
and theories relating to the chemical 
contents of other planets. Back in 
the golden past no one asked how 
many volts there were in a thunder- 
bolt of Zeus. The magical power was 
neither questioned nor analyzed. 

Of course the glamvr of the past 
lies in its age. Antiquity begins at 
sixty years as Scott tells us in “Wav- 
erly”. Then the old man looking back 
at his youth sees that time through 
green or rose colored spectacles. He 
knows his age and so can date the 
greatest age of all time, the age we 
all would like to return to, if for 
nothing else than to start out on a 
different trail. After World War I 
came the glamor of the Civil War, 
the new war had united the nation 
into stronger ties, and the tales and 
myths of the Great Rebellion could 
be told freely if based on some grain 
of historical truth, The spell of the 
past’s magic improves with time but 
personally I get trapped in time in 
the age of the American Revolution. 
This was the height -of the age of 
individual adventure and men dressed 
like kings before the coming of the 
industrial age and the monotony of 
machine operation and the mass pro- 
duction that killed the private crafts- 
man’s chance to achieve distinction 
in his field. History tells us it was 
also a dangerous and unsanitary age 
even for persons of quality. Washing- 
ton suffered from smallpox and died 
of the quinsy which can be prevented 
by modern science. 

Much of what we read is tinged 
by the point of view of the poet or 


writer of chronicles. The dry as dust 
has perished though its facts might 
have been of value to later genera- 
tions. The miracles and marvels mixed 
in with facts caused many a manu- 
script to survive, and to be copied 
and translated. The magic and mys- 
tery, the musical and the good have 
been preserved while the dark and 
the evil have been cast aside or 
burned. Even scandal has come 
through and the better deeds of per- 
sons past have been forgotten because 
of the lack of popular interest. The 
prophets of gloom and the writers 
on the psychology of misery have lit- 
tle chance of survival. Who would take 
Tolstoi with him iff he was suddenly 
forced to pack and sail into space 
as an atomic age Noah? The chances 
are, if he had time, he might take a 
Gideon Bible, a copy of Shakespeare 
in one volume, a copy of Robinson 
Crusoe, Alice in Wonderland, Sher- 
lock Holmes and other odd volumes 
of poetry or fiction lying around and 
perhaps a desk-size dictionary. On 
this the germ of all future history 
and literature would be founded. 
Most of us have traveled further: 
seen or have been affected by world 
disturbing things and seen more plays 
than grandpa ever read books, We, 
too. in most cases have more money 
and more luxuries than he could ever 
have hoped for. We have more leisure 
than he did and if we are literary in- 
clined we have more facilities for 
research. Most of us have had more 
schooling, but I won’t say we are bet- 
ter educated. Some of us waste our 
leisure, we spend so much time being

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entertained that it becomes taken for 
granted that we must see certain 
games, or certain movies or plays and 
our books are selected for us by book 
clubs, etc. We pass up many Oppor- 
tunities that would lead to wealth or 
fame. We are much better off econom- 
ically than grandpa and we are con- 
tent to leave well enough alone. So- 
cial security has removed the horror 
of going over the hill to the poor 
house. 

Our age should produce some volu- 
minous writers. If one has health 
and a yen to write plus a typewriter 
he should be able to surpass the volu- 
minous Prynne, who left ninety vol- 
umes in folio, or any of the multi- 
volumed authors of the past. Qual- 
ity of output is another question, but 
there ig little doubt that a good news- 
paperman has in the course of a long 
career produced more words than 
many of the prodigious writers of the 
past. If such writers kept copies of 
everything they wrote there would be 
a variety of subjects that few writ- 
ers of books would have dreamed of. 

Many of us like Charles Lamb can 
find the bulk of our work in the files 
of our bread and butter employers 
in the form of invoices, books of rec- 
ord and routine correspondence, These 
letters in some cases involved tran- 
sactions that indirectly left a mark 
on history and the economy of the 
time. In fact they were more im- 
portant to society than the _ senti- 
mental love letters of a past beauty 
or the idle gossiping letters of some 
person close to the shadow of a cele- 
brated personage, Prose articles ex- 
plaining some phase of history may 
be found in old forgotten files but 
they will seldom have the news ap- 
peal that is found in a bundle of 
love letters or the rejected poems of 
a poet rediscovered. The real, the 
true, and the practical are pushed 
aside with the curtain of time when 
the antiquarian goes burrowing into 
archives. The serious side of life is 
seldom preserved but the romantic 
lives on forever, perhaps a little 
changed in form, but the basic plot 
is the same as it was hundreds and 
even thousands of years ago. All the 
world seeks greener pastures in the 
past, now, or in the future. Like 
peace it seems a will-o-the-wisp that 
makes life worth living.

Given to Library of 
Congress 


The Library of Congress has re- 
ceived as a gift from the owners the 
John J. and Hanna M. McManus and 
Morris N. and Chesley V. Young col- 
lection of books and manuscripts on 
magic. The transfer of the collection 
to the Library, arranged some months 
ago, was delayed by the death of 
John J. McManus on September 7, 
1955. Mrs. McManus and Dr. and Mrs. 
Young have now completed their orig- 
inal plans in accordance with the late 
Mr. McManus’ wishes. 

This outstanding collection of ap- 
proximately 20,000 items, which has 
for its subject the whole history of 
magic, legerdemain and related fields, 
contains books, manuscripts, prints, 
and organized scrapbooks; it includes 
also exquisite examples of magical ap- 
paratus devised by Johann N. Hofzin- 
zer, 19th century Austrian magician, 
which accompanies the manuscript 
notes describing their construction 
and use. The materials range from 
incunabula (15th century books) to 
modern publications and are especial-

ly rich in descriptions of tricks either 
in manuscript form or mimeographed 
pages. Together with the Houdini 
collection already in the Library, the 
gift will make available in Washing- 
ton one of the most extensive re- 
search collections on magic in a pub- 
lie institution. 

John J. McManus was born in 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., in 1889 and lived 
most of his life in Brooklyn.

A 70-year-old devotee of rummage 
sales in San Diego found that an 
etching he picked up for 35 cents was 
done by Rembrandt and is valued at 
$2,500. This man, John Gallucci, has 
been wonderfully lucky over the years 
and, by coincidence, his best finds 
have all been worth the same amount. 
An antique violin he bought for a 
quarter sold for $2,500, and that was 
what he also got for a painting he 
was given in exchange for helping 
redecorate a woman’s kitchen. The 
painting turned out to be “The Little 
Madonna,” by Da Messini. 

News stories like that invariably 
send one of our colleagues into a 
state of bitter reflection, and we hear 
once more how the late Chicago book- 
seller, Ben Abramson, iried, in about 
1924, to sell him a slight paper 
bound booklet called “Three Stories 
and Ten Poems” by an unknown 
named Hemingway. Our friend was 
then steeping himself in fiction of 
Sinclair Lewis and would have noth- 
ing to do with an upstart. If he had 
invested a couple of dollars in Hem- 
ingway then, his purchase would be 
worth at least $100 today. 

There may be a lot of valuable 
Americana still hidden in attics thru- 
out the country, and we advise those 
who have stacks of old books to take 
a new look at them. It has been 
eight years since a copy of “The Bay 
Psalm Book,” published in Cambridge 
Mass., in 1640, turned up at a book 
auction. When one did, in 1947, it 
brought a price of $151,000. It was 
one of 11 known copies. Poe’s “Tam- 
erlane,” issued in 1827 and also quite 
rare, is valued at about $15,000, and 
William Faulkner’s “The Marble 
Faun,” published as late as 1924, 
generally sells for from $150 to $200 
if in good condition. 

If this sends aspiring literary de- 
tectives among our readers to their 
attics, we wish all good hunting, but 
don’t call us if you think you’ve made 
a find; take it to an expert. We 
wouldn’t know a Gutenberg Bible if 
we found one.

LINKS WITH THE 
PAST

During May, I combined business 
and pleasure and visited London and 
Paris on a search for autographs and 
to meet my colleagues on the other 
side of the Atlantic. I purchased 
some autographs at the famous Eng- 
lish auction house, Sotheby’s; I visited 
bookstores near the Thames and near 
the Seine. I walked and drove through 
London and Paris. And I realized 
afresh what a strong link autographs 
provide with the past. The statues, 
the historic sites, the buildings had a 
very personal meaning for me as I 
had become associated with them in 
my daily life through letters and do- 
cuments of famous people and great 
events. Lord Nelson, though he was 
perched high) on the column at Tra- 
falgar Square, did not seem so remote 
as I visualized him at his desk — On 
Board the Victory at Sea, November 
9, 1804, reading over a document or- 
dering Lt. Lloyd to proceed to Gib- 
raltar with Nelson’s dispatches, and 
signing it boldly: Nelson & Bronte. 
Charles II, even in his most majestic 
poses always seemed to me to be on 
the verge of signing a warrant for 
one of his friends to kill “one fat 
deer” in the royal preserves. All of 
Wellington’s statues seemed less for- 
midable when, I thought of the fas- 
cinating series of his letters which we 
had handled: letters concerned with 
ordering supplies and planning his 
maneuvers during the course of the 
Peninsular campaign. There were 
so many monuments and statues to 
Wellington and his victories that 
everywhere I turned I seemed to en- 
counter the Iron Duke — even at 
Waterloo Station! 

And in Paris all seemed to be Na- 
poleon. You can not look at a map of 
Paris, you can not walk for more than 
a few minutes in Paris without com- 
ing across some reminder that Paris 
is the City of Napoleon. From the Arc

Are de Triomphe de L’Etoile you are 
reminded that it was Napoleon who 
added so much to the beauty of Paris. 
His friends and his victories are a 
living part of Paris today as the 
principal streets are named after his 
victories and boulevards named for 
his marshals encircle the city. Start- 
ing at the Place de la Porte de St. 
Cloud, on the right bank of the Seine, 
is the Boulevard Murat which runs 
into Boulevard Suchet, which in turn 
runs into Boulevard Lannes. Then 
Boulevard Gouvion Saint Cyr, Berth- 
ier, Bessieres, Ney, MacDonald, Seru- 
rier, Mortier, Davout, Soult, Poniato- 
wski, Massena, Kellerman, Jourdan, 
Brune, Lefebvre, and ending at the 
Pont d’ Auteuil with Boulevard Victor. 
Any collector of Napoleon’s marshals 
can readily make his way “around 
the city!” 

In making this circle of the city 
you pass boulevards named for the 
great scientists, statesmen, compos- 
ers, and artists of France, but to me 
it is symbolic that Napoleons mar- 
shals gird the city as though in a 
position of eternal protection. 

One of the sights of the city is 
Napoleon’s Tomb. While the city it- 
self is a monument to Napoleon, it is 
necessary to visit Les Invalides to see 
the monument which contains his 
earthly remains. 

When I visited Les Invalides, I 
wanted to see first the sarcophagus 
itself. I walked into the church, part- 
ly around the balustrade which sur- 
rounds the crypt area, and then down 
the stairway to the lower level. Here 
I was able to look up at the sarco- 
phagus, instead of looking down at

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it. I can not, of course, vouch flor 
the impressiveness of a first view 
from above, but I can say that a 
first view from below the coffin is 
very impressive. I had walked toward 
the center area of the church and 
then, suddenly through the colonnades 
loomed up the mighty sarcophagus of 
red porphyry. Here was Napoleon, 
at his final resting place, surrounded 
by bas-reliefs commemorating his 
contributions to France, surrounded 
by the names of his greatest battles. 

And here he rests according to his 
last wishes. In his will dated April 
15, 1821, at Longwood, Island of St. 
Helena, he mentions first that he 
dies “ . . . in the Apostolical and 
Roman religion, in the bosom of 
which I was born more than fifty 
years ago.” Then secondly he states: 

“It is my wish that my ashes may 
repose on the banks of the Seine, in 
the midst of the French people whom 
I have loved so well.” 

First buried at St. Helena in 1821, 
the body of Napoleon was removed 
with all due honors and ceremony to 
Paris and received in the name of 
France by Louis Philippe. 

While the Second Funeral was held 
in 1840, work on the tomb continued 
for many years thereafter. Recently 
a very interesting report came to my 
desk — a fourteen-page folio account 
for the years 1841-1847, showing the 
amount of money paid to architects, 
carpenters, sculpturers, and painters 
for their work on the Tomb of the 
Emperor Napoleon. The cost of the 
models for the bas-reliefs is noted. 
Funds are dispersed to architects who 
are searching for the porphyry to be 
used for the sarcophagus. Through 
the years 1,930,719 francs were spent 
for the embellishment of the Tomb. 

Although the report is concerned 
with Napoleon about twenty years 
after his death, it is a fascinating 
record of the work which makes his 
tomb one of the sights of Paris. And 
the report furnishes a strong auto- 
graphic link to the past.

Colonel Peter Hawker’s Comments and Laments 


on the State of ' 


Guns and Shooting 


By the time of the 9th edition of 
his “Instructions to Young Sports- 
men,” Colonel Hawker had _ seen 
much change in his lifetime, most 
particularly in those things so dear 
to him .. . shooting and hunting. 
His first edition which had appeared 
in 1814, found him making all his 
shooting records with flintlocks. 

By the time of the 9th edition, 
many people had gone over to the 
percussion gun though a surprisingly 
great many “holderoners” insisted on 
the superiority of the older and more 
tried weapon. In his preface he ex- 
pressed sorrow at the loss of his 
old friend, Joe Manton who had died 
on June 29, 1835, and whom he con- 
sidered the unrivalled genius in mak- 
ing and building of fine firearms. 

Manton’s business had suffered re- 
verses at the last, yet so well was 
he thought of by his workers that 
they rallied about him to make it 
go. But even they, were fast dis- 
appearing. Hawker mentioned the 
passing of his leading man Asell, 
the death of his barrel-borer, John 
Hussey, and the death, in 1843, of 
his lock-finisher Penn. However. the 
superior mechanic once employed by 
Manton, the great Greenfield, was 
doing well with a factory of his own. 

Fullerd’s barrel-manufactory was 
no more, and Hawker cautioned those 
with duck guns made by William 
Fullerd, “treasure them, for there 
will be no more.” William married 
and retired from business. He died 
leaving the business to a_ brother, 
who unfortunately was not so good 
a man. The business folded and 
everything ‘was disposed of. The 
old man, Egg, was long dead, but 
his son, John, was living in the Col- 
onade, Pall Mall. 

Hawker had reached that age 
where change was no longer a desired 
thing. He repeatedly lamented the 
passing of the custom gunmaker and 
the appearance of the fulminating 
lock and firearm. It was responsible, 
he said, for his passing. The de- 


tonating firearm was welcomed by 
the gunmakers and manufectured by 
them, but these made for cheaper 
firearms which could now be factory 
produced and which, horror of hor- 
rors, were being purchased by the 
gentry. 

The detonating lock, even Hawker 
admitted, was more certain of igni- 
tion than the flintlock. Where, for- 
merly, the efficacy of the arm was 
dependent on the auality of the ma- 
nufacture, now any ‘“market-town 
booby” could be certain of his arm 
firing, an act which no longer re- 
quired exverience and nothing more 
than nerve. Thus the qualified ~*un- 
maker was no longer quite so neces- 
sarv, though Hawker listed several 
things for which a man mish* take 
his firearr: there. These were: 

1. To assure himself of the safety 
and soundness of the arm. 

2. To assure himself that the bar- 
rels are correctly put together for 
accurate shooting. 

3. To have the elevation checked 
so that it is raised strictly in pro- 
portion ts *! 4 of the barrel. 

4. To check that the stock is pro- 
perly cast off the eye and fitted 
to the hand and shoulder. 

He said the balance was no longer 
something which needed to be check- 
ed by a gunsmith as “any carpenter 
can, with a centre bit and a supply 
of lead, regulate this to the hun- 
ter’s fancy.” 

Who was the leading gun-maker in 
the year 1846? Well, Hawker 
couldn’t say since the famous Joe 
Manton died, but perhaps his son 
might get some of the honor. Mr. 
Hudson, who was once the elder’s 
partner, was now dead also. Purdey 
‘was still in business, Perhaps he had 
the first business in rank in London. 

Lancaster, who had worked for so 
many others, had now started a busi- 
ness for himself. This step Hawker 
had insisted Lancaster should take 
should the elder Manton, for whom 


he was then working, retire. 

A Mr. Long was now set up in 
business at 8 Old Cavendish Street, 
London, and produced a fine gun for 
the trade. Wilkinson moved to the 
West End, out of the smoke and 
bustle of the city. Nock, Moore, and 
Smith had gone over to the deton- 
ators. 

Westley Richards of Birmingham 
had more business than ever and 
maintained an agent on Bond Street, 
London, to serve customers there, His 
shop could supply a firearm to a 
gentleman on a few hours notice. 

Hawker slipped every so often and 
admitted that a supply of ready-made 
guns might be a good thing some- 
times. He reasoned that when a man 
wanted a firearm on short notice 
he could make his selection there on 
the spot from those at hand, and be 
reasonably satisfied with it. Should 
he have a custom-made piece, it 
would take six months to get it and 
then after that length of time he 
might not be at all satisfied with 
the results. 

Hawker further conceded that the 
detonators, in recent years, had im- 
proved in shooting qualities, this be- 
ing due to their being bored differ- 
ently than the flints. Apparently he 
was referring to some sort of choke 
which, he said, detained the shot in 
the barrel longer, allowing the pow- 
der more time to kindle, but also 
making for more recoil and leading 
in the barrel. 

This latter was corrected to some 
extent with the use of special wads. 
But, he said, while he had been kid- 
napped by the use of detonators, 
these never had shot as well as the 
good old flintlock.

The use of air as a propellant has 
ever been with us, and back in 1861 
G W. B. Gedney of New York 
sought to make another use of it.

It 
had defimte shortcomings, and the 
amount of air pressure to be obtain- 
ed depended both on rubber buibs, 
which then were inferior and on tne 
strength of a man’s hand.

UNIFORM BUTTONS 

“The uniforms worn by the Revolu- 
tionary Marine were very similar in 
style and cut to the army uniforms 
of the period, which in turn followed 
the fashions of the times. The dis- 
tinctive uniform color of the Con- 
tinental Marines was green. The 
green coat was made with turn back 
skirts, faced with white, and was 
well supplied with decorative buttons. 
The officers wore silver buttons with 
anchors on them; the enlisted men 
wore pewter buttons. 

“The state marines wore their own 
distinctive uniforms, or, in many 
cases, no uniform at all. There are 
no existing descriptions of the rank 
devices and insignia ‘worn during the 
period. It may be logically presumed 
that they were the same as prescrib- 
ed for the Continental Army.”

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The Dorset People 


Big, roofless stone houses of the 
mysterious Dorset people were dis- 
covered on desolate Walrus Island in 
the Canadian Arctic last summer by 
Dr. Henry B. Collins, Smithsonian 
archaeologist. . 

These houses, arranged in a settle- 
ment and so well preserved that they 
can hardly be more than several hun- 
dred years old, are probabiy the most 
recent such remains ever found. Pre- 
viously the Dorset people, whose an- 
cestors were the first humans known 
to have spread across Arctic North 
America, were thought to have disap- 
peared nearly a thousand years ago. 

The discovery came almost by ac- 
cident. Walrus is a small granite islet 
scarcely a mile long, and it has never 
been studied by scientists. Dr. Col- 
lins and his party visited it during 
a side trip from their main base on 
Southampton Island, where ‘the expe- 
dition had been excavating the site 
of one of the oldest Dorset settle- 
ments known. . 

The houses found by Dr. Collins 
and his associates on Walrus Island 
were remarkable. structures. They 
were built of massive granite blocks 
and boulders piled in the form of 
walls around deep excavations in the 
frozen soil. These walls were fairly 
well constructed. 

There were houses of one, two, and 
three rooms. The latter were in the 
general shape of a clover leaf. All 
were roofless, Presumably the roofs 
consisted of quickly perishable skins. 

Up to now, according to Dr, Col- 
lins, the Dorset people have been one 
of the greatest puzzles of Arctic an- 
thropology. Little has been known of 
their dwellings or of their manner 
of living. Their harpoon heads, knives, 
and other implements are so differ- 
ent from those of other Eskimos that 
some had thought they might have 
been of Indian ancestry rather than 
Eskimo. “These questions,” says Dr. 
Collins, “have been considerably clari- 
fied by our discoveries on Walrus Is- 
land and nearby Southampton this 
summer.” 


RELICS 


“The significant thing about our 
discovery,” continued Dr. Collins, “is 
that it indicates the Dorset people 
did not mysteriously disappear as has 
been supposed, but that ‘their culture 
persisted until fairly recently. It sug- 
gests that theirs was the dominant, 
basic culture of the central Arctic for 
over a thousand years. It also re- 
moves any doubt of ‘the Dorset people 
being anything but Eskimo. Some of 
their culture traits and presumably 
their blood undoubtedly still persist 
among present-day Eskimos in the 
Canadian Arctic. 

According to Dr. Collins, the out- 
standing characteristic of these Dor- 
set Eskimos was their use of tiny 
tools made of chert, a flintlike stone. 
These are so small that an Eskimo’s 
whole tool kit of knives, scrapers, side 
blades and burins, or gouges, would 
scarcely cover the palm of his hand. 
He found examples of these at both 
sites, but those from Southampton 
represent a much earlier stage of the 
culture, one he is convinced is well 
over 1000 years old, He considers the 
latter examples to be prototypes of 
the implements and weapons he found 
on Walrus Island. 

This discovery and the expedition’s 
work this summer, Dr. ‘Collins says, 
throw new light on the history of hu- 
man occupation of the Arctic. There 
were two distinct migrations out of 
Alaska across the icy wastes of Can- 
ada. Both migrations were of Es- 
kimoid peoples. One is represented by 
the Thule people, whose traits consti- 
tute the most prominent element in 
the culture of present-day Eskimos. 
These Thule people—Dr. Collins him- 
self has traced their North American 
origin across the ‘top of the continent 
to Alaska—used heavy weapons some- 
what crudely designed. The other is 
represented by the Dorset people, 
whose ancestors left Alaska at a 
much earlier time. The path of their 
migration is less satisfactorily known. 

In some ways the cultures of these 
two stone-age peoples were similar, in 
others quite different. Both were sea~ 
mammal hunters—about the only way 
of life open in the desolate Arctic.

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Both built stone houses. But the 
Dorset craftsmanship was character- 
ized by small, nicely designed weap- 
ons made of ivory, bene, and stone. 
They also displayed high artistic abil- 
ity, and with their tiny stone tools 
skilfully carved animal and human 
figures in ivory and bone. In the 
course of centuries the two peoples 
apparently mixed. Ways of life were 
borrowed from each other and ele- 
ments of Thule culture were super- 
imposed on the Dorset, the result 
being the present Eskimo race. 

The expedition, Dr. Collins’ second 
to Southampton Island, was a joint 
enterprise of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, the National Museum of Can- 
ada, and the American Philosophical 
Society. Transportation to and from 
Southampton was provided by the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. To get to 
the actual site the party nad to travel 
by dog sled, at one time journeying 
two days over the sea ice. 

The expedition consisted of Dr. Col- 
lins, representing the Smithsonian’s 
Bureau of American Ethnology, Dr. 
J. N. Emerson, of the University of 
Toronto, William E. Taylor, Jr., of 
the National Museum of Canada, and 
James V. Wright, University of To- 
ronto student in anthropology. In ad- 
dition to their anthropological finds, 
the expedition brought back exten- 
sive collections of plants, insects, and 
fossils.

“Rattlesnakes” 


In Shells 


By OTTO G. JANSSEN 


Few things in the world are less 
deadly-looking than the vase-shaped 
“eone shells” one finds on the beach, 
but some are as deadly as rattle- 
snakes, These are found chiefly in 
tropical areas, particularly the Pa- 
cific, but experts warn that cone 
shells found anywhere should be han- 
dled with caution. 

Take the case of a young man, 27, 
who stopped off at Hayman Island, 
Queensland, for a day of swimming 
and shell collecting while on a cruise 
of the Pacific. Strolling along the 
beach, he spotted a beautiful cone 
shell specimen and picked it up. Sud- 
denly, he felt a stinging sensation 
in the palm of his hand. He began 
to feel numb. 

Ten minutes later, his lips became 
stiff. After 20 minutes, he found it 
difficult ‘to see clearly. In half an hour 
his legs refused to work. In an hour 
he was in a deep coma. Less than 
four hours later he was dead. A 
post mortem revealed no injury to 
his vital organs. The wound in the 
palm of the hand was described as 
“insignificant.” 

The young man had picked up a 
Conus Geographus, one of the six 
cone shells definitely dangerous to 
man. He did not realize that cone 
shells are the homes of animals. The 
shell is part of the body, an outside 
skeleton. When the snail senses dan- 
ger, it attacks. 

The snail’s poison is both a de- 
fense and food getting mechanism.

Cone shells feed chiefly on spiny sea 
worms. Before taking the worm into 
its stomach, the snail paralyses its 
prev so it can’t counter-attack from 
within. 

Marine biologists in Hawaii, where 
considerable research has been done 
on cone shells, sav that no one “has 
the faintest idea of what the poison 
is like.” However, another authority, 
who attended a European woman bit- 
ten on the hand and rendered totally 
helpless within a short time, com- 
pares the venom to curare, the plant- 
poison used by South American In- 
dians on their arrow tips. 

A report by Biologists William J. 
Clench and Yoshio Kondo, the latter 
attached to Honolulu’s Bishop Mu- 
seum, states that although documen- 
ted fatalities from the poison cone 
shell are small, “the number of un- 
recorded deaths . . . may be fairly 
extensive as the origina] ‘bite’ may 
not have been noticed,” due to other 
scratches and wounds caused by 
coral. 

Exactly how the snail ejects the 
poison is not definitely agreed upon.

500 species of cone shells are known to be dangerous, cut the sting from 
these can be fatal. These attractive creatures should ve picked up at the 
large end to avoid the possibility of coming in contact with the snail’s 
poison apparatus. This is a four-inch Striated cone. 


One report by Shirley M. Trefz, of 
the University of Hawaii’s Depart- 
ment of Zoology, states that within 
the animal’s gullet is a bundle of 
poisoned darts which are propelled 
at the victim by powerful muscles. 

Other experts state the poison is 
delivered by teeth in the _ snail’s 
tongue. Among some of the natives, 
there 1s a belief that the poison is 
ejected in a jet. 

The effects of the poison vary. The 
young man on Hayman Island feit 
no pain, only numbness, Others have 
experienced excruciating pain. One 
victim reported he felt as if he had 
phosphorous burning beneath hig 
skin. Others have felt their limbs 
were missing. One doctor reported a 
case in which the victim’s body 
had swelled to a “huge” size before 
death. 

One of the cone sheils, Conus Tex- 
tilus, 1s greatly feared by the na- 
tives who call it “Intrag.” An inves- 
tigator tells of a movie company 
that visited one of the Pacific Is- 
lands and found an octopus, which 
was placed in a pail of water along 
with an Intrag., 

The octopus attacked the Intrag 
with one of its tentacles. About 20 
seconds later, the octopus began to 
thresh about and, apparently to pre- 
vent the spread of the venom, shed 
the afflicted appendage. The octopus 
Was removed to fresh water, but it 
was found dead shortly afterward.

Napoleon on Cards” 


Napoleon is the subject of many 
interesting and colorful cards. Per- 
havs more French cards are devoted 
to him than to any other single sub- 
ject. The Germans also did not ne- 
glect him. Russian, Italian and 
Czechoslovakian cards have also been 
seen. 

Through the ones acquired by this 
collector it is possible to illustrate 
many important events in Napoleon’s 
life. Arranging them in proper se- 
quence a pictorial chronicle can be 
made that does much to bring history 
and the background of the period into 
proper focus. There are many volum- 
es written on Napoleon but no matter 
how profusely illustrated none would 
have as much picture material as a 
good collection of Napoleon cards. 

Nanoleon was born in 1769 at Ajac- 
cio, Corsica. There is“a card with 
his mother’s portrait, Letizia (ND 
engraving). She was widowed at 35, 
had 18 children and died at the age 
of 86. Much of his strength of char- 
acter was derived from her. 

In 1796 he married Josephine, wi- 
dow of Beauharnais (ND Engraving; 
and portraits by Gerard, Electro- 
photo; and Prud’hon, ND). This year 
also saw the beginning of his success- 
ful campaign in Italy. His narrow 
escape and victory at Arcola is shown 
in a painting by Gros (Nomi). Phil- 
lippoteaux in 1797 painted Napoleon 
in the Battle of Rivioli (Neurdin). 

The Egyptian Campaign of 1798, 
which further secured his rise to 
power, is pictured in a painting by 
Checa of Napoleon in Egypt (LPP, 
Prague) and one by Guerin of Gen- 
eral Bonaparte, Commander in Chief, 
Army of Egypt, granting pardon to 
revolutionists of Cairo (LL). 

December 24, 1897 Bonaparte was 
made First Consul. He was painted 
in this position by Isabay (French) 
and Girodet (L.L.). In June 1800 
Delaroche painted him making his 
surprise attack at St. Berhard (B & B 
engraving). 

In May 1804, Napoleon assumed 
the imperial title. Debret painted him

distributing the Cross of the Legion 
of Honor in July (LL). His corona- 
tion took place December 2. He is 
shown 1n coronation robes in a paint- 
ing by Gerard (Stengel 29677). His 
coronation was painted by David 
(Nomi). On December 8, Serangeli 
painted Napoleon receiving at Louv- 
res Deputies of the Army after his 
coronation (LL). Many pictures were 
made of him while emperor. Among 
these are portraits by Delaroche 


(Stengel 29006); Vernet (Stengel 
29182); Ingres (Longui; and Vac- 
quier (Army Museum). He was 


shown ut Fountainbleau in a painting 
by Delaroche (Stengel 29170) and 
with Murat’s famiiy in one by Ducis 
(Stengel 29921 and Luxochromie). 
Roubadi painted him at St. Cloud 
(Art Moderne). ‘There are many 
cards otf Napoleon but with no artist 
given: an engraving of his head 
(GH&K); a _ three-quarter portrait 
(EG); half figure engraving (ND). 
A day of Review under the First Em- 
pire was painted by Bellange (ND). 

During the first Austrian War Na- 
poleon was shown at Austerlitz in 
camp December, 1805 (JH). Both 
Prud-hon (LL) and Gros (ND) paint- 
ed the interview between him and 
Francis of Austria after his dazzling 
victory there. 

There are many illustrations of the 
conquest of Poland and the Prussian 
Campaign. Vernet painted the Battle 
of Jena at which the Prussians were 
soundly defeated October, 1806, (ND). 
The indecisive Battle of Pultusk is 
shown in a painting by Guesse (La- 
pina) and the very decisive victory at 
Friedland was painted by Vernet 
(Stenge! 29903 and ND). Gros paint- 
ed Napoleon in Battle of Eylau (La- 
pina). On June 7, 1807, the Treaty 
of Tilsitt was signed. Napoleon re- 
ceived the Queen of Prussia at Tilsitt 
in July, 1807, and this was painted 
by Gosse (LL). Debret painted him 
there giving Cross of Legion of Honor 
to.a Russian soldier chosen as the 
most brave (Lapina). 

».Bellange painted the Battle at 
Somo Sierra in 1808 (Stengel 29225) 


and later in the Austrian War of 
1809 the Battle of Wagram (Stengel 
29224). Vernet also painted Napol- 
eon at Wagram (Stengel 29211, Luxo- 
chromie, and LL). So his victory in 
this great battle was well illustrated. 

In 1810 Napoleon divorced Jose- 
phine and married Marie Louise, 
daughter of the Emperor of Austria. 
Her looks may be appraised in a 
portrait by lsabay made that year 
(Nomi) and later one by an unknown 
artist (ND engraving). She is also 
seen with Napoleon and their son in 
ASIP ecard, no artist. ‘The son, born 
in 1811, known as the King of Rome, 
was painted by Lawrence (Stengel 
29005) and Gerard (Stengel 29896). 
Rueil painted Napoleon and his son 
at Malmaison (Ossart). An early 
portrait 1s shown on a WD engraving. 
There 1s also a French coiored en- 
graving of Napoleon with his son on 
his lap and inserts of Josephine and 
Marie Louise, which certainty got in 
tne whole famiiv. 

The subject covered wy the most 
cards in my collection is the Russian 
War of 1812 and the retreat from 
Moscow. Many of the cards are 
Russian as no doubt this phase of 
Napoleon’s career was the most popu- 
lar there. Vereshtchagine was the 
most prolific painter of these. He 
made a portrait of Napoleon in win- 
ter uniform which must show him as 
he appeared then (Lapina). The 
confused Battle of Borodino was 
painted by Dejarno (Lapina) and one 
sees it there as Tolstoy described it 
in War and Peace as he did many of 
the following illustrations. The bat- 
tles of Valoutine (Lapina) and Kil- 
astitz (ND) were both done by 
Guesse. Krassovsky picture the af- 
fair of the Cossack Platow which 
occurred near the time of the Boro- 
dino Battle (Lapina). Vereshtchagin 
painted Napoleon at the Kremlin ob- 
serving the burning of Moscow 
(Romler and Jonas), the fire in which 
his hopes of conquering Russia also

went up in smoke, and Napoleon in 
Peter’s Palace (Nomis). He also did 
two pictures of the campaign called 
“Attack” (Lapina) and “Against the 
Incendiaries” (Russian) and one of 
the retreat from Russia (Kilo). Kos- 
sak made a dramatic picture of the

burning of Moscow (Lapina). This 
card was given out in 1912 by Ro- 
manoff Caviar as souvenirs of 1812. 
Prianichaikoff did his version of the 
retreat in a picture called “1812” (La- 
pina). Fisher did one called “Dead 
Battery (Lapina). Verestchagin pain-

ted the “Halt of the Grand Army for 
the Night” (Lapina). Bem painted a 
pitiful picture of a young drummer 
boy with the caption “I am cold, I 
am hungry, and I am far from my 
Fatherland” (Lapina). It will be 
noted that many of these cards are 
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by Lapina and printed in France. 
They must have been made with the 
Russian market particularly in mind, 
however, as all carried captions in 
Russian. 

Yvon did a painting of the retreat 
(LL) and there were many unsigned 
paintings. Russian photo cards show 
two soldiers on the retreat and Na- 
poleon leading the Army in retreat. 

Meissonnier showed Napoleon’s 
complete dejection after the last cam- 
paign in France when he realized it 
would be necessary for him to abdi- 
cate and called it simply “1814” 
(Stengel 29223). He signed his ab- 
dication April 11. A facsimile of it 
is shown on a French card. An un- 
known artist recorded the scene of his 
farewell at Fountainbleau§ (French 
card). Sentimental pictures were 
made of his farewell to his family. 
Among these is an engraving show- 
ing Marie Louise crying and Napol- 
eon embracing his son (French). 

The defense of Paris and the Bar- 
rier of Clichy is shown on a Turner 
card. 

Waterloo inspired many cards. One 
shows portraits of both Napoleon and 
Wellington (EG). There are also 
engravings of Wellington (EH&K, 
EG, and Nels cards). One card shows 
the hurried departure from the Ball 
in Brussels by the British Officers the 
night of June 16, 1815, before the 
battle (Trenkler). Next morning 
Wellington is seen at Waterloo (EG). 
“It is the Emperor” is the title of a 
card of Navoleon appearing before a 
soldier during the battle (Trenkler). 
Another Trenkler card shows troops 
attacking. There is a lovely hand 
printed lithograph of the battle on 
a privately printed card. Both De- 
saux and Drenkier made sets of the 
battlefield. ' Each card bears a des- 
cription of the action that took place 
in location shown. A painting of the 
Song of the Cuirassier’s Swan at Wa- 
terloo was done by Gyaccimanni 
(Milan). 

Orchardson painted Napoleon on 
board the Bellephron, the British 
ship, which carried him to his exile 
at St. Helena. A striking portrait 
of Napoleon on the Island is on an 
Oilette 2856, Napoleon Series II. Rex 
painted him there (Plicta, Prague). 
He was painted on his deathbed char- 
ging General Bertrand to give his 
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sword to his son (JH). Farre paint- 
ed him dying May 5, 1821, in a 
picture entitled “The Last Vision” 
(Salon de Paris) showing some of the 
memories he may have had then. To 
show that postcards can follow a 
career even after death, the following 
two are described. One is a painting 
by Wiertz of Napoleon in Hell (Thill, 
Belgium) and one by Vernet showing 
him walking out of his grave called 
“Immortality.” 

In a scene existing in some un- 
known artist’s imagination Napoleon’s 
son is shown praying to God for his 
father and for France (JH). Napol- 
eon never saw his son again after 
their separation when he went to Elba 
and his son was taken to Austria 
by Marie Louise. The son was given 
the title of the Duke of Reichstadt 
from Francis of Austria, his grand- 
father. Krafft did a portrait of him 
when he was around twelve (ND). 
He also is seen in two later portraits 
by unknown artists in engravings on 
cards by ND and LL.

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Both of these French firms made 
engravings on postcards of members 
of Napoleon’s numerous family. The 
loveliest of these was his sister Paul- 
ine, Princess Borghese. Others in- 
clude: his sister Caroline who married 
Murat (one of his most famous gen- 
erals); his sister Elisa, Princess Bac- 
ciochi; his brother Louis, King of 
Holland, who married Josephine’s 
daughter, Hortense, thus really keep- 
ing things in the family; Hortense; 
his brother Joseph, King of Spain, 
who spent some time in America, 
much of it in New Jersey; his brother 
Lucien, Prince of Canino; Eugene de 
Beauharnais, son of Josephine, who 
always remained faithful to his step- 
father; Napoleon III, son of Hortense 
and Louis in two portraits, one in uni- 
form; Napoleon III’s wife, Eugenie; 
their son the Prince Imperial, who 
like Napoleon I’s son died young; 
Prince Napoleon, son of Napoleon’s 
brother Jerome, who later after Na- 
poleon III became the Pretender; 
Jerome’s daughter, Mathilda.

The Consolidated 
Mines of Washington 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


For the past three years, it has 
been the writer’s privilege to spend 
the summer and fall at the headquar- 
ters camp of Consolidated Mines and 
Smelting Co., Ltd., Washington. If 
you care to refer to your map of 
that state, you will find readily, 
Grand Coulee Dam. The reservoir 
formed by that world’s largest struc- 
ture makes a lake from the Dam 
northeasterly approximately to the 
Canadian border. 

The Columbia reservoir, as it ac- 
tually is, then has its foot in the 
sagebrush desert region, and its upper 
reaches in the pine and fir clad hills 
of the beautiful border country. The 
first stream entering the reservoir 
east from the Dam, is the San Poil 
River. 

It seems that in the mid-19th cen- 
tury, a number of French Canadians 
came in to the area and settled there. 
And thus, the San Poil and other 
streams and peaks of the region were 
given French) names. The San Poil 
had its mouth again in the sandy 
sage brush area but the flora within 
some seven miles changes to pine 
clad hills and the beautiful state 
highway from a distance of twelve 
miles, always paralleling the stream, 
passes beautiful meadowed farms and 
mines until some thirty miles up, 
when the variety of trees becomes 
very similar to New England with its

beautiful white birches, cottonwood, 
alders and sycamores, to name but 
a few. 

Thereafter, the country becomes in- 
creasingly rugged along the highway 
with areas that remind one very much 
of the famed Yosemite Valley. Tre- 
mendous jutting headlands that come 
almost to the head of the stream 
with streams that cascade from hun- 
dreds of feet above the valley floor. 
These elevations are part of the 
great Columbia basalt flow that 
spread from Oregon into Canada and 
the San Poil Canyon is a largely un- 
discovered but truly spectacular area. 
The stream divides in several direc- 
tions some forty miles up and when 
eventually it reaches the town of Re- 
public it is but a fingerling creek. 

However, be not misguided. The 
trout fishing in the San Poil and its 
tributaries is excellent. Now that we 
are at Republic, we will speak of the 
first of the several mining properties 
owned by the Consolidated Company. 

In the ‘eighties, gold was discover- 
ed in the area and while it had been 
made an Indian Reservation, the pop- 
ulace, both Indian and White, sought 
to have the right to mine under U. S. 
Mining Law, with the result that the 
North half of both Ferry and Okano- 
gan Counties was made public domain 
and the Indians were given allot- 
ments amounting to 320 acres per 
average family. From then on, the 
area boomed into a substantial min- 
ing community. By 1900 the Blaine- 
Republic Mine was well established 
along with the Quilt, the Jerome, the 
Day’s, and others. The Blaine- Re- 
public became a great gold producer, 
though ttoday the Nob Hill Mine of 
Republic is the largest gold producer 
in Washington State. Just South of 
the Blaine-Republic holdings, Consol- 
idated has a gold claim which over- 
looks the town of Republic. It is 
thought that this claim and adjoin- 
ing ones ‘will subsequently be mined 
for its gold, silver and other metal 
content. 


Retracing our steps south on the 
San Poil to a point just below Keller 
Postoffice, we come to a U. S. Na- 
tional Park Recreation site. There 
a road turns westerly into the hills, 
and approximately one-half miles 
from the highway we enter Consoli- 
dated Mines headquarters camp. 
Here are fine, finished buildings, two 
story bunk and cook houses, head- 
quarters lodge and workmen’s cot- 
tages. 

The camp has its own spring water 
supply which, while beneficially min- 
eralized does not preclude laundering. 
Pines and firs in a park-like setting 
make it one of the most beautiful 
camps in the state. It is these trees 
which actually cause the newcomer 
to wonder where the mine is. But 
as you get a chance to look around, 
you begin to see an ore dump here, 
and there a little higher another one 
and another and another, until on this 
property alone there are thirty-five 
tunnels and innumerable open cuts. 


On a ridge directly north of head- 
quarters camp and a scant 600 feet 
away, one of these open cuts shows

deep black of manganese, and the 
intermingling of colors and tints. 
which would have provided the old 


Indians with all the war colors of the 
maypole. To the east of this “paint 
pot” are openings into rich copper 
ore and still further along, equally 
rich molybdenum which is a blue 
white metallic, making a mark on 
paper not unlike a lead pencil. 
Westerly from the camp are a num- 


ber of tunnels with their piles of 
ore and No. 34 where a blacksmith 
shop and compressor house is located 
has some 2000 feet of underground 
workings. Here ores of gold, silver, 
copper, lead, zinc and molybdenum 
are all present in commercial grades. 
The property is quite extensive, com- 
prising some 600 acres and reaches 
over the adjacent ridge and the next 
valley and to or over the next ,Tidge 
in all directions. The company’s two 
other Keller properties are east of 
the San Poil on Silvercreek, approxi- 
mately a mile from the lake. Here 
extensive underground workings were 
undertaken between 1900 and 1910 
and because of the fine ore showing 
a smelter was subsequently establish- 
ed along the San Poil River. How- 
ever, Grand Coulee Dam flooded out 
the smelter site and it was never 
rebuilt. It is thus necessary for the 
mines of the area to construct a 
concentrating mill in order to profit- 
ably recover the metal values. The 
claims on the east' side include such 
titles as the Black Prince, Gold Cord, 
Bluebird, Whispering Pine, Silver 
King, etc. One enters the workings 
just above the county road in a fine, 
large, well ventilated tunnel, and then 
you start on the ladders. The first 
ladder is approximately sixty feet 
long. Then there is what is known 
in mining parlance as a level. Here 
is a loading platform, over there a 
chute through which ore runs to the 
lower access tunnel and_ tunnels 
known as drifts go in either direction 
in to and along the ore. Then there 
is another ladder. This one is eighty 
feet long, and as we gain the plat- 
form at the top of this ladder, the 
drifts run in three directions, each 
calculated to give access to the vein. 

There are then two more ladders 
with two more levels to open up the 
ore and a final ladder reaches a 


tunnel running out to the surface.

The Penny Magazine for 1837 


The Penny Magazine was _publish- 
ed for the Society for the Diffusion 
of Useful knowledge which had been 
established by Charles Knight. Its 
office was at 22 Ludgate Street, Lon- 
don. It was distributed by William 
Jackson in New York, Joseph li. Fran- 
cis in Boston, Orrin Rogers in Phil- 
adelphia, and W. N. Harrison in Bal- 
timore. The magazine was illustra- 
ted and the bound volumes were well 
indexed. 

This particular volume is No. VI 
and begins ‘with the issue for Jan. 7, 
1837 or No. 306. The Penny Maga- 
zine was published every Saturday. 
This fixst number of the sixth volume 
begins with an article “Supply of 
Large Capitals With Food” and most 
of the first page is taken up with 
the Marche de Innocens_ in Paris. 
Then there were articles on “Pigeon 
Roosts”; “English Economy” from 
the Rev. O. Aewey’s “Old and New 
World.” (The Rev. Dewey was an 
American). Then came an article 
on “The Coati” and there is an ex- 
cellent half-page engraving of this 
animal on the last page. An issue

That Horrid Popish Plot 


“The Horrid Popish Plot” to play- 
ing card collectors refers to a rare 
deck of cards, issued in 1679. To his- 
torians it has a far different meaning 
—one of a political and sinister na- 
ture. It is also known as the “Titus 
Oates Plot” and refers to a political 
scheme for murdering the King. 

Charles II was king of England, 
Scotland and Ireland from 1660 to 
1685. He was the second son of the 
ill-fated King, Charles [. Forced to 
flee to France in 1646, Charles IT 
stayed there with his mother unti! 
1649 when he vainly tried to save 
his father. 

After his father’s execution in 1649, 
Charles II was crowned in Scotland 
(1651) when he had agreed to sup- 
port Presbyterianism in England as 
well as in Scotland. That same year 
he marched into England but was de- 
feated by Cromwell at the battle of 
Worcester after which he made his 
escape into France where he lived 
in poverty for some time. 

Charles II was a Roman Catholic. 
He leaned toward religious toleration. 
In 1662 he married Catherine of Bra- 
ganza. He had no children by his 
wife but several children by his mis- 
tresses, which included the Duchess 
of Cleveland, the Duchess of Ports- 
mouth and others, a favorite being, 
Nell Gwyn. 

Dr. Titus Oates, 1649-1705, was an 
English conspirator and leader of this 
Popish Plot. In fact he is supposed 
to have forged the papers which based 
the whole plot. Certainly he was a 
renegade, having been dismissed 
from a naval chaplaincy for bad con- 
duct and twice expelled from a college 
for the same reason. 

This Popish Plot he is said to have 
prompted, charged the English Ro- 


man Catholics with a plan to murder 
their king Charles II, and to exclude 
his brother James, Duke of _ York, 


from the throne. But it supported for 
the line of succession, the Duke of 
Monmouth, natural son ot Charles I 
and Lucy Walter. 

On discovery of the plot Oates was 
called before the privy council, and 
it is said he would have been imme- 
diately exposed had not letters writ- 
ten by the Secretary to the Duchess 
of York turned up at that time. 

This Popish Plot stirred up a fren- 
zy of investigation. Dr. Oates accus- 
ed the Queen of high treason. Judges 
and juries listened to the lies of plot- 
ters and informers. Ard the populace, 
enraged, killed many innocent Ro- 
man Catholics without mercy. 

Dr. Oates was tried for perjury 
and flogged repeatedly, but was e- 
ventually pardoned on a pension. 

In 1679 a newspaper called, “True 
Domestick Intelligence,” ran an ad- 
vertisement in Issue No. 35, Novem- 
ber 4, as follows: “The Horrid Popish

Issue No. 50, the same newspaper, 
December 26, 1679 ran the following 
advertisement; 


“There is lately published a new 
pack of cards neatly cut in copper in 
which are represented to the life the 
several consults for killing the King 
and extirpating the protestant reli- 
gion, the manner of the murthering 
Sir Edmondbury Godfrey the tryals 
(trials) and executions of the conspir- 
ators, and all other material designs 
relating to the contrivance and man- 
agement of the said horrid popish 
plot, with their attempt to throw it 
on the Protestants. These have some- 
thing more than the first have and 
yet nothing left out that was in them 
nor any old impertinent things added. 
Printed and sold by Robert Wallon 
at’ the Globe, on the North side of 
St. Pauls Churchyard, near the West 
end, where you may have a pack of 
eight pence of the very best, you may 
have them in sheets fit to adorn 
studies and houses. There is likewise 
a broadside with an almanack and 
some of the aforesaid pictures about 
it, which may not unfitly ‘be called 
the Christian Almanack fit for shops, 
houses and studies. Sold as above 
said, the price, six pence.” 


There are two packs, one in re- 
verse of the other, as if the one pack 
were copied from the other by reflec- 
tion, although the wording has been 
rearranged, not changed. The cards 
of both packs have the same descrip- 
tion. There is no continuity of the 
story with the correct sequence of 
the cards in any of the suits, but 
little by little the pack tells the en- 
tire story. Some of the cards tell 
of the bribery and corruption, others 
of the punishments. The Ace of 
Hearts starts off with “The plot first

A CLEVELAND MOUNTIE 
“DEPUTIZES” YOUNGSTERS 

“You just can’t talk ‘dry’ to chil- 
dren,” said Tony Welling of Troop A, 
Cleveland, Ohio, Mounted Police, re- 
cently. ‘““You have to show them some- 
thing interesting and educational.” 
His horse, Tommy, nodded as if in 
agreement. Tony and Tommy ought 
to know. For five years they have 
been specializing in the boys and girls 
on their beat. 

Tony’s motto is, “Teach ’em young.” 
He buys Indian Relics and_ shares 
them with the youngsters. 

Some Indian relics he keeps in car- 
rying cases for meetings and schools. 
“) think every school should have 
these Indian things,” he says, “Any- 
thing about Indians is interesting.” 








Actually he ties educational stories 
to his collection. Take his cowboy 
outfit — buckskin vest and six-point- 
ed sheriff’s star, pair of guns and 
belt, riding boots, sombrero, jail keys 
—the kids love to look at them while 
Mountie Welling tells of the cowboy 
law man of Americana. 

Indian arrowheads, fish hooks, war 
clubs, axes, and dolls are top enter- 
tainment with Tony’s stories. So isa 
round, green wood water canteen dat- 
ing from the Revolutionary war. It 
has thirteen stars and the initial U.E. 
Patrolman Welling would like to know 
what those initials stand for. 

“Hobbies shouldn’t be kept in glass 
cases in cloced rooms,” Tony says. “I 
have shown my collection to thousands 
of children. They learn through our 
learning. We show them guns, but

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we explain the danger of a gun. Om 
country was built on guns. Indian 
children were taught the use of ‘wea- 
pons at an early age. So were pioneer 
children.” 

Patrolman Welling issues cards 
making his boys “deputy honorary 
members” of Troop A. The girls are 
honored with gold-plated horses, His 
youngsters go for this. In the last 
month he has given out nearly 500 
cards and horses which shows the 
young folks on his beat are learning 
from the police, not running from 
them. 

Incidentally, Patrolman Welling’s 
Troop A of Cleveland not only was i1 
President Eisenhower’s Inauguration 
Parade but it has won honors all over 
the U.S.A. and in Mexico City. 


Jade Artifacts

may be of jade. One is a hand axe 
made of very dark green jade. It 
was found in the Pedro Mountains 
west of Casper, Wyo., in a dry gulch 
where water has been running from 
time to time for many years. It 
shows much water-wear. The work- 
manship is rather coarse, but can 
readily be discerned as chipped work 
on various portions of the surface. 


The other specimen is a four-inch 
Yuma. The Yuma man may or may 
not have been an Indian as we use 
the term “Indian” today. He was 
a prehistoric man. No one has ever 
found any of his bones as far as we 
know. But we do know he existed 
by the artifacts that have been found 
relating to him. These are usually 
depth finds. The majority of Yuma 
finds are in Wyoming, Colorado, and 
Montana. Though Yuma are found 
in all parts of the Rocky Mountain 
region and a few in practically every 
part of the United States and Cana- 
da. So if you want to call Yuma an 
“Indian” then this is a second speci- 
men made from jade. 

This Yuma blade is about four in- 
ches long and is of the indeterminate 
type and of average workmanship. 
I received it from a collector in IIli- 
nois, who states he found it in Ran- 
dolph county, Illinois. It is a light 
pea green color and in fair condition. 
I took it to the jewelers, dealers in 
jade and the majority of them 
thought it to be jade. 

It seems that Wyoming jade is of 
two kinds, jadeite and nephrite. Ja- 
deite is a silicate of aluminum and 
sodium; Nephrite is a calcium and 
magnesium silicate. The colors are 
from white to black and a very light 
pea green to the darkest shade of 
green. 

Now if you have an Indian artifact 
and think it is jade — how can you 
determine whether it is or not? The 
quickest method is to interest some 
mineralogy department in a college 
or university, but write and ask per- 
mission to send it before you do. 
Then it will receive more “courteous 
attention,” on its arrival. Also in- 
quire if there is any cost. Usually 
there isn’t, but there may be some 
exnense entailed which you will want 
to vay. 
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“Ab the Sign of the Crest” 








The Ludlows, long-time residents 
of Wiltshire, England, were ancestors 
of three American progenitors (As 
Sydney Harris might say: “You an- 
cestors were emigrants—-mine were 
progenitors.”) Thornas Ludlow of 
Maiden Bradley, Dinton and Bay- 
cliffe, Wiltshire, and his wife Jane 
Pyle, daughter of Thomas and sister 
of Sir Gabriel Pyle, Knt., were the 
common ancestors of the American 
line under discussion. Thomas was 
buried at Dinton November 25, 1607, 
and his will proved in June 1608. 
Jane (Pyl) Ludlow’s will was proved 
July 6, 1650—over forty years later. 
In the New England Register (Vol. 
42) there is a pedigree taking the 
Ludlows back five generations from 
this Thomas to William and his wife 
Margaret, daughter and heiress of 
William Rymer. The Ludlaws also 
trace back to the Magna Charta Bar- 
ons and royal lines. References to 
these are easily found. 

I found some confusion, however, 
in the Arms used by the American 
Ludlows. The article in the New Eng- 
land Register, mentioned above; A 
Roll ofArms; Crozier’s General Ar- 
mory and Virginia Heraldica ascribe 
the Coat-of-Arms illustrated above to 
the descendants of Thomas and Jane 
(Pyle) Ludlow. Matthew’s American 
Armoury (1907) shows a chevron be- 
tween three bears’ heads, and Bol-

ton’s American Armory (1927) shows 
a chevron between three foxes’ heads. 
This could be an error in interpreta- 
tion, for without the blazon it might 
be difficult in this case to determine 
just what animal] the artist had in 
mind. 

The pedigree in the New England 
Register was compiled in 1884 by 
Henry Hungerford Ludlow-Bruges, 
Esq., M.A. and G. D. Scull, Esq., I 
am sure the Coat-of-Arms given in 
this work is authentic as they were 
concerned primarily with the English 
branches. 

Gabriel, a son of Thomas and Jane 
(Pyle) Ludlow was baptized at Din- 
ton February 10, 1587. He married 
Phyllis (last name unknown) and 
died in 1639. Phyllis was executrix 
of her mother-in-law’s will in 1650. 
Gabriel’s daughter Sarah, the young- 
est of his seven children, married 
Col. John Carter of Corotoman, Lan- 
caster Co., Virginia. She died in Lan- 
caster County about 1668. The Vir- 
ginia Magazine (Vol. 24) mentions 
a tombstone with the Carter Arms 
empaling Ludlow. (A chevron between 
three martens’ heads). 

Thomas, a son of Gabriel and Phyl- 
lis, wag baptized at Warminster No- 
vember 1, 1624. He inherited property 
in Virginia from his uncle George, 
youngest son of Thomas and Jane 
(Pyle) Ludlow. George was prom- 
inent in Virginia and received grants 
of land aggregating some _ 17,000 
acres. He served as County Lieuten- 
ant in York County and a member 
of the Council 1642-55. He was mar- 
ried but left no issue, and died leav- 
ing large estates in England and Vir- 
ginia. 

Roger, son of Thomas and Jane 
(Pyle) Ludlow, was baptized at Din- 
ton March 7, 1590, and died 1665. 
He married Mary Cogan (c. 1604- 
1664), and the names of their chil- 
dren are confirmed in his brother 
George Ludlow’s will proved August 1, 
1656. (Ref. New England Register, 
Vol, 40). Roger was a_ stockholder 
in the Massachusetts Bay Company 
and came to New England about 1630. 
He served as Deputy-Governor of 
Massachusetts in 1634, and of ‘Con- 
necticut in 1639, 1642 and 1648. In 
Stiles’ History of Ancient Windsor 
he is called the “Father of Connecti- 
cut Jurisprudence.” Later he sold out 
his interests and left New England. 
He took up residence in Dublin, hav- 
ing been placed by ‘Cromwell on a 
commission for the administration of 


justice in the county of Cork, Ire- 
land. 

Of his six children, I have data 
only on Sarah, said to have been 
“distinguished for her literary ac- 
quirements and domestic virtues.” She 
married the Rev. Nathaniel Brew- 
ster as his second wife. I did not 
check Memoirs of Edmund Ludlow 
(1894), but I believe this reference 
contains data concerning the issue of 
Roger and lines not found in Volume 
42 of the New England Register. 
Other references that might be con- 
sulted are Roger Ludlow, the Colonial 
Lawmaker by J. M. Taylor (1900), 
and Life and Times of Col. Israel 
Ludlow (1765-1804), “One of the 
original proprietors of Connecticut,” 
by Teetor (1885). 

Thomas, baptized 1593, was another 
son of Thomas and Jane (Pyle) Lud- 
low. He married at Warminster Feb- 
ruary 15, 1624, Jane Bennett, daugh- 
ter of John Bennett. It was their 
son Gabriel, of Frome, baptized at 
Warminster August 27, 1634, who was 
the ancestor of the New York Lud- 
lows. The New York Genealogical and 
Biographical Record, Vol. 50 (1919) 
gives the genealogical record of “Ga- 
briel Ludlow and His Descendants.” 
This refers to Gabriel, born Novem- 
ber 2, 1663 at co. Somerset, England, 
the son of Gabriel and Martha Lud- 
low of Frome. He came to America 
in 1694 and married on Easter Mon- 
day, April 5, 1697, Sarah, the daugh- 
ter of Rev. Joseph Hanmer. Other 
Ludlow material may be found in 
Volumes 56 and 71 of this same pe- 
riodical, 

The 1939 issue of the American 
Genealogist hag an article on “Royal 
Ancestry of the Ludlows” by Mere- 
dith B. Colket, Jr. This traces back 
to Edward I. 

The National Cyclopaedia of Amer- 
tcan Biography mentions many Lud- 
lows. Among the descendants of Ga- 
briel are Thomas William Ludlow 
(1795-1878), lawyer and financier, son 
of Thomas and Mary (Ludlow) Lud- 
low; Thomas William, architect, born 
New York City 1881, son of Thomas 
William and Harriet Frances Putnam 
(Carnochan) Ludlow; and Noah Mil- 
ler Ludlow, actor and theatrical man- 
ager, born New York City 1795, the 
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son of John and Phoebe (Dunham) 
Ludlow. Also, there was Dr. John 
Livingston Ludlow, physician, born 
1819 in New Brunswick, N. J., the 
eldest son of Rev. John Ludlow and 
'‘Catlyntje Van Slyck Ryley; and John 
Ludlow, seventh provost of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania (1834-1852), 
born at Acquackanock, N. J., in 1793. 

Nicoll, naval officer and _ philan- 
thropist, born Islip, Long Island, 
1842; William, soldier and military 
Governor of Havana, Cuba, born Islip 
in 1843; and Edwin, mining engineer, 
born Oakdale, Long Island, in 1858 
were all sons of William Handy and 
Louise (Nicoll) Ludlow — descended 
from William Ludlow who came to 
America in 1650 and settled on Long 
Island. 

Howell’s History of Southampton, 
Long Island (1887) has a few para- 
graphs on William Ludlow who died 
1665 at Southampton. He is said to 
have come from Matlock, Derbyshire, 
England. He married Clemence—and 
had issue William (1628-1667-8), 
Henry who died 1681, Mary, Frances, 
Grace, Joseph and Anthony born 1651. 

Another early Ludlow settler was 
Jeremiah who came to New England 
about 1693 and settled in Essex Co., 
New Jersey. He is said to have been 
a son of William of Hill Deverill, 
Wiltshire. 


The Ludlows would appear to be 
an independent lot. Each man chose 
a different part of the country—so 
that even at an early date the name 
could be found in many states. Usu- 
ally this process of dissemination 
would take several generations. 


INTERPRETATION 

He beareth for Arms: Argent a 
chevron between three marten’s heads 
erased sable. 

Crest: A lion sable bezante. 

The above description of the Lud- 
low Armorial Bearing is registered 
in the New England Historic Genea- 
logical Society’s “A Roll of Arms” 
for Roger Ludlow of Massachusetts 


and Connecticut; George, his brother 
of Virginia; and Christopher (Ga- 
briel?), their grandnephew, of New 
York. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A_ silver (argent) shield 
charged with a black (sable) chevron 
between three black (sable) marten’s 
heads as torn forcibly from the body, 
with the severed parts jagged 
(erased). Color names are not repeat- 
ed, so we know that “sable” refers 
to the marten’s heads and the chevron. 
The crest is a black lion dotted with 
round flat pieces of gold without im- 
press (bezanté). Another crest, “a 
demi-marten rampant sable,” has been 
used exclusively in England. 

The chevron is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third ‘the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armor. The chevron. 
“likened unto the roof of a house,” 
is emblematical of protecting the de- 
fenseless. It is also granted to one 
who builds churches and fortresses 
for his country. 

The bearing of animals is undoubt- 
edly one of the most ancient forms of 
symbolism. Guillim states that we 
must interpret all kinds of animals 
borne in their best sense, according 
to their most generous and noble qual- 
ities, and therefore to the greatest 
honour of ‘their bearers. Because of 
the great value attached to the pelts 
of this animal, it is important ‘to 
man. The marten is agile and grace- 
ful in its movements. The application 
of this symbol in Heraldry denotes 
one who will use a!l that he may 
possess of sagacity, facility, wit and 
wisdom in his own defense, and suc- 
cessfully tackles large problems. The 
marten, mav also be depended upon 
to protect ‘the home. 

Colors are representative of the per- 
sonal characteristics of the original 
bearer, and are granted onlv if he 
be worthy. Silver signifies sincerity 
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and peace; sable, the fur lining of 
royal robes, constancy and nobility. 
The mantling, representing the 
scarf thrown over the helmet for pro- 
tection, is always the main color of 
the shield, lined with the main metal.

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The Order of the Garter 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


A novelist may raise his hero to the 
peerage; he may even confer the 
Garter upon him. 

-—DeQuincey. 


Recently the highest order of 
knighthood in Great Britain was be- 
stowed by Queen Elizabeth II, upon 
Sir Winston Churchill. 

The Order of the Garter was foun- 
ded January 19, 1850, by King Ed- 
ward III, in honor of the Holy Trin- 
ity, the Virgin Mary, Saint Edward 
the Confessor, and Saint George. It 
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was originally composed of the King, 
the Black Prince, and twenty-four 
knights chosen for their skill in a 
special tournament held for that pur- 
pose. Some historians believe that the 
circumstances that suggested his 
choice of the symbol is a mystery, 
and many reject the popular tradition 
which assigned it to the accidental 
fall of a lady’s garter at a grand ball. 
Sir Edward Ashmole in his History 
of the Order, considers the garter a 
symbol of union, and Sir Walter Scott 
and Sir Samuel Meyrick agree with 
him. Camden says that he gave 
forth his own garter as a signal fora 
battle which was won, and it is be- 
lieved to be that of Cressy. 


Whatever may have been the origin 
of the garter itself, the recorded one 
for the foundation of the Order is the 
uniting not only of native knights 
with one another, but of foreigners 
with them in the bonds of unity and 
peace. 


The original vestments consisted of 
a mantle, tunic and chaperon of the 
fashion of the time, all the blue wool- 
en cloth. Those of the knights dif- 
fered only from the King’s by the 
tunic being lined with miniver instead 
of ermine. The tunic and chaperon 
were thickly embroidered with gar- 
ters of blue and gold. Edward III 
had 168 garters embroidered on his 
tunic and chaperon. 


In the 34th year of his reign the 
color of the tunic was changed to 
black. Ashmole says this was a sign 
of humiliation of the pestilence then 
raging. In the 37th year it was made 
of “cloth sanguine in grain,” which 
is understood to be purple. The cha- 
peron always varied in color from 
the tunic and the garter was of blue 
and gold, and was worn around the 
left knee. 


Richard II, (1877-1399) assumed 
the badge of the white hart, and this 
was worn by his couriers both male 
and female, embroidered on their 
dresses or suspended on chains around 
their necks. This device seems to 
have been derived from his mother, 
whose cognizance was the white hind. 
In the seventh year of his reign the 
surcoat of the Knights of the Garter 
was made- of “violet in grain,” in the 
eleventh year it became white, and in 
the twelfth and nineteenth years of 
“long blue cloth.” 


During the reign of Henry V (1413- 
1429) the color of the surcoat and 
chaperon of the knights was changed 
to white, the whole dress still remain- 
ing of cloth. 


During the reign of Henry VI 
(1422-1461) the robes underwent 
some changes. The color of the sur- 
coat and chaperon was changed to 
scarlet in the thirteenth year, and 
afterwards back again to white. The 
number of garters to be embroidered 
on them was limited to 120 for a 
Duke, 110 for a Marquis, 100 for an 
Ear!, and sixty for a Knight Bache- 
lor. The King was unlimited, wear-

Throughout much of this working, the 
green carbonate of copper predomin- 
ates though the lucky collector may 
find specimens with free gold show- 
ing.

Just north of this is the Wat- 
son group with a small cabin, tunnels 
and} many open cuts. Here the for- 
mation is largely granitic but massive 
veins of garnet, purple to brown, and 
green epidote, cut the formation.

ing on his surcoat and hood 178 gar- 
ters. The mantle about this period 
was of velvet lined with white dam- 
ask or satin. 

During the reign of Edward IV 
(1461-1483) the surcoat and chaperon 
were changed from white cloth to 
purple velvet, and the lining changed 
from fur to white sarcenet. 

During the reign of Henry VII 
(1485-1509) the whole dress was of 
purple velvet lined with white silk, 
and they were no longer embroidered 
with garters. 

During the reign of Henry VIII 
(1509-1547) the Collar and Lesser 
George were given to the Knights 
of the Garter. He reformed the sta- 
tutes and the Order and altered the 
dress. The surcoat was of crimson 
velvet, the flat black velvet hat of 
the times superseded the chaperon. It 
was still however, worn as an orna- 
ment over the left shoulder and call- 
ed the “hermerale.” The Lesser 
George was not worn until the thir- 
teenth year of his reign, and it hung 
on a gold chain or riband upon the 
breast. In the 38th year of his reign 
we find the color of the riband to be 
black. 

During the reign of Elizabeth 
(1558-1603) the only change was in 
the hat or cap of estate worn by the 
Knights, one with a higher crown 
being substituted. 

During the reign of James I (1603- 
1625) the hat worn by the Knights 
of the Garter was high-crowned, and 
feathers, which had been discarded in 
favor of the jeweled hatband, ‘were 
reintroduced in the tenth year of his 
reign. Some changes were made in 
the mantle of foreign princes, one 
being sent to Frederick, Duke of 
Wurtemburg being of a “mixed col- 
our” or purple and violet. The riband 
also, to which the Lesser George was 
suspended about the neck was 
changed from black to blue. One of 
sky-hlue was ordered in the 20th 
year of his reign. 

In the reign of Charles I (1625- 
1649) came the most elegant and pic- 
turesque costume ever worn in Eng- 
land. This is the period in which 
Van Dyck painted. Charles I, in the 
48th year of his reign decided to res- 
tore the mantle of the Order to its 
original color. This was worn on the 
installation of the Prince of Wales, 
and was a rich celestial. blue, the 
surcoat and humerale remaining crim- 
son. ‘The black veivet hat remained 
as before. 


In the second year of his reign he 
had ordered the badge of the Order 
(the cross surrounded by the garter) 
to be worn by the Knights on their 
daily dresses, and in 1629 it was 
formed into a star by surrounding it 
with rays. 

In the reign of Charles II (1649- 
1660-1685) the costume consisted of 
the cap of estate with its ostrich or 
heron plume, and the broad blue ri- 
band worn over the left shoulder and 
brought under the right arm where 
the Lesser George hung.
